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PREFACE. 


The present Volume of the Asiatic Register has been 
somewhat retarded by an unforeseen and uncontrollable 
event, but the same circumstance has enabled the 
Lditor to bring down the detail of Indian Occurrences 
to a later period, and to make some valuable additions to 
the senes of State Papers, forming a second interesting 
department of his Work, \\hich an earlier publication 
would have precluded so that the delay of a few weeks 
will be compensated, it is hoped, by the accumulated 
materials which it has furnished 

The head allotted to otBcial papers is more than 
ordinarily comprehensive The reader will find in it 
many important documents, calculated to explain tiie 
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interesting events recorded in the preceding volume of the 
Register, as well as to inform his mind on a question, 
which IS about to arise for discussion in the national 
council, and likely to give rise to much diversity of 
opinion, as to the propriety of extending or limiting 
the duration of the exclusive Charter of the East 
India Company From the length of the reports 
already presented by a committee of the House of 
Commons on the state of the Company s finances, 
on which the decision of the question must mainly 
depend the Editor has been obliged to omit some 
tables of accounts, which have been reierredtoin ‘such 
reports, for the purpose of giving aiithoiit) to the lesults 
stated but the latter, it is supposed, may be fairly 
taken on credit, lookiig to the itspectability of the 
source whence the ri suits proceed, and the notoriety of 
the data on which they are founded Other papers have 
been excluded from the piestnt selection, that are added 
to the reports, as affording evidence of certain facts also 
stated in them of which there can be no doubt and 
which, if admitted would have swelled the volume to a 
most unreasonableUnd inconvenient bulk But the 
ulost material of these, consisting of treaties recently 
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concluded with several nallve states of Hindustan, will 
be inserted m the next volume, if* the pecuhar depart* 
ment of the Work, from the urgency of matters con- 
necting themselves with the renewal of the charter, will

admit of so early an insertion of them

Thb events that the present histo 
ncaJ sketch embraces are of a difTe 
rent order nd character from iho e 
which are the objects of its ordinary 
detail They relate not merelj to 
mililary ope ations against the restless 
adienturers of a soil ever fruitful of 
such produce not against the weak 
and timid neighbourhood of native 
princes often invaded without cause 
and always with success but to liar 
dier and nobler enterprises directed 
111 open hoslilit) against a declared 
foe invidious of the British pre emi 
nence in the hast and a rivil not 
only in temper but in power and re 
sources and therefore an enemy 
provoking and lustifying as ault nd 
worthy of our contention Ihis the 
Ingher nnd moie legUiimte exercise of 
the right of war naturally demands 
the first atten ion and t ngrosses our 
earliest notice 

Although France for n long senes of 
vears has not been permitted to un 
furl her flag on the wafets that wash 
three qu liters of th civilized world 
she ha yet engaged and in many in 
stances mocked through her insular 
{Kissessions in the Indian ocean our 
mva! snperioruy has ai rested an I 
intercepted our c( mmei e , and has 
borne it in spue of all our counter 
vdiifng eflPorts ns a rich prize into the 
bosonJiief her ports With two islands 
iBcapHk^ of maintaining their own 
population and with scarcely a friendly 
harbour of resort this active and eu 
terprizi^ypower hat committed de 
predatMjfPla the direct British and 


coasting trade of India to the amount 
of some millions sterling 

It IS not easy to account for national 
supineness here when everywhere else 
It ins been the struggle and the tri 
umph of oui policy to frustrate and 
destioy the maritime efforts and re 
sources of the enemy It would ap 
pesr even that h ranee would not 
now hive to experience and liment the 
loss of hei last transmarine dependen 
cie if It had required any direct ex 
ertion of the council or vigour cf the 
British ministry It has been left to 
the governor general of India proba 
bly niidti the forcible impression of 
immediate commercial suffering or 
its consequences at so late a date as 
theynr J 810 to plan and execute a 
serious attack on the French islands 
for the surprize and temporary posses 
81 in of the Isle of Bourbon as men 
tinned in our preceding volume does 
not range under this description Ihe 
original destination of the force from 
Bombay under lieutenant col Keat 
ing in ] 809 was principally directed 
with a View to affoid protection to his 
majesty s ships while seeking occa 
sicnal refreshment or equipment on 
the eircunijatent coast and to ascer 
tain by the means which a local sta 
lion might be expected to furnish the 
accessible points to the islands For 
this purpose Hodngutx was selected 
and occupied by the commander of the 
British land forces and thence an op 
portunity was seized for annoying the 
enemy b> a sudden descent on Bdbrbon 
which was attended by those stnlung 
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tftff advantageous circumstances de 
tailed 10 the last volume of the re 
gister 

lo the spring of 1810 a conside- 
rable reinforcement was ordered by 
lord Minto to the troops under the 
command of lieutenant colonel Keat 
ing , augmenting them from the dif 
ferent Indnn presidencies to 3650 rank 
and hie of whom one half nearly were 
Europeans To the attempt proposed 
to be enforced by such numbers aided 
also by his Majesty s navy on the si a 
tion It was supposed that little re 
sistance would be offered by the enemy 
So confident did the governor general 
seem of success that in anticipation 
of the capture he had nominated a 
civilian (Mr Farquhar) whoaccom 
panied the expedition to the govern 
roent of the island The transports 
on which the reinforcement Was era 
barked arrived off Rodriguez on the 
doth of June but it was not until the 
third of July from the unfavourable 
state of the weather that the expedi 
tion could proceed 

Before the troops sailed from Rodn 
guez lieutenant colonel Keating ex 
plained to tlie commandants of the va 
nous brigades the private information 
he bad received of the enemy s strength 
and position and the nature of the at 
tack he had in consequence resolved 
upon This communication wis ^ 
cretiy and confidentially made to the 
brigadiers on the 1st of July by which 
It was shewn that it was the gallant 
determination of the British command 
ant to use his own words to strike 
the first blow at the very heirt of the 
enem} leaving further operations to 
be guided by contingencies Instead 
of landing the British forte in the 
sputh or south east of the island as 
expected by the French and making 
regular advances against St Denis and 
St Paul 8 colonel Keating directed an 
immediate assault of the capital by 
several attacks of the different brigades 
appointed to acV in concert at the 
same moment coticeiying as it often 
happens that the fortune of the is 
land would depend on the fate of the 
capital 

The British force, ordered to give 


effect to this bold design, was divided 
into four brigades the first of 
which was commanded by lieutenant 
colonel Fraser the second by lieute 
nant colonel Drummond the third by 
lieutenant colonel Macleod and the 
fourth by lieutenant colonel Camp 
bell The last brigade was appointed 
to the honourable post of the advance 
the third to act as a body of resei ve 
while the second brigade was to oc 
cupy the batteries at Possessmi to bo 
leinforced by the third brigade forming 
the rear column under the command 
of lieutenant colonef Fraser 

Shortly after the communication of 
the plan of the intended operations to 
the officers commanding brigades H 
M s ship La Nereide arrived at Rodn 
guez bringing some important in for 
mation relative to the distribution of the 
enemy s force which rendered it ne 
cessary for colonel Keating to issue 
additional instructions and to alter the 
order of attack Ry the new disposi 
tion the first br gade was converted 
from a rear or passive corps to take 
advantage of adventitious circamstan 
ces into an active and assailing foice 
and subsequent unforeseen and un 
controllable events produced a most 
essential alteration in the actual opera 
tions of the troops as well as m the 
original disposal of thena which 
will be noticed m the proper place 

On the 6th in the afternoon the 
'IS bole of the transports having the 
British force on board c^me to the 
point of rendezvous about fifty mtlefi 
to the windwaid of the island when 
the troops were removed fro«j[^ the pri 
vate ships on board his majesty a squa 
dron consisting of the Boadzeea St 
nus Iphigcnta Magtaenne and Ae 
reide under the command of comniOi 
dore Rowley which stood immedi 
atel) for the different points of debark 
ation 

At an early hour in the afternoon of 
the ytb most of the ships had arrived 
at their desuiied stations ofiF tMU^nd 
and made immedi te preparaSHs for 
the landing of the troops 

The beach to the northward of the 
capital from St Maris lo within 
gun shot of the imperial batter) was 
B 2 
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reconnoitred by lientenant c6l Camp* 
hell of H M s 33d regiment com 
manding the 4th or advance brigade 
and by capiam Wtlhu^kby of the 
royal navy who from the favourable 
state of the weather and the apparent 
want of strength of the enemy at this 
point recommended an immediate de 
barkation About 110 light troops of 
the 4th brigade with heutenant colo 
nel Cainphell at their head and a party 
of seamen under captain IVilhvghby 
were accordingly landed without loss 
of time and reached the shore about 
four o clock 

About the same time and with a 


eKpectatioii was cut off of 
the troops on shore either by addi^ 
tional numbers or supplies for that 
evening and there seemed hardly a 
possibility of communicating all that 
was now left to be achieved the in 
structions necessary in this critical 
stale of things of the commandant of 
the expedition to the commanding 
officer on shore But what enter 
prize IS above the accomplishment of 
genuine British courage > Lieutenant 
Foulstone without awaiting solicitation 
or orders bravely and generously vo 
lun leered to carry his commander i 
orders to the shore and succeeded in 


like nu nber of troops liiutcnant col 
Macleod of H Ms 69th regiment 
commanding the third brij^aue effected 
a landing somewhat to the right of the 
troops preiiously disembarked under 
the orders of colonel Campbell 
Scarcely had this comparatively small 
body of men obtained a footing on the 
beach when the wind which is very 
uncertain in these latitudes suddenly 
and violently increased sta\ ing somjs of 
the boats in the act of debarking the 
men and rendering the landing of fui 
thet numbers not only dangerous 
but as the event proved impracticable 
Lveiy measure winch the skill of the 
commodore could devise or the intrepi 
dity of the ilavy execute were resorted 
to but in vain for the purpose of assist 
mg this part ot the expedition cut off 
and separated from the mam body 
from the imminent peulous situation 
tfTWhich It wa3 accidentally exposed 
After having'i^^austed all the ordin ry 
means for effecting the desired pui 
pose a new experiment was made by 
runnlbg the Udrey a small transport 
upon the beach in tlie hope that the 
troops might be enabled to hnd over 
her stern or perhaps under her lee 
but this ingenious contrivance vyas 
utterly frustrated by the fury ^if the 
elements though the vessel was oon 
ducted to the apiiointed spot on the 
bead|||hy Iteutenant Lloyd the se 
condW the Boadicea with the same 
daring and generally successful spirit 
though here unavailing whn^h usually 
distinguished the operations of the Bn 
Uih navy This last attempt feiliog; all 


a heavy and overwhelming surt m 
effecting this wished for object Lieu 
tenant colonel Macleod the command 
mg officer on the spot in consequence 
of the orders thus conveyed dictated 
by the unexpected turn of affairs 
took possession md occupied St Mane 
for the night awaiting reioforcments 
ind further instructions in the morning 
In this unpropitious manner did this 
the first operation of the expedition 
proceed 1 he commanding officer of 

the troops and the commandant ot the 
naval forces alike experienced m the 
approaching ilighr the same apprehen 
sions for the safety of those bravd and 
galhnt men who had commenced so 
inauspiciously their joint labours foV 
li|e reduction of the enemy Not 
however sinking under misfortunes 
nor discouraged by this unfortunate be 
ginning the nav il and military com 
mindants embneed the first opportu 
nity and the onlj expedient that 
offered itself ft r sendingf by a circui 
tons route since it could not be di 
rectly accomplished the succour and 
stoies so immediately required by the 
force lately landed for the mainte 
nance of its position Seeing the im 
practicability of disembarking any moje 
troops to the windward during the eit 
isting state of the weather which had 
not abated in its violence^ the Magict 
enne having on board the 2d bti^de 
was dispatched about ten o clock at 
night to Grande Chaloope to leeward 
whither it Was also dllermined that 
the Boadicea the commodore s ship 
with such transports as had milffai) 
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stores on board should follow on the 
succeeding morning Captain Lam 
bert in the Iphigenia was ordered to 
wait m his situation to windward to 
take advantage of a favourable change 
of the weather if an) should occur to 
debark a part of the 3d brigade yet 
remaining on board his ship on the 
beach near St Mane 

At day light on the 8th the Boadi 
cea according to this arrangement 
with the transports having on board 
the remainder of the third and fourth 
brigades proceeded to and effected a 
landing at Grande Chalonpe about 1 1 
o clock A M on the same morning 

To this point also it is now neces 
sary to accompany the first brigade of 
which we have for some time lost sight 
which having embaiked on the Sinus 
captain Pym and two fast sailing 
transports parted company from the 
squadron on the evening of the 6th in 
btant when the men of war and trans 
ports having the other three hi igades 
onboard under the immediate command 
of commodore llowley as immediately 
described sailed to their resj eclite des 
tinations 

Captain Pj ra with his wonted ala 
enty and address availing himself of 
every advantageous circumstance 
which he could force to his favour 
conducted this part of the expedition 
to Its position about one o clock P M 
pn the yth instant and had landed nearly 
the whole before two o clock the same 
afternoon 

Ihis brigade gallantly commanded 
by lieutenant colonel Fraser intended 
originally as the rear of the assailing 
force had by the change of the plan of 
attack; but more by the mode of de 
fence adopted by the enemy to perform 
the office and ordinary duty of the 
advance and washy its demonstiations 
and attacks happily the meins of 
occupying from the moment of its 
landing the whole attention of the 
French and thereby diverting it ffom 
the forlorn and helpless condition of 
our troops landed in the opposite di 
rection 

The French commandant; on per 
cetvm^ the frigate and transports ap 
pro^chmg the shore; dispatched a party 
of riflemen^ ta harass the troops m 


landing ; shewing by the nature of the 
reception that it was intended to dis 
pute every inch of ground Lieutenant 
colonel Fraser was among the first 
that jumped on shore and so soon as 
the light company of H M s86thregi 
ment commanded by lieutenant 
Me Lean supported by the grena 
diers of the same corps under captain 
Lamphier could be formed on the 
beach they were pushed on heute 
nant colonel Fraser leading the way 
against the small portion of the enemy s 
riflemen keeping up a continual and 
galling fire whom they every where 
dislodged and dispersed and forced 
their way to and took secure possession 
of the heights This service was as sue 
cessfully as promptly and bra\elyex 
ecuted in which major Matthews of 
H M s 19th regiment ha the honour 
tp participate as a volunteer 

Feeling himself confident in his foot 
iDg colonel Fraser halted here until 
he was joined by the body of his regi- 
ment when he again moved forward 
without waiting for the artillery sepoys 
or pioneers and reaching with little 
obstruction the height above St De 
ms he coolly descended towards the 
fortress with about 350 bayonets to 
watch the enemy s batteries 

At sun set which was now fast ap 
proaching having not sufficient light 
for reconnoitring the ground nor any 
hope from tlje extreme violence of the 
surf of immediate co operation from 
the tioops landed at anotner point co 
loncl Fraser piudently determined to 
postpone his attack on the batteries 
until the ensuing morning He did 
not however discover bis designed 
retreat to the enemy until it was too 
dark for him to benefit any thing from 
the retrograde movement Colonel 

Fraser then repossessed himself of the 
height which be had last quitted 
wbeie he took up his position for the 
night a post completely cutting off 
all communication between the last 

mentioned garrison and ht s In 

the course ot the night he joined 

by the sepoys pioneers ^nd artillery 
with a 43 tpeh howitzer; and some 
spare ammunUion 

At four o clock A M on the 8tb 
leaving the sepoys posted on the s iiu 
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riilt of the height to protect big rear 
from a possible attack from the garn 
•on of St Paul s colonel Praser with 
his small band began to descend the 
mountain and before his advanced 
guard had reached the work which 
the British party had occupied the pre 
ceding evening he was challenged by 
the enemy s sentries who hid been plant 
ed to watch his motions The column 
nevertheless advanced and possessed 
itself of the position judiciously se 
lected for that purpose by its com 
mandant on the night before 

At daylight the enemy was col 
lected in full force and opened a heavy 
fire of ordnance and musquetry on the 
British column while his sharp shoot 
ers were detached to harass its flank 
on the march The French force was 
drawn up on the plain in two columns 
each with a field piece at its head sup 
ported by a number of pieces of heavj 
cannon mounted in dreadful array 
on the redoubt Under a mixed show 
er of balls issuing all at once from 
the many and deep toned mouths of 
the ordnance and musquetrj wis the 
truly heroic British party (so soon as 
the sun beamed upon it and discover 
ed it to Its anxious conntr) men gazing 
With admiration from the shipping ) 
seen winding its slow steady and un 
broken way adown the mountain 
under the cool and determined gni 
dance of its brave leader until it reached 
the level of the plain when instantly the 
order was given for the charge and 
the British grenadiers and light infan 
try taking the post of honour as they 
are wont rushed impetuous on the 
foe followed closely by their emulous 
companions m the ranks and bore 
every thing down before them 
The ent my at the commencement 
of the onset remained at his guns 
but when he saw that their thunder 
was to be returned by the still but 
deadly push of the bajonet he would 
not wait the assault but retiring to the 
contigaoits fortified holds he endea 
voured to screen himself behind the 
parapets, whence be was driven by 
fhe sight of the dreaded weapon in the 
bands of tbe grenadiers The French 
oflker second m command was 


wounded and taken prisoner by cap 
tarn Lampbier of the grenadiers and 
Mr De Lusanne the French com 
mandant being closely pursued escaped 
with great difficulty The neighbour* 
ing redoubts with the artillery upon 
them fell one by one in succession such 
was the impression made by the intre 
pidity and success of the charge al 
most without opposition and were im 
mediatelj converted by ih** activity 
and prudence of the British command 
ant from adverse instruments into 
means of annojanre 

A solitary attempt aft r the confu 
Sion had subsided was made by a party 
of tbe enemy to letake the principal 
redoubt on which the British colours 
were displayed but was gallantly re 
pulsed with the loss of its command 
ing officer I hus was the main force 
of the island repelled and absolutely 
defeated it is scarcely credible in nar 
ration by a body of troops but British 
troops f not amounting in the whole 
to SIX hundred men and these it 
must be the ever proud recollection of 
colonel I raser and the grateful sense 
of his country that he had the honor 
to command 

At four o clock m the same afternoon 
the enemy sent onr a flag of truce to 
lieutenant colonel Fraser asking terms 
for the garrison which were promptly 
and peremptorily refused by the bn 
gadier unless the surrender of the 
island was included in the conditions 
Major Edwards of H M s 86th re 
giment was dispatched to the French 
head quarters to bring the capitulation 
to a short issue Soon after or about 
this time colonel Drummond s brigade 
the 2d bad been ordered to assist and 
had formed a junction with the first 
and colonel Keating having on tbe 
same morning arrived off Grande Cha 
loupe with Commodore Rowley on 
the Bodicea and having landed his 
force prepared to move for the heights 
which he attained at two o clock P M 
and at four o clock having given all the 
necessary and well adapted instructions 
to the different bodies of men now 
landed from the ships and in readiness 
to proceed to their destined points for 
tbe purpose of making a simultaneoue 
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attack on the gamfon> was on the very 
instant of giving the word advance 
when a message was forwarded to him 
by colonel Fraser with the grateful 
intelligence that he had received a 
trumpet from the enemy with an 
officer demanding a suspension of 
arms on the honourable basis of the 
surrc nder of the 'w hole island 

Ihe formal capilulation was not 
signed bv the French commander and 
the British naval and military com 
maudant until the e\ening of the Qth 
which stipuhtel for the immediate 
evacuation of all the military posts on 
the island and the surrender of all 
public stores the troops to be held as 
prisoners of war and to be embsrked 
at a convenient se ison foi the Cape 
or England — but in consideration of 
the distinguished character of colonel 
Lusanne and his othcers and of their 
gallant defence of the place the ofbccrs 
of all ranks were allowed to preserve 
then swords and military decorations 

The ordnance found at St Denis and 
St Paul s alone amounted to 145 pie 
ces of heavy artillery with suitable 
stores 

Thus ID a few hours and by the 
actual operation of but a handful of 
men was the very extensive and valua 
ble colony of Bourbon or as recently 
denominated the Isle of Buonaparte 
With a population exceeding 100 000 
souls added to the British dominions 
Injustice however to the verj able 
arrangements of the British naval and 
military commandants as well as to 
the spirit shewn by the enemy it must 
be adn^itted that the event was expe 
dited by the appearances and demon 
ftrations made in every quarter for 
more general operations and which 
only had been retarded by the unfa 
vorableness of the weather and after 
wards rendered unnecessary by the 
striking and immediately felt impres 
•ion made by the British grenadiers 

This very brilliant service was ef 
fected by the comparatively tnfling 


loss on the part of the British of 18 
killed and yg wounded and those prin 
cipally of the Bank companies of his 
majesty 86th regiment Of the former 
number was lieutenant John Graham

It does not appear that this address

The sailing of the F rench squadron 
the Bellona Minerva and Victor cor 
vette on a cruize under the French 
commodore Duperre in the month of 
March preceding had principally oc 
casioued the temporary ascendancy of 
the British naval force off the islands 
but the time now approached for the 
return of this squadron with acc^sional 
strength which was to give a decided

Captain Rowley arrived at St Paul s 
about the same time at which the 
enemy appeared off Bourbon waiting 
for a reinforcement but not anticipat 
ing any cei tain succour which might 
afford him adequate means to check 
the effrontery of the enemy to clear 
the British ports from molestation and 
to drive him once more within his own 
seas On the 1 2th of September 
within two days after his return to the 
island under the mortifying circum 
stances explained the commodore bad 
the unexpected good fortune to hear

to take upon himself the command of 
tbe troops destined for the reduction of 
the Isle of France arrived off Bour 
hon and was about to enter the port 
when she was encountered by the 
French cruisers An action i nme 
diately ensued and was maintained 
with the greatest gallantry by the Cey 
Ion captain Gordon for the space of 
five hours when the Ceylon being 
dismasted and being rendered ungo 
vernable by this and other causes was 
compelled to submit to adverse for 
tune and to overwhelming force 
Ihis however was the last defeat 
that tbe British ftag was doomed to 
experience in these si.as and which 
it 18 about as it will be s en to re 
tahate under the most unparalleled 
disadvantages on tbe temporarily tri 
umphant colours of the enemy It 
seemed as if fortune had depressed in 
a humourous moment tbe proud 
spirit of tbe British navv ni order to 
render its ^ery weakness the instru 
ment of establishing its supenority 
No sooner had the British com 
mander come to an anchor in the roads 
of St Paul s on the morning ot the 
18th than he descried three sail in tbe 
offing apparentlv in a disabled state 
He gave instant orders to the Otter 
and Staunch to weigh and to follow 
the Boadxcea to sea in put suit of the 
atrange sail After clearing the bay 
a fresh and favourable breeze sprang 
up which brought the Boadicea so 
near to the chace as to enable her to 
distinguish rtrj accurately that two 


of the ships a*head were 8nmy s %es^ 
sals one of them having an Ibighsh 
man of war in tow The commodore 
nearing the Corvette which he knew 
to be the Victor towing her prize 
the latter cast offi the ship m her 
wake which proved to be the Ceylon 
to the mercy of her pursuer and made 
all sail to escape The third ship was 
discovered to be an Imperial fngate 
of fort) four guns then under courses 
her top mast shot away yet never 
theJess bearing up wnh a shew at 
least of an intention to protect her 
recent capture and taking a position 
to render her support The Boadicea 
on this manoeuvre ran alongside the 
enemy s frigate which after a short 
clase as it is emphatically described 
by the commodore surrendered her 
self and her booty to her irresistible 
adversary The captured fngate turn 
cd out to be the La Venus forty four 
guns with a crew on leaving port 
of three hundred and fifty men The 
loss of La Venus in the short but hot 
rencontre was nine killed and seven 
teen wounded The number of wound 
ed on the part of the British man of war 
were only two with not a single life lost 
Ihe Ceylon hiving General Aher 
cromby on board was taken possession 
ot without firing a gun Thus the 
brave and judicious British commander 
had the rare fortune and satisfaction of 
rescu ng two ot his majesty s frigates 
almost It may be said with a single 
ship trom the grasp of an enemy of 
very superior force and adding one of 
his finest tngates to the th^ reduced 
and sic nder means of the British navy 
within the short space of a few succes 
8i\e hours and what perhaps may 
not be deemed a secondary scrv ice of 
redeeming a gallant general on whose 
skill ai d enterprise his country confi 
dently relied for the conquest of the

From this time affairs put on a 
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f roiling aspect and seemed to promise 
continued success The eye turns 
with pleasure from these mixed adven 
tures of evil and of good to trace the 
improving circumstances of the British 
establishment in these seas, and the 
reviving pre eminence of the navy 
While Commodore Rowl y was ac 
tively employed in advantaging him 
self of the new naval means resulting 
to him from his recent captures m 
repairing the losses of his Majesty s 
ships and converting the enetti) s fri 
gate into an effective force to be em 
ployed against him to which desirable 
objects the British seamen and the 
abundant stores found on board the 
recaptuies and La Venus eminently

With these he immediately sailed to the 


Isle of France to resume the biockado 
of the island taking with him Major 
general Ahercrornhy to reconnoitre the 
defences of the Fiench colony and to 
concert the necessary measures for its 
reduction 

The admiral arrived off Port Louts 
on the 19th of October and perceiv 
mg that the whole of the enemy s 
naval force was anchored in that port 
two of them only in a state of apparent 
readiness for sea he detached the Cey 
ion and Staunch to convoy the di 
vision of troops to be employed on 
the destined service from Bourbon to 
Rodriguez and leaving Captain Rowley 
with the Boadicea Nisus and Nereule 
to watch the movements of the enemy 
and to blockade his port he himself 
proceeded with the general to the 
last mentioned anchorage where the 
joint force from India and the Cape 
were appointed to assemble 

On the 24th at sea the admiral 
fell in with a Biitish squadron sailing 
to the same point under the command 
of Rear Admiral Drury consisting of 
the Rii\sell Clorinde Dons Phaeton 
Bucephalus Cornelia and Hesper 
the two latter of which ships he or 
dered to Port Louis to reinforce the 
blockading division off that port and 
then directed his course towards Rodn 
gue% where he arrived on the 3d of 
November The Bombay troops who 
had first reached their destination 
weie in readiness to receive him on 
his arrival Within three days after 
wards the division from Madras un 
der convoy of the Psyche and Corn 
walks came to the ame station and 
were follow d on the I2lh by the 
troops from Bourbon under cliarge of 
the Ceylon In the interim Admiral

The policy of the governor general 
had a larger scope than the mere reduc 
tion of the immediate possessions of 
the French as noticed m the preceding 
chapter ^ it was directed at one and the 
same moment against all the local set 
tlements in the east that depended di 
rectly or relatively on France , aiming 
to separate her entirely m relation m 
interest and intercourse with India 
and Its concenn, and to deprive her 


even of a pretence in future for enter 
ingthc Indian seas Accordingly to 
w ards the clobe of they I8O9 an 
expedition on a moderate but sufHci 
ent scale was planned against the Mo 
iucca islands to clear the way for more 
extensive and more important opera 
tions at that time in the contenttpiation 
of the supreme government This 
like the expeditions just described 
partook of a naval as weH as a milw 
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tary character differing only in the 
proportion of the dislinct forces em 
ployed while the former depended 
mainly on the military body the latter 
looked more peculiarly for success to 
the application of its maritime stiength 

Ihe command of the naval force 
consisting of his majesty s ships the 
Dover C irniiallis Samaran^ were 
confided to ciptain Pucker nnd the 
military detachment consisting princi 
pally of a party of the company s Ma 
drag Eniopean regiment and a small 
body of artillery wa placed under 
the command of captain Coutt of the 
latter corps 

The joint force sailed fiom the 
Roads of Madras in the month of Oc 
tober 180Q giving protection to a 
fleet of homeward bound Indiamen 
so far as] 70 degrees south latitude 
when it separated from the convo} 
for the prosecution of its destined ob 
ject proceeded to and passed the 
straights of Siinda and in the middle 
of the month of hebruary after an 
easy and favoui able passage came m 
sight of Amloyna the scene of its fu 
ture operations In the course of the 
passage his majesty s ships made prize 
of several of the enemy s ciuizers sta 
tioned m the Molucca sens two of 
them indeed within a few leagues of 
the last mentioned island 

The division made directly for LaJia 
bay where it anchored for the piir 
pose of reconnoitring which the po 
s lion favoured the different works 
the enemy and of examining and as 
certain ing tiie safest means of approach 
These provisions being made a 
council of war was assembled con 
sisling of captains Tucker Montague 
and Spencer of the navy and captains 
Court Philips and Forhes of the 
company s infantry in order to consi 
der of the operations to be followed 

It was well known to both of the 
commandants that the military works 
of Amboy na as well from immediate 
jnspcction as authentic statements 
bad been mateiially augmented and 
fortified smee t ity had lastJ from 
the po s ssion rf the English at the 
termination of tlie ate wai into the 
pf tjbe Duich^ and more espe 


cially since the superin tendance of the 
islands in the eastern seas had been 
Virtually exercised bv the French go 
vernment Fort Victoria the princ pal 
fortress of Amboyna not so formidable 
in internal strength as in the surround 
ing defences bad been improved by 
the addition of several out works rais 
ed by much labour and at consider 
able expence The principal militiry 
depots had been removed from the 
fort to in adjoining eminence around 
which strong fortifications had been 
thrown and new redoubts and batte 
nes cr cted to defend it from sudden 
attack and all the pi incipal approaches 
to the fort had been intersected by 
deep trenches covered over with loose 
earth and grass to deceive the unli 
censed and unsuspicious foot that 
should treid it in advancing towards 
the town But though the place fiom 
the sea face seemed to discountenance 
an a siult in that qi artei yet all the 
labour and exeitions of the enemy 
could not cuie an inhcient defect in 
the fortress aiising out of the ciicum 
stances of the cncumjacent country 
which shewed two distinct ranges of 
heights the furthest of which was 
not distant from the walls more than 
1 2 10 and the neaiest 700 yards ex 
posing It theicfore on the side of the 
land if the heights could be once gun 
ed by an hostile force to an easy and 
successful enterprize Weighing the 
difh ulties and the faeilities that p e 
sented themselves on either side it 
was resolved nott^uhstanding the 
means of the expedition were more 
naval than military that the latter 
force should be prineipally employed 
aided by the seamen and marines in 
the attack of the settlement and that 
the attempt should be prosecuted with 
out delay But to conceal the inten 
tion of uebarkalion frpni the enemy 
a very successful manoeuvre was pi c 
tised by #he naval commandant uv'r 
denng ihe ships when they got under 
weigh to stand across the bay as if 
they were intent on working out to 
sea butontnving by a skilful ma 
nagement of the sails to let the ships 
drift towards the landing pl^ce having 
the boats slung over the ship s side 
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hidden from the fort and ready to 
be dfopt on a signal to that effect 
When the ships by this stratagem 
had come within a short and conve 
nient distance from the shore the ships 
were directed to bear up and sail large 
before the wind to within a cable s 
length of the place of landing where the 
troofls were instantly debarked without 
Joss or ev^n opposition the httei 
circumstance may be fairly ascribed 
to the ingenuity of the manceuvre 

The troops landed on the 1 6th of 
February under the frequent cheers 
of their companions aboard and under 
a heavy discharge of the guns of his 
majesty s vessels on the enemy s batte 
ries on the land thus provoking em 
ployment for his artillery and dis 
tracting his attention from the annoy 
ance of the party in the act of disem 
barkation 

The soldiers and seamen were drawn 
up immediately on their reaching the 
shore in the order previously arranged 
by capt Court 

When they were ranked and num 
bered together the whole amount 
of the difftrent descriptions of force 
did not exceed four hundred and one 
men who u ere destined to attempt 
if not to effect the subjection of a 
force more than four fold their num 
her and with advantages that could 
not have been viewed without fearful 
app ehcnsions by any other troops 
than those who are unused to own anj 
obstacles and unaccustomed to }ield 
to them when encountered 

Ihe military and naval force con 
sisting of 176 men of the Madras 
European regiment and artillwy and 
seamen and marines was phced 
under the command of cnpt ( 7 ( i rt of 
the Madras artillery to whom the 
conduct of the operations on shore 
was solely confided 1 his small band 

under the plan adopted at the council 
w-is formed immediately on its landing 
into two divisions each to be employed 
in secuiing the distinct object given to 
It in charge The first or the advance 
P'lrty commanded by capt Phillips 
consisting of about 180 men was 
directed to attack the battery of IPan 
niio$ situated ai the top of a mall hill 


a commanding position and defended 
by eleven pieces of heavy ordnance 
while the second division formed of 
the residue of the force and under the 
eye of the capt commandant should 
possess themselves of another height 
on the same line with the former but 
somewhat nearer to the fortified works 
with the intent of turning the enemy s 
position at Batta Gantnrg and of seiz 
ing a post having the complete com 
mand of fort Victoria and the town 
of AmLoijna While those several 
operations should be in progress the 
navy were ordered by capt I ucker to 
keep up a constant fire on the batte 
ries situate along the coast defend 
ing the sea appi caches to the fort and 
town These dispositions were pe 
culiarly adapted to the natuieof the 
enemy s defences and resources and 
were seemingly well calculated to mas 
ter the one and the other if the force 
appointed to carry them into execu 
tion were notinadcquate m its power to 
effect such large and arduous purposes 
But w hat It might want in numbers 
was expected and not vainly to be 
supplied by the spirit and gallantry of 
the troops of whom it was composed 
whose movements are about to fall 
under our immediate notice 
The first c bject of attack was the 
battery at IPanmtoo situate on the 
first o lesser height and this was com 
mitted as has been explained to the 
charge of capt Phillips m command 
of the advanced party which so soon 
as it was collected on the shore was 
led on by Us brave and ju iicious com 
niander against this the enemy s 
nearest post Ihc body of the troops 
pressed on with great alacrity to the 
point assigned and with a determina 
tion to carry it by a rout de main Ihe 
olheer heading the small column was 
lieuten lilt Duw an Stmart attached to 
the artillery who after some toil and 
struggle reached the^minence of the 
h 11 on which the battery was raised 
and keeping the same station there as 
he did in the march was the first that 
had the honor to enter the enemy s 
battery emulously followed and imi 
tated by the thronging soldiers and 
seamen m his rear Feeling himself

he well knew that eminence could 
not be gam d but by evereand inces 
sant laboni lie did not despair of 
this painful \crcise of a soldiers 
patience to overcome the obstacles 
that 1 y in his wa) Anmiting his 
men bv his own example he began 
his loiko ne tasl and niastc ed steep 
after steep now exposing himself on 
t ic sammit of liightml pieeipices 
an l now a^am in altciinte labour 
sirl-ing nto the ab) s below every 
fi sh a cent being deemed the last 
mill anothei rose behind it in rapid 
succession seeming to mock the end 
of Ins toil In this way did the passive 
troops climb and descend from one

At ibout seven o clock tH the evening 
i little after sunset the British party 
were at first sten on the height and 
prcpaied to pm sue the advantage pur 
chased b) their previous toil when 
the enemy perceiving what their labour 
h id achieved and what it ultimately 
promised to effect suddenly withdrew 
from bis station^ leaving his guns^Vtid 
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his works to the unopposed possesi^jn 
of the assailants Ihus constancy 
luade sure of the meed which cou 
rage however eminently displayed 
might have rendered hazardous or 
doubtful 

Captain Court ha\ing entered (he 
bittery 'with his diviMon occupied 
4lmiiself during the rest of the evening 
in rendering the oidnince lett in it 
fit for the expected service of the fol 
lowihg morning to wbioii time all 
active measures against the enemy 
were necessarily suspended 

While these gallant and successful 
opentions were condnett 1 by the 
troops onshoie the naval comimndint 
cmplo)ed his peculiar force in ft rthcr 
mg their pursuits by a brisk and inces 
saiU fire on the fort and si rronnding 
batteries foi the pac ft sevenl hours 
dnwin for this long interval ai l c 
aitenlion of the officers in command 
of the enem) s works t the proceed 
mg of the shipping a I leading it in 
consequence from the movements of 
the troops on land who used the 
opportunity which the int nm pre 
stilted to them in the ndvantageous 
and successful manner explained But 
thi assistance was not lendeied with 
out exposing the naval force to certain 
lo s and still gi eater peril During 
the fime which his m jest) s ships 
enj^rossed nearly the whole of the 
enemy s fire they were galled by a 
licav) discharge of artillery from the 
heights on the left of the town with 
red hot shot and were closely plied 
by the batteries on the beach and on 
piles running into the sea which 
being low m their construction and 
on a level almost witti the water gave 
the ordnance upon them a particular 
advantage over the vessels in front 
The Cornwallis alone which was 
moie directlv opposed to the fire of 
one of the sepbattei les received more 
thin 200 shots in her side The loss 
of tlie navy would have been more 
severe if at the end of tire interval 
just noticed a light breeze had not 
sprung up from the land and e abled 
the brave and skilful commander ot 
naval part of the expedition to 
lea#hi» division^ which had drifted 


duiing the action from a position im 
mediately within the power of the ene 
my 8 guns to a conveniefit anchorage

tary on flie height by dislonginp the 
cntni) by a well directed and cfleriive 
fire from the bUlencs that ha lit 
ceiUly harassed tic Biitish stnpiing 
from the water and the beach Both 
these commanding points were aban 
cloned with precipilatioi shortly a ter 
daylight — and the walls ot the fait 
by the removal of these powerful 
defences were left exposed to the 
mere) of our batteries afloat 

At this time theartdlerv at jBa//a 
Ganton^ was opened with full effect 
on the fort and town below working 
much apparent and deadly mischief 
which was faintly attempted to be reta 
listed by the projection of a few but 
powerless shells from the garrison 
failing in their aim and falling spent 
and short of their mark 

Impressed with their own superiority 
in position and the visible weakness 
ot tne enemy the naval and military 
commandants determined on consult 
ing together on the propriety of desist 
mg from further adverse operations 
to give the enemy an opportunity of 
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making sticb terms for the cessation to 
hostiluies as should be cousonint 
bis reduced means and for this piirpoes 
the fir ng fiom the ships and batten a 
were )r le e(i to be discontinued and 
summons was forthwith sent from 
motues of humanity foi thesurtendcr 
ot tht fort and islands An inswer after 
a short interval uab retuine 1 from the 
Dutch commandant accompanied with 
17 distinct articles regulaily drawn 
up and pi e\ lously prepared it ma) be 
imagined in anticipation of a demand 
of surrender In this answer the 
commander in chief of the Moluccas 
set forth as the principal inaucements 
to the capitulation tendeied by him 

the concurrence of untavouiable 
events and the infidelity and ticaclier 
ous conduct of the Ambo}nese inhabi 
tints who insensible as he described 
of the benefits bestowed on them by 
the Dutch had exhibited in reiuin for 
them a detei mined enmity on the 
nat on 

The proposed articles of the capitula 
tion were of an oidinary nature 
treating as usual for the securit} of 
private pttperty and the liberty of the 
inhabitanW— and the surrender of the 
fort under circumstances gratifying to 
the pride and honour of sold ers \ Inch 
articles weie arianged and concUiced 
after little discussion between the 
command rs of the British nav al and 
military forces and the colonel adjutant 
general of the king of Holland on the 
same evening and the next morning 
was appointed for lie evacuation of 


the place when the garrison marched 
out with all the honours of war exceed 
mg in numbeis one thousand three 
hundred men who laid down their 
arms without its walls surrendered 
the capital of the Moluccas and an 
almost impregnable foit to less than 
one third the numbei of their force 

What mu t have been the surprise 
as well as the proud feeling of the 
limited but valorous British ranka, as 
they cc unted the numbers the 
enemy mai shalled out in long array and 
preceded by a tiain of field artillery 
with all the pomp and circumstance of 
war mov ing slowly and sullenly along 
tl tir line ^ 

1 he public stores sun endered with 
the island were of great and almost 
incalcihble value the spices alone, 
bting estimated at 300 000/ 

Ihc brass oidnance of different call 
bre captured on the works amounted 
to guns and the iron guns to 
eighteen 

Thus were these advantages * spJen 
did in themselves and most important 
in their consequences obtained by 
a brave handful of men not it is true 
without a struggle but without any 
serious loss 

The exertions of the commanders of 
the different forces did not cease with 
their success but were urged on every 
side without intermission to the im 
provementof their conquest convert 
ing the fruits of it just rescued from 
the enemy s possession to his further 
and fuller discomfiture While the new

have thence to detail their movements 
and their effects In the iiiteiim it 
appears that a naval reinforcement 
I ad been dispatched from India by 
adtAiral Dtury consisting of the ships 


Caroline Piedmoniatse and Baracouta 
under the command ot captain Cole 
to the relief of the division off Am 
boyna which putting in during the 
passage at 1 enang took on board a va 
nety of military stores and received an 
order for the embarkation of a small 
detail of artillery of 20 non comaiis 
sioned tank and file under an experi 
enced offijcer at Malacca at which 
place the ships touched in their way to 
the Molucca seas 

Having taken on board the detach 
ment of aitilleiy and m addition to a 
part of the Madras regiment which 
had accompanied them from India 
the ships departed from the last men 
tioned place on the 12th of June and 
proceeded stni^ht to Sooloo when 
having complete 1 the supply of fresh 
water and provisions for the remainder 
of the voyage the) saik d for and ar 
rived on the 8th of August in Banda 
roads wi^h the design of surprising the 
island before its commandant should 
receive intelligence of any new force 
h iving ai lived in those seas but the 
approach of this unexpected naval force 
had been unfortunately communicated 
to the Dutch on the preceding day 
Immediate measures seeming indis 
pensible to prevent the enemy recover 
ing from his surpiize it was resolved 
that a descent should be made on the 
island dunng the same night 

Ihe attack as pre detei mined by 
captain Cole was to have been made 
by the collected naval and military 
foice on boaid the division appliea 
bk to the service amounting in the 
whole to nearly 400 men But the 
season did not dlow this prepared and 
digested plan \i be carried into effect 
the weather b mg so unfavourable 
as to make the landing of so large a 
bod) of men in boats if notunpracti 
cabl tleist unsafe — as the circum 
stance however desirable could not 
be effected by a single exertion or in 
deed without frequent communication 
with the ships in a cross sea and heavy 
swell 1 he necessity of prompt mea 
sures was apparent to all and to none 
more than to the gallant officer who 
commanded the expedition who 
adapting his operation to the occasion^ 
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determined on the instant on at 
tempting the assa ilt with such | <irt of 
hi« force as might be instantineously 
landed judgm^, tint the nj ichty of 
hts movements and the coiiseqiiu t 
alarm of the enemy would t mnter 
balance hts w'lnt of fore nnd might 
effect more is it oft n dots ou a s id 
den tinn he CO lid ich \e b} a pro- 
tracted ind more m uied on nlion 
With this impressioi he jUcedhim

force Evei} mind wisfull indglou 
mg for the coming enterprise but 
ever} tongue was mutt Ihc boats 
bearing these hardy ind adventurous 
few boldly bufietted the winds and 
the dirk and dreary and troubled deep 
but patiently wrought their way 
through the angry and contending 
elements until they reached the itindly 
shelter of the land under the friendly 
cover of which they winded their la 
bonous and tedious wiy to the yet 
undiscovered point of debarkation at 
Banda Nciro which when descried 
was possessed with the silent and wary 
foot of the hunter stealing softly on 
Ills prey 

The troops weft landed at two o clock 
in the morning — a diik cloud with 
rain }et overshadowed aril favoured 
mo t opportincly the carlic t qcra 
tion of the assailants i he spot of dt 
barkation as chosen )y cipta n C( ^ 
was situated i cara b ttcry of ten ga i 
and distant from it not moie thin oi c 
hundred )ardb and a this could not 
be left in the rear on the idv met of 
the British part} to the piincipal for 
tress without signal danger it wis oi 
dertd to be attacked by the pikemen 
under captain Kenafi of the Baraioula 
and lieutenant Carew of the same

cm istanco s[ eak uflficiently of the 
ndliess w th which the service was 
executed 

being tl i surprised the Dutch 
pait submitted without firng a mus 
que and were let prisoners in their 
own bai ciy uncer the custody of a 
erjnrt s guard — when captain Kcnah 
and his brother Officer returned to join 
the main bod} ana to partake in the 
gcneiil toil 

Ihe time now bcean e as critical as 
It was urgent for it was nearly the 
break of day and the most important 
part of the entei prise remained to be 
performed So soon therefore as 
the battery had been secured captain 
Cole moved forward wjth alacrity 
with his collected but small force to 
the castle of Belgica directed in his 
obscure and hitherto unexplored way 
by the assistance of a Native guide 
Ihe troops made a ciicuit by different 
routes of the skirts of the town but 
did not succeed in reaching the walls 
of the fortress before the sound of 
the bugle iiiformei them that the 
cremy was not unappnsed of their 
c ming Stimulated by this intelli 
gence tne E i isa party rushed on 
wi is to the ciiu/ciKS of the castle the 
fieamc i ind tlioir gillant leader pre 
ced SI cceeded by^e men bear 
ing the scaling ]add4|P and followed 
by the reserve oi covSiag party con 
bi t ng of c marines and soldiers 
under command of captain Nixon of 
the Madras I uiopean infantry 

In less than 20 minutes the ladders 
were placed at the walls of the outer 
pentagon of Belgica and the assailants 
had successfully escaladed their sides 
with kttle opposition ; the only Ihot 
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that had yet occurred having been 
fired from the nonsquetry of the ene 
my s ccDtinels The British f )rce on 
gaming the racnpartB hauled up their 
scaling ladders with an activity un 
paralleled resdy to 'ipply them to the 
storm of the superior and stronger 
works of the citadel to which the) 
rushed under the immediate eye ind 
enconragtraent ot their brave le tder 
and in the same order and with the 
same Confidence with which the) had 
urmounted ih'* foremost obstacle J he 
enemy in the interim had tunc to 
prepare and p*) in his irtihe y ind to

to the regret and embittennent of the 
succeeding moment of reflection 
About half past five A M of the 
9fb the foit was in the quiet nndis 
lurbed possesg^jn ot the besieging 
party and the sun beaming propi 
tiously at the moment disco ered the 
fort of Nassau the sea defences be 
neatb and the enemy stationed at his 
guns on the different batteries on the 


water but commanded by the posi 
tion arrested immediately from his 
hands and a sight even more grateful 
presented itself the Piedmontaise Ca 
roline and Baracouta sailing into the 
harbour of the enemy whither the 
zeal perseverance and coosummato 
skill of captain ioot had conducted 
them through a narrow and intricate 
channel under the unfavourable c 
cunistances of a dnk and stinaliy 
night cheering the si^ht of his com 
painons ashore and holding out a 
easonable assistanie if it had been

Hns ink rest inc^ and useful service 
was prin ipallv ichievcd as it has

b) the active exertions of the navy 
inspiiitcd by the xample of its gallant 
leac r — bu t iin d however so far as 
their hands and services were em 
ployed by the joint and zealous en 
deavours of the a my under the com 
niand of captain Nixon£ and pro-* 
inoted peihaps not in a secondary 
degree by the jud eious skill of cap 
tail! C Le promptly exerted on the 
exigency of the times both in the 
employment of hi means and in tho 
choice of the place of bis attack 
being the point exactly opposite to 
that where it had b en directed m the

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hte war and where the enemy ex 
peeled an assault and here iii con 
aequence he had armed himselt more 
strongly for lesistance 
The value of this one of the pnn 
ctpal spipe depots of the Dutch is 
too well known to demand any pani 
cular description but it may be cur 
sorily observed that its internal value 
great as admitted is pei haps inferior 
to the external advantage which it 
secures in the support ot the position 
previously obtained and in the pro 
tection of the Eastern trade 

We have scarcely concluded the 
expression of our passing admiration 
at an exploit which in other ages 
might have occupied and exhausted 
the pages of histone volumes when 
we are called such the crowd of 
splendid and valorous events of the 
present aera to the contemplation of 
new and if it were possible even of 
superior achie\ements Having ac 
companied the recent exptdiimn 
from India to the I astern seas it is 
now our pleasing otiice to trace the 
progress of the first in its further ope 
rations in the same eventful scene 
By the middle of the month of 
August the British forces at Amboy na 
had been so ai ranged and increased 
by the prudence and activity ot capt 
Court the commandant r f that island 
that he felt himself justified in devot 
ing a part of them on the request of 
capt Tucker for an attempt on the 
Island of lernatt the only remaining 
position of consequence in the Molucca 
seas in the hands of the Dutch One 
hundred troops for the most part Ei ro 
peans under the command of capt 
Forbes of the Madias European regi 
JOient were^tcordingiy appointed tor 
this service; and weie enibarled on 
the 21st of this month on his Majes 
t> % ship Dover which immediately 
stood to sea and got sight of the island 
on the 25th but owing to light airs 
and calms was not in a situation to 
commence offensive measures until 
the 28th when at about one o clock 
A M the troops were embarked in 
tlie boats (consisting of 74 European 
artillery and infantry 32 native Am 
beyaese^ 36 marines and 32 seamen^ 


in all 174) in the expectation of 
effecting a landing close to the walls 
of fort Ka^o Meirah under the cover 
of the night Ihe boats were placed 
under the direction of lieut Jefferies 
who made every exertion to conduct 
them to the point nearest to the fort 
but on approaching the shore he had 
the misfortune to encounter unfav our 
able cm rents which he ineffectually 
attempted to stem yet had at day*jight 
the extreme mortification to find him 
self notwithstanding his best efforts 
at a considerable distance from the 
appointed landing place From this 
untoward circumstance it became 
necessary for capt Forbes in charge of 
the troops to select another place ot 
debarkation which he very judiciously 
chose at Sam situat d beh nd and 
covered bv a point of land without 
the line of theHenemy s fiie to the 
Southward and Westv^ard of the fort 
and which he had the good fortune to 
reach bout seven o clock the same 
mfrnin without any molestation 
I rom tins spot the nwhtary command 
ant pjslud forward a small party 
under the orders of litut C Forbes 
with the only gun which he had 
brought fiom the ship to occupy an 
height which lay directly m his front 
Ihis strvicc was executed without 
delay but not without great labour 
and fatigue from the unequal nature 
of the ground and the abrupt ravines 
which opposed themselves to the ad 
V ance of tl e troops at broken but fre 
quent intervals To this post the mam 
strength of the little detachment fol 
lowed t lienee to encounter fresh and 
similar difhculties in pressing forward 
to a second height which had been 
possessed in the last war by the Bn 
tish and had been used by them as 
the direct means of approach to the 
foit But the trees had grown so 
much in this quarter in the interval 
as entirely to conceal the fort and to 
preclude all hope of any operations 
being prosecuted from this command 
mg situation But the ship and her 
proceedings were plainly discoverable 
from It and capt Thrhes perceived 
just at the moment of taking up bis 
position that she had hoisted a flag 
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of truce summoning the enemy to 
su render Not expecting that the 
Dutch would give up so strong and 
valuable a station without some endea 
vour to retain it capt Forbes directed 
preparations to be made lor use or 
not as the event might determine 
against the enemy s works of Kayo 
Meirah and one hundred men with 
the double scaling hdders were se 
lected and already dra\^ n up foi this 
particular duty when a letter was 
brought from capt Tucker advising 
of the failuie of the summons and 
of the naval commandant s design of 
placing his ship as early as possible on 
the next morning alongside the works 
of the fort But the ardent zeal of 
capt Forbes would not allow him to 
wait until another sun should rise ere 
lie disturbed the enemy in his works 
and interrupted his h^bours m endea 
vourihg to render them more forraida 
ble in strength but having selected and 
lairshalled Ins forces as Ins been just 
described he proceeded in the even 
ing after a short refreshment of his 
men by an intricate and difficult path 
to the assault of the fortress After a 
most tedious and harassing march offer 
ing new impediments at almost every 
step laying through thick and nearly 
impenetrable wooes lie succeeded at 
length in reaching the beach with n 
800 yards of the fort wholly undis 
covered b} the enemy where he 
arrived about ten o clock at night 
Taking full advantage of his success 
he led on his force without a moment s 
pause to the attack of the enemy s 
outworks arm had not proce d d hfty 
paces before an out sentry observing 
Ills approach fired h s musquet 1 1 
ahrm A detachment of the enemy 
With a brigade of guns instantly 
appeared in front prepared to rtsi t 
the advancing party and firing as an 
earnest of their intention a volley into 
the Bntish line who after returning 
this rough salute b} a round of mus 
quetry rushed impetuously foiwaru 
under the personal conduct of their 
g illant commander forcing the enemy 
at all poiDits and driving him coin 
pletcly from his position 
When the w^y had been thus cleared 


the fort opened a very heavy fire of 
grape and musquetry on the assailants 
who headed by their brate leader 
still kept the steady tenour of their 
course in contempt of the showering 
balls around their heads until they 
ariived at the margin of Ihe ditch 
where dalknn^ precipitately through 
the chasm and gaming the opposite 
side applied the laddi rs to the flank 
of the nearest bastion and in disiegard 
of the fire and the resistance of the 
enemy were in a moment in posses 
Sion of the ramparts clearing them by 
an instant and irresistible efioit of 
every opponent An officer and sixty 
eight prisoners fell with the tort in 
the hinds of the Biitish party the 
remainder of the girn on having 
escaped by well known passages 
during the continuance of the storm 
With this happy termination of the 
labours of an eventful da) capt Forbes 
rested with his troops for the short 
residue of the night 

At day break the next morning 
the ei emy opened against the fort a 
fire from the battery at Cottak Para 
which was too far distant to occisioii 
my damao^e but as its neighbourhood 
w s not de inble capt Forbes directed 
Jieut Cursham w ith a party to take 
It in the real and if p aciicable to 
leduce it into his possession but he 
was obliged to return after a slight and 
inefltctual attempt having found the 
small fore which could be spared for 
the attack incompetent to master the 
enemy stioUj^ly posted at this battery 
and defended by six heavy pieces of 
oidn ince 

At two clock P M about the time 
of Jieut Cun ham s return capt Tuck r 
had succeed d after a labqfious strug 
gle with a contrary cnricnt and winds 
m laying his ship aero s the battery of 
Kota Barro next m p)sition to fort 
Kayo Altirah and mounting eight 
guns The Duier closing wiihm pis 
tol shot and keeping up a smart fire 
on the battery with canister and 
grape soon silenced its guns when 
she stood on to the succeeding battery 
of five guns close on the strand open 
ing by this clnnge of position a fire 
from a third batterv and the sea face 
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of Fort Orange on his Majesty s ship her broadsides with such cool decision 
Capt Tucktr reluming the fire and success that before five o clock in 
the dilFertut batteiies m his front ^be evening the enemy s firing had 


when he found himself unexpectedly 
exposed to the taking shot of the bat 
tery which he had just quitted iii his 
rear h^therefoie thought it prudent 
to withdraw from his i^fesent open 
Situation and effectually secure and 
spike the guns of Kota Barm before 
he adMnced any further against the 
other three and with this intent had 
just regained his formei station and 
again succeeded in silencing the 
enepay guns when he perceived licut 
Curshavi in smait contest with a nu 
merous body of the enemy m the 
rear ot thebatter) 

So soon as capt Forles was aware 
of the a tack made b> lie Dover he 
Ind ordered it se ins he last men 
tioned officer to advance w ith a gun 
and additional men to tai c nd\ an nge 
of capt Tuckers hie and to aitl hi 
purpose by assailin^, the enc my 1 1 the 
leir and having fir t dii\tn the Du h 
troops from a breast work winch they 
hau thrown up m the course of the 
diy lieut Curshain wa Kilowing 
them to the edge of the batter) v hen 
he was discovered by capt Pvih i in the 
last act ot his success in the pursuit 
of the yielding and flying e»"emy lie 
at the next instant entered the battery 
and turned its artillerj on the town 
and the fortified works on the sea 
line 

The Dover being freed from the 
annoyance of Kota Barro w as brought 
to close action with the whole of the 
batteries before mentioned and used 


utterly ceased and flags of truce were 
seen hoisted in ewiry direction on the 
walls of the fortification Soon after 
these signals weie held out three offi 
cers of the Dutch government were 
sent on boird to arrange the articles 
ot capitulation for the surrender of 
the place w Inch were concluded on 
the following morning Thus a third 
most V iluable island after a contest of 
less than twent) four hours duration 
with Us strong works and powerful 
and rtguhr di fences in ordnance and 
men ^ was added to the British pos 
sessions f 

In contemplating these several bnl 
liant c ipture one by one it might be 
ihoUj^ht s if fortune Ind been pro 
pitious to the darings of individual 
adventu ers whom she had^capn 
( lously desig led to favour but when 
thev are suercssnely considered and 
viewed in their a cumulate form they 
w ould seen to cmllenge a more cer 
tain char icier and a higher apprecia 
tion thev would appear as effects 
springing from natural causes the 
result of vie oiy founded on the uner 
ring basis of courage governed and 
directed by rational prudence andjudg 
nient lo such a combination are we 
indebted for the many feats of oui 
departed heroes as well as of theliv 
mg com patriots who are treading 
close upon their steps the nation 
never dying glory and ever existing 
hope

But though there was no general 
warlike appearance between the greater 
powers there were certain indications 
of hostile movements between some of 
the many restless adventurers that 
are daily rising into reputation and 
disturbing the tranquillity of a secon 
dary order of states that have founded 
themseves in a permissive policy on 
the borders of the larger principalities 
and to which they often communicite 
without a vigilant counteractive po 
licy a part of the ill effects if not 
of the spirit of their feuds As it would 
seem to be somewhat foreign to our 
purpose and >\ould be uninteresting 
to the reader to enter into an enume 
ration of the disputes whicjji, put a 
number of these petty chiefs m motion 
against each other and for causes 
purely concerning their diminutive 
interests we shall pass to the notice 
only of such particular quai rels and dif 
ferences as immediately demanded pr 
individually required the interference 
of the British government The^ 
happily were few not exceeding two 
in number and both happening xb 
situations where the common force of 
the government might be applied with 
convenience and effect 
The first of these occurred on the 
frontiers of the rajah of Aagpore 
communicating with the Mahratta 
states and the other on the side of 
Bundleturid, having a near communion 
also with the same territories One 
appears to have been fomented by a 
chieftain well know r in recent Mah 
ratt 1 histojy under the title of Meer 
Khan and the other by Gopaul Sing 
an enterprising adventurer with a eba 
racter just rUshing into notice and 
from the exploits now connecting 
themselves with it promising to become 


of equal eminence with that of the 
celebrated Mahratta chieftam 
Of the circumstances that respect 
the family of the Mahratta states abun 
dam intolligence generally derived 
through the medium of British rest 
dents or the persons attached to their 
suite but fiom the want of the 
sam means of information little com 
pantively is kncwii of the separate 
government of the territories undq^ 
Jeswunt Rao Holiar whence the pre 
sent dispute arises or indeed of his po 
licv until It IS manifested in his public 
acts Ihe British government has 
never thought it expedi nt hitherto 
to maintain an envoy at the court ot 
that chieftain on account it is believed 
of the dissolute manners and profligacy 
of the prince rather than from any 
contempt of his power 
Hence the transactions in thisquarter 
come upon the Indian public generally 
by surprise This circumstanct which 
prevents a full knowledge at any time 
of the policy of the Durbar at 
Indore deprives us also vWiich we 
regret of the particular infoimation 
Jthat IS requisite for the explanation of 
Ihe events under consideration 

Meer Khan the instrument era 
plo)ed by Holkar or forcing himself 
peibaps into his bands on the present 
occasion is a Patan of the Rohilla 
tube who has rendered himself most 
distinguished if not in the foundation 
in the restoration at least of the for 
tune and dominion of his principal 
As the events in det|Ul| connect 
themselves in some meamre with the 
history of these personages a short 
account of them would (seem neces 
8 ir) to shew the origin of their ac 
qinintance with each other and the re 
lalion of each to the rajah, the other 
principal party in the transactions 
about to he recorded 

Meer Khan a soldier of fortune 
born at Furruckabad first entered the 
service of Mndajee Snndea under the 
auspices of Muzztiffir Khan m whose 
cavalry he received his military iniati 
tion The Mahratta prince shortly 
ifterwerds died, by which event the 
services of Meer Khan with those of

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his immediate patron Muzzuifer Kban 
were transferred ^to his successor 
Dojvht Rao S^ndea The prince 
just named immediately on his succes 
Sion enteied intp^n alliance with the 
Peishwa which had for its object the 
destruction of Holhars power that 
had increased late to such a height 
as to occasion considerable alarm to 
these the principal Mahratta poten 
tates The force of Holkar was then 
in the vincinity of Poonah and exposed 
to the attack of the confederates whieh 
was instantly determined on and pro 
secuted without any declaration of hos 
tilities 

MuzxufferKhan and hisproteg^ took 
part with the assailants and contributed 
their assistance to the defeat which fol 
lowed of the unprepared and uinided 
chieftain Holkar betook himself in 
Ins misfortune to the r jah if 
pore Either in the promise orrt<is<n 
able expectation ot succour hut he 
had scarcely passed the ti ntier of he 
rajah before he was made a prisoner 
by his orders and thrown into the 
dungeon oi a neighboinine, fortress 
Some intrigues prevailed at this 
ju icture among the ladies who by 
Eastern custom had recently pas ed 
by no unusual transition with other 
goodly possessions fioin the deceased 
Madajee Semd a to the protection of 
the reig ing ] mice which produced 
in the end not only a eparation of the 
dissatished females of the couil but 
of sevenl salnable ofhceis from the 
service of ^he state im hiding among 
file la ter Mu xnffer Khan and bis 
}oun niilitir) pupil 1 he latter hav 
ing ucompanied the ladies of Aladijce 
Scmdei s h nischold to one of the anci 
ent reiidencies oi the family in FJin 
dustan finished his eniplo>iiient with 
Dowlut Rao Snndea by tins act of 
chivah) and altcrwaids cast his eje 
arxind in search of a now master to 
whom he might truuiei his fealty and 
the flucliioiiHg services of a tiain of 
military followers A master soon pre 
sented himself in the person ot Ho/kar 
who just at this auMii nt had esciptd 
b) stratagem tiom his piinon ?na stood 
in need ol an ictive p iriisan tor pro 
tnoting lus cuuiphcaitc plans of aggrm 


dizement and of revenge Conchtions 
were soon concluded between parties so 
necessary to each other ind from 
this time the most cordial attachment 
prevuled between thena 

Ihey both betook themselves to^ 
Indore where they set about the in 
crease of their seveial retainers who m 
time formed a band competent 
in (heo[)mions of the two adventurers 
to mea ure its strentrth with the more 
organized foice of Dowlut Rao Sc u 
dea A miscalculation ot militaiy 
power proceeding perhaps from the 
personal malignity of Holkar towards 
Setndea arising out of his late discom 
ture embi oiled the two adverse chief 
tains in hostility before the means of 
the former had grown into maturity for 
then object and the consequence was 
1 second defeat but not so complete' 
in itself or perilous in its consequences 
as the hi t Though H( kar wi se 
verai times beaten by his opponent and 
chased beyond the confines of Malwa 
in a southern direction into Candetsh 
where ||| on lived with a hire lemnant 
of hisfoices and a few chosen com 
manders ho jet mawifested m the 
course of the warfare several instances 
of gieat addles and of com gc and 
earned with him the spirit and thp 
reputation of a soldier which cnabl d 
him to preseive his own opinion and 
what was of more importance m his 
affairs to keep up the confidence ot 
bis adherents In a retired spot on 
the bank of the Tapty where the 
siipmcness or the misi ikeij policy of 
his adversary had suffered the defeated 
chieftain to rest Holkar and his ac 
tiv c coadjutor Meer Khan did not de 
spend and sink beneath ll eir condition 
but immediately stiuhed and pursued 
the means iii reciuitiug their wasted 
m mbers for the retrieval of their lost 
fortunes In the course of an inconsi 
derable tnteiv il a third host was raised 
by these persevering adventurers ex 
ceedmg both the fcimer in numbers 
and apparently m discipline and equip 
nent with which Holkar again le 
olved on | rosecuting Ins first and fa 
vourite s herne the destruction of bis 
nval i Hghi by preceding reverses ^ 
or recovering Lis prudence as 
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pasiions subsided Hb//^ar waited instead 
of forcing as in the last inbtance an 
opportunity for effecting his purpose 
and this at length arose and produced 
the opposition to Sandea s declared de 

f jn on the government of the Pmhwa 
his brought the opposed Mihratta 
chieftains a third time in face of one 
another m the vincimty of PooniH 
and ended in a well contested action 
in which Ilo/kar in his turn had a 
most decided triumph over his adver 
sary The event of this contest deter 
mined the flight of the Peishjia from 
Ins capital to the Cokun his tempoiary 
residence at and finally the treaty of 
Ba^sein with its consequences the 
subsequent Mahratta wars in tv Inch 
the British Indian government took so 
distinguished a part But the splendid 
military achievements which succes 
sively marked these wars ind thtir 
events must be fresh in the remem 
biauce of the reader 

I he opportunities offered to Meer 
khan for the display of his military 
alent during the latter opppitions 
were seized and improved and the 
success of his different enterprises 
won from his master repeated acknow 
ledgments and secured to him several 
s^^id marks of approbation in the 
grant of successive Jaghires first of 
the province of Seronge on the eastern 
Side of Malwd not distant from the 
southern border of Bundlecund and 
next of the tort and territory ef Tank 
Rampoora near Cotah with all the 
honours and piivileges that attach 
themselves toihe favourites of arbitrary 
sovereignity 

On the conclusion of the war in 
i806 which placed the government of 
Holkar on a more permanent footing 
that chieftain seems to have abandoned 
the pursuit of military glory and to 
have fallen into personal indulgences 
to which he was always prone that 
have debilitated and impaired his in 
ttllects^ if they tnay be laid to have 
wholly and utterly oMcured them As 
the powers of tb<* prince have declined 
the authority of hts general baa 
mcrestsed and of late years has con 
ll^rouble the public acts of the Durbar 


In this state of things it may be 
supposed that a designing and enter 
prising mind aided by great personal 
influence might sw^y a weak prince 
to any purpose though at the hazard 
of his interests If Meer Khan has af 
fected not to assume the sovereignty 
Itself the circumstance may perhaps 
be a cribed not so much to moderation 
in himself as to the w nt of means 
to support a government which had 
for sortie time degeneiated unde^ the 
feeble maiirigement of its head and at 
the moment stood in need of resour 
CCS for Its immediate support The 
dll ipidated and distracted state of af 
fairs at the time now meditated in 
duced a policy suited to it which 
might have a tcndenc) in its success 
equally to supply the necessities Uf 
the state as to administer to the 
paiticular plans of the Khan To 
wards the end of the ) ear IbOg the 
weak infatuated prince was eneourag 
ed by Meer Khan and stimulated by 
the ladits of the Mahal the ready 
instruments of intrigue in an fidstern 
state to pio ecute an ancient j^rudge 
which Ins been described against the 
rajah of Na^pore who had grown 
up m the mean time into consequence 
and had amassed great wealth The 
latter circumstance was lure enough in 
itself in the desperate slate of the finan 
ces at Indore without the addiuoUal 
motive of revenge to open the ear of 
Holkar to the interested advice of hi^ 
favourite A detachment of infantry 
with suitable artillery la ftt^nediately 
directed to give effect to the Khan s 
counsel The extent of the armament 
IS in the first instance confit ed not 
only that It may not excite the atten 
tion in Its progi ess of the neighbour 
ing powe s but that by the quick pre 
paration and movement of the force it 
rua^ effect the views of its leader with 
out advertising the rajah of its approach 
In the month of September the Khan 
moved fiom Indore with a respectable 
body of infairtry and guns towards 
the kingdom of Nagpore strength 
ening himself as he proceeded with a 
large body of Pindarnes or irregular 
horse that ha\e taken and maintained 
possession for many years of an ex 
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tensive woody tract m the vicinity of 
Bopal Above 12 000 of the latter 
description of troops living on plan 
der and fed by the hope of it attached 
themselves to the Mahratta camp 

The evident intention of the Khan 
was to extort a sura of money from 
the rajah by t|ie sudden impression 
which was likely to be made by the 
appearance of the Mahratta troops 
in the vicinity of Nagpore But he 
didnot neglect tocontemplatesottiede 
mur to the demand which he was 
authorised as he pretended to make 
when he should approach the rajah s 
territories As ulterior proceedings 
might be necessary a second detach 
ment under Mahommed Shah Khan 
was ordered to follow in his rear 
nmch more powerful in cavalry and 
ariillery and more numerous even in 
infantr) than the force immediately 
particularised 

There was no apparent reason for 
this armament but the poverty of 
the treasury at Indore and the pii 
vate policy of the Khan and no 
pretence for the designed exaction but 
the stale and common demand of a 
choute said to be owing for years 
from the terntoiies of the rajah 
to the northern lords and which 
was magnified to suit the exigencj to 
many lacks ot rupees It would there 
fc^ siem to have required of which 
the Khan was sensible something of 
an imposing aspect to enforce compli 
ance witKm preposterous a pretension 

As th<f|®han moved forward to 
Nagpore he affected to pay at 
tention to the smaller states about 
him who were supposed to be gathered 
under the British protection and when 
he Was about to ente the rajih s fron 
tier he made a shew of explanation 
in letters addressed to the Bmish go 
vernment of the purpose for which 
be was about to penetrate the country 
of Its ally under the commands as 
he chose to represent of his master 
and for the adjustment of a long sub 
sisting claim But the purpose was 
meant to be executed before the Bn 
lish government should be apprised 
of its nlents 

By the end of the month of Sep 


tember the Khan had arrived at the 
frontier of Nagpore and as he had 
desired and fo eseen the immediate 
imprcbsioiu of his force and the ex 
pectation of a much larger body 
which was known to be marching im 
his rear whose numbers were in con 
sequence increased by the tenour of 
reiterated rumours had an instant 
effect on the njali s commander Sud 
dick All Khan who had collected 
what force he could suddenly draw 
together 6n the reported approach 
of the Mahrattas with ihe intention 
of resisting their progress Such how 
ever was the actual formidable ap 
pearance of the military in his front 
and such the apprehension of the un 
known force in reserve that ihe com 
roandant at Nagpore scarcely allowed 
the Khan to tell the object of his mist||i|t 
sion and state the extent of his de*^ 
mand before it was accecM to in all 
Its terms and formal assurances guen 
for an unqualified compliance with it 
Meer Khan undertook to wait for the 
ratification of these assurances on the 
borders of the kingdom of Nagpore but 
the rajah when he became acquaint 
ed with the pusillanimous or possibly 
the temporising conduct of his com 
mandant positively refused to afford 
It his sanction gave orders for the 
augmentation of his foice on the fron 
tier provinces of his kingdom and 
consulted the necessary military mea 
sures for the defence of his territories 
He could not fail at such a crisis 
to lepresent the unprovoked and un 
reasonable nature of the attack to the 
Bril sh resident at his court and to 
demand ihe protective arm of his pow 
erful ally m repelling so outrageous an 
aggression Ihe supreme government 
from obvious policy as well as justice# 
might be supposed to be inclined to 
the representation of the British 
resident in favour of the rajah as 
the result of hostile operations be 
tween, these powers might create con 
fusion in the bordering states might 
unduly increase the power of an am 
bilious prince and introduce even 
tually in the person of Meer Khan 
a troublesome neighbour in a territory 
adjoining the British possesiions 
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WbetUor all or any of these consi 
derations or the frivolous and unjust 
pretence of the Durbar of Indore 
which might be renewed and extended 
an} length and on any and every 
.occa ion determined the councils of 
^be British givernment it may n )t be 
material to enquire for whatever the 
polic) lb It dictated the acts counsel 
led weie prompt decisive The 
supreme government ippear?i from 
the instant of the application of the 
njah to have taken tlie readiest means 
of interposing the British a sistance 
against the violent eneimchmeots of 
the Mahritta state Ord is were giv 
en for assembling nt the same time 
0 sufficient ai my in the Deccan and in 
Bundlecund to act m co opention 
wuh each other in covering and pio 
ecting the capital and dominions of 
he rajah 

So soQfi as Meet Khan was apprised 
of the refusal of the njah to counte 
nance the uniuthorised act of his 
agent and of the application piefer 
red to the British govenratnt he 
was convinced of the necessity of in 
Slant operations and he accordingly 
entered and ravaged the borders of the 
rajah s territories and threatened the 
invasion of tb( interior by the pow 
erful forces in his rear 

But the troops of the rajah had been 
increased in the interval and being 
pow more prepared and encouraged 
by the promise of protection man 
fully resisted the inroads of the inva 
ders and so far from success attending 
the Khan in the expected impression 
on the rajah s territories be was actually 
worsted m several engagements still 
however he shewed not any intention 
of abandoning his anticipated prej 
but hung upon the frontier in the 
hope of harassing and vexing the in 
habitants a common practice with 
the Mabraftas into compromise or 
compliance Before he could pioducc 
this disposition on the present occa 
Sion the British armies were in nio 
tion from their several points towards 
the position of the Mahratta chieftain 
Clo$e fo whom the chief com 
mtnd of the diffierent armaments was 
eonfidui quUt^ Jaulna a force 


of vanous description amounting in 
the aggregate to about 10 000 men 
some time in the meSith of December^ 
with an intention at first to march 
upon Nagpore bat this design was 
departed from on the receipt of inttd 
ligence that the Khan had not moved 
as expected towards the capital but on 
the contrary had evinced a disposition 
to retreat from the Hajah s territories 
In consequence of this infoimation the 
Colciocl took a moie westerly course 
tow lids HussLinaLad expecting that 
the Khan might rctuin to the western 
side of India whence he had proceeded 
m his march forwards When the 
Khan however beard of this move 
ment he took an opposite route and 
marched m a mote easterly direction 
to Seron^e whitber the coloncA ijlbo 
advinccd without loss of time ftnd 
imai^ining tint the Khan might take 
post at I he latter place he hastened 
across the Nerbuddah with great 
rapidit} with the view of offering him 
bailie or of inducing h s further 
retreat into the intei or of Holkar s 
territories and con equenlly the utter 
abandonment of the design on the 
Nagpore state 

While colonel Close was advancing 
in the rapid manner expl lined cobnel 
Marti idill proceeded with a second 
array of great stiength fiom the pro 
Vince of Bundlecund tl e border®^ of 
which he passed towaids the end of 
Januai) and entered the Maliralta 
territories From the t-hange lu Ibe 
dll action of the letreat Khan 

which was influenced W has been 
shewn^ bj^ the movement of colonel 
Close the commandant of the Ben 
gal detachment supposed that the 
Mahratta adventurer might intend to 
pm sue a course towards the western 
boundaiies of Bundlecund and add 
strength to an insurrection which 
had for some time raged i a the adja 
cent territory He therefore did not 
venture to quit the border t f Bundle 
cund until he should be able to ascer 
tain more perfectly the Khan s mten 
tions Ibese were made known to 
him shortly afterwards by a com 
mumcation from folonel Close whtch 
advised bimi that the Khan bad taken 
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tip a seem ngfy permanent position at 
Senmge and fe|(tnring him to move 
forward to the scmthern border of the 
province to the Khan s rear 
While Col Murtinddl moved in 
the WectiOD described colonel Close 
adviced to Seronge when the Mali 
rattd comnnandant so soon as he was 
informed of his approach and of the 
judiciops contemporaneous movements 
on hi8 side and rear suddenly quitted 
Seronge retreated across the Jumna 
and appeared from ail his demonsira 
tions to have completely abandoned 
his project At this place the colonel 
appears to hate dropped the indention 
of fuither serious pursuit though he 
ordaajd colonel Maitindell to take up a 
ap||m 1 march or two in advance 
jRS^atfin^nt Seronge fox a few da) s 
for the purpose of refreshing his troops 
and informing himself of the Khan s 
determination colonel Close began to 
make prepanlions for his return to 
the Deccan and after leaving colonel 
Marlindell in charge reconducted his 


army to its former oantonments with 
out the slightest loss except from the 
usual casualties of a fatiguing march m 
the month of April 
The British commandant in desisting 
from his pursuit at this instant and 
under these circumstances might pro 
bably have been determined by the 
aspect of affairs at Indore which 
began to wear such an appearance 
ot difficulty and embarrassment as to 
claim in all probability the closest 
attention of the Khan who had nq 
secondary interest in their arrange 
ments for many months to come 1 his 
had been dUibasioned by the pnme 
minister having usntped duiing the 
imbecility of Holkar and the absence 
of Mcer Kh in the at tual |lowei of the 
state w Inch the Begum w^as en lea 
vounno'by stntagem to rescue frana 
hi hands to commit it in favour m 
her son to the ket ping of Meer Khan 
an apparently dangerous guaidian for 
an infant prince* Ihe extncationnf

The circumstances of thfe march as

advantages that attend^ and signalise

Ihis he accomplisbedi with the 
prudence of a statesman as well as the 
true science and courage of a general

This singular sort of miliMiy ope 
r-itions 15 little calculated to add Jft the 
reputation of the soldier or thc|

A small pirty under enptam Wilson 
was left to observe the movements of 
the Poligir at the foot of the pass and 
to prevent if possible his descent into 
the open country 

Gopaul Sing on hearing of the re 
tirement of the larger force prepared 
to move down to the phin leaving the 
larger part of his force above the 
hill bat with a sufficient bodj to dts-* 
countenance an attack from the British 
pirty which fell hick as he ap 
preached on Kokherettee Being rein 
forced at the latter place captain W il 
son again moved forwird to prevent the 
I oligar from plundering the circum 
juent country ind came up with him 
on the 1 8th of February in a very 
stiong posiiion at a village called Pee 
reel a between the Ghauts and 
whicli he attempted to cairy b) as 
suit but was repulsed with coiisi 
durable loss leaving Gopaul Sing m 
p ssession of the field and a number 
of prisoners to whose comfort and 
cire the Poligar chieftain personally 
attended and sent them afterwards 
a nre instance of genciosity with a 
sif escort to the British quarters 
Hiving ov rrun t^ e di tnet and 

III d himself of the resources of 
winch he stood in need the Pohgar 
igim ascended the Chput just at the 
ti lie that major Delamain with a 
sq ladron of cavalr) had joined cap 
t ill li'ilson and taken upon himself 
the command of the detachment 
1 he major with his increased force 
w uched the different ipproaches to 
the hills but the Pohgar contrived 
t> elude his vigilance by moving 
full her along the ndgeof the moun 
ta ns and rushing suddenly down on 
the cantonments of Terrowah on fho 
7tn of March destroyed tliese and the 
other public buildings as fir as practi 
cable by hre mijor Morgan with five 
companies of the yih native having in 
efiectuaTly attempted to interpose by 
a npid movement from Adjhetgur 
From the surprise and partial destruc 
tion of the cantonments of Terrowah 
the Poltgar directed his course to Dow 
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cali^iMd Hypoor between which 
encamped sapplying him 
provisions and other requi 
Mtea in their neighbourhood having 
chosen as a place of encampment apo 
sition with a deep Nullah in his front 
and a range of high hills in hta rear 

To this place he was followed by 
major Morgan with additional troops 
and artillery on the 14th of the same 
month but as the major drew ndar 
Gopaul Sing detached his infsntry un 
der cover of thfe jungle in his lear 
and discovered an apparent intention 
of waiting the assault of the British 
party with his cavalry alone but as 
tbe former attempted to pass the Nul 
Jah in front covered by their guns 
tbe poligar drew off his forces up tli 
side of the mountain and moving on 
wards to join his inf iritry di patched 
some time before he descended short 
ly afterwards into the plain exactly 
at the spot which major Mor^nii bad 
last quitted and set fire to eserj hou e 
in tbe cantonments that hid escaped 
the/oimer conflagration and plan 
dered the opulent and flourisl mg town 
of Terrowali He then fled to his 
fortresses on hills before major 
Morgan could regain his former sta 
tion 

The news of these several devasta 
tions reached colonel Martindell s camp 
on the Mahrattd frontier who im 
mediately dispatched colonel Browne 
with the 1st regiment native cavalry 
to the reinforcement of the several 
detachments m this quarter and who 
on the igth of the last mentioned 
month surprised the Poligar by a 
march of 44 miles the same day at 
Buckown not far distant from Adj 
heegur and put his force which 
amounted at this place to five or six 
hundred followers to route with the 
loss as described of 250 men Go 
paul Sing himself with his usual for 
tune or address reached with his fol 
lowers tbe nearest pass (Je^) made 
good his retreat and then rallied his 
merv 

1 he sudden defeat of Gopaul Sing 
induced him to retire with so many 
of his scattered followers as could 
be collected on the instant to the for 


tress of Jhurgurh where he hoped 
to maintain himself until he could re 
emit his foices and increase his par* 
tisans He was not permitted how 
ever to rest long but was pur 
sued by a fresh detachment under 
the immediate command ofcapfaid^Pr/ 
aon As the account of tins Enterprise is 
omitted in the ordinary occurrences of 
the year it will be permitted to us 
to speak of it more particularly in this 
place- as it would seem to have a title 
to the reader s attention not only from 
tbe brilliancy of the events attendant 
orj It bur as elucidatory of the gene 
ral nature of the warfare in which 
the Bntibh troops were at this instant 
engaged 

1 he force of captain Wilson consul 
edof a squadron fiom the dd 
cavalry and a galloper two six pound 
ers under lieutenant Tirabi ell of ar 
tillery captain Gibbs with the Isl 
battalion of the iStb native infantry 
three companies of the yth under cap 
tain Dare and one company of pio 
neers 

So little was known respecting 
tbe situation strength or particulars 
of the fort to be attacked or of the 
route by which it was td be approach 
ed that no plapf of operations could 
be laid down Aware however of 
the importance of secrecy^of design 
and celeiity of movement captain 
Wilson usedslll practicable ejfcpedition 
to reach ibe scene of action so as to 
take the enemy as much as possible 
bv surprize Accordingly^ at three 
o clock on the morning of the 3d of 
Aprils the detl^ment moved from 
Its ground without the beat of drum 
or the least noise and soon after 
daj light gained tl^ bottom of tbe 
Putna|i|Pas8 in the Wcond range of 
hills unseen and Uttileard next 
part of their loute was up a steep as 
cent of a mountain covered with un 
derwood and loose rocks there stock 
ades stretched across tbe line of their 
approach and the lull that they bad t6 
climb was commanded by higher emi 
n nces^ from whigh the troops were 
liable to be gl^|pi by musquetry^or 
cannon The enemy relying opilitba 
natural difficulties of tbe approach 
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undppnzed of datigeri from the ce 
Icrity of the movement had neglect 
ed the defence of the stockades 
A party of 200 SepoyS) with the 
company of pioneers being pushed 
forward made good their way and 
after much fatigue gained the sum 
mit of the steep destroying in their 
ascent the three stockades without 
meetlll the slightest opposition 
The squadron of cavalry then f>l 
lowed and the whole of the detach 
ment took post at the head of the 
Ghaut u here* a detach raent of the 1 0th 
was stationed in order to secure the 
passage of the guns stores &c while 
the advance pu bed on to Jewrah di 
tant about three miles Here a number 
of the enemy s match lock men were 
discovered TJie) were nken com 
pletely by surprize the fir t intima 
tion the) had of the Ghaut b ing ap 
proached was the appe ranee of the 
bepoys three miles beyond it Ihus 
surprized they Me e panic struck and 
precipitately fled to the jungle but 
as the night set in they began to col 
lect and opened a desultory ill direct 
ed fire upon the real guard and flank 
ers who from the steepness of the 
ascent and othof difficulties did not 
reach camp lilt ISHlf oi five o clock 
on the following mornin^^ Iheene 
rny continued their fire during the 
night but without effect 

D ly break on the 4th of April had 
been fixed for the commune ment of 
the march from Jewnh but thelttwps 
particulirly those ot the rear guaid 
and (he whole of the cattle sufic red so 
much from fitigu^nd wantof foed 
that it was found impossible to move 
befoie mid day Ihe detachment 
then advanced and at sun t it ached 
the bat^s t f a ttpH^b where the\ en 
campepl On i|||| following moining 
tiiey marched be? le sun use for Jhu 
guih distant about nine miles On ad 
vanciUg about three miles they came 
in view of a large village fioni which 
a smart fire was opened on the detach 
menf It became necessarj to dis 
lodge the enemy ftom this post a ser 
srke that was (jUi<i||y ptrfoimed by a 
edmpany of Scpojs Ihe viil ge was 


then set on fire and burned to the 
ground 

From this place for about three miles 
the flankers were exposed to the fire of 
the enemy which though harassing 
occasioned no loss When the de 
tachment bad advanced between three 
and four miles from the scite of the 
burned village information was ob 
tamed that Jbugurh lay about two 
miles in advance Upon this captain 
Gibbs with the 1st battalion of the 36th 
and the two six pounders were halted 
while captain Wilson with the squa** 
dron of cavalry ^ the galloper three 
companies of the seventh and the 
p oneers pushed forward to ascertain 
th n itu e of the ground and the po 
sition of the fort for no guides could 
be f und who either knew its exact 
situaiion or the path tint led to it 

In i bout half an hour captain W il 
son reaclidHtl a valley with a swampy 
bottom sunojnded on all side bv 
high hills thickly coveted with barn 
boos and underwood Here the ene 
my s defences were seen —A redoubt 
of about four feel and a half high 
foimed of trees piled on each other 
several earth mounds and other works 
indie itccl hat the pnneipal strong hold 
w lb close at hand though no enemy 
was seen While hastily reconnoiter 
ing the e w orks one ot the hill men 
was brought in hrom him it was 
a eeriained that Gopaul Sing wav 
himself in the fort with some horse 
and about two hundred men — he 
p( lilted out a path that led to the forr 
and described its situation Upon 
this information captain Wilson at 
the head of two companies ofsepojs 
the pioneers and twelve troopers 
dashed forward leaving the squadron 
the remaining company of the seventh 
and galloper m the valley The path 
led up a steep ascent much obstructed 
by jungle after pursuing its course 
about seven hundred jards the skir 
mishers in advance di cerqed a lofty 
bamboo stockade fiom which several 
match lock men were apparently in 
late to lun off Captain Wilson 
pressed forward as quicki) as possible 
and passing through thtee of these 
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bamboo atockades reached a gate m 
the ramparts which he entered as the 
krte garrison was hurrying down the 
ateep descent on the edge of which 
the fort was placed 
The position of Jhugurh was well 
chosen The height and steepness of 
the rocks and the closeness of the 
jungle render it inaccessible on three 
sides the fourth side by which cap 
tain Wilson entered was the only 
point from uhich it could be approach 
and that VI as found so difficult that 
a handful of men might have success 
fully defended it against an army 
In his haste to evacuate the fort the 
enemy left behind him two tumbrils 
several gun cainages various stores 
&c all of winch were burned by the 
captors The bamboo stockades and 
the redoubts were also set on fire and 
consumed The greater part of the 
5th and the whole of the 6th of April 
were employed by the pioneers assist 
ed by BOO or 1000 camp followers m 
levelling the works This eivice be 
mg accomplished the detachment 
quitted the ruins of Jhugurh and 
inarched back to Kockerettee 

Notwithstanding this disaster the 
proceedings of Gopaul Sing at this time 
and hereafter appear tohaie given full 
employment to three regiments of in 
fantry under as many different com 
manders one regiment of native ca 
valry two separate squadrons of horse 
of distinct corps and a complement of 
artillery aided by a considerable allied 
native fo ce and all of these with 
a zeal activity and perseverance highly 
creditable to the several commanders 
and usually conducive to success have 
directed their several and conjoint ope 
rations against this adventurous chief 
tain^ and have at various seasons re 
duced his affaiis to so low an ebb that 
his utter destruction has not only been 
anticipated but at different times 
announced when with energy and 
resources apparently unconquerable 
and unbounded be starts up again into 
activity and power ascending and de 


scending but in an inverse course as 
bis fortunes rise or fall and alternately 
pursuing or pursued In this way has 
he maintained his precarious and 
circumscribed affairs against the united 
force opposed to him lor more than 
a year 

It would be tedious to pursue his 
movements and the exploits which 
they induced one by one in moufi$onous 
description ^ but it will be sufficient to 
say that after an incessant and never 
sleeping pursuit of the different British 
commandants which has been justly 
appreciated anti approved by the gover 
nor general of India the Poligar re 
raained unsubdued at the end of the 
period to which this histoiical sketch 
extends avoiding in a steady adle 
rence to the policy so necessary to his 
safety and existence a general action 
with his pursuers or a departuie from 
the hills the naturally designed theatre 
for the dcvelopement and display of his 
peculiar talent 

Without a more precise information 
of the cause of these hostile proceed 
mgs than is at pre ent possess^ by us 
It would be presumptuous to offer any 
opinion howf ir it might be prudent to 
relax m the prosepuon of it but it is 
impossible to bfpiid the genius and 
constancy of the adventurer before us 
tinctured as it is with a degree of hu 
manityand magnanimity seldom felt or 
exercised by a kindred chieftain with 
out wishing that sorre fortunate cir 
curoitance mav present itself which 
may afford the means to him of con 
ciliation with the British government 
or of averting last efforts of its 
vengeance 

Ihe peace of the presidency of Bom 
bay was not interrupted in the period 
under notice by an^of those events 
that too frequentl]Mnturb||||^ Iran 
quillity of Asiatic states except the 
insurectionary piactices of a furious 
Mahommedan Fanatic at Mandvie in 
the province of Surat may be 
reckoned of that description But 
these disorderly proceedings were

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quelled so soon almost as they were 
known to Mr Crow the chief of the

It appears that the fanatic who had 
raised a temporary commotion and 
had committed several depredatory 
acts in the leintoriLb of the Rajih of 
Mandvte wa aieligious a Faquir 
of thenam of Ubdul Uheman styl 
ing himself Me-m Sahib and pretend 
ingthat his mission was foietold m sa 
cred writ and his purpose peaceable 
and holy — but which be pursued as 
these prophets of peace sometimes do 
by the means of a violent and unpro 
voked attack on the subjects of the 
Rajah putting them and the Rajah 
himself to flight and liis vizier and 
man) followeis to death While he 
was practising the e outr ges he pro 
claimed to the deluded numbers who 
flocked for a while about his person 

that he was a I iquir down from 
the fourth sk) viith four bodies 
combining /I lam (on whom be peace 0 
Lssah the son ot Manum Jesus 
the son of Mary and Jkmud (on 
whom be pcite') and they have all 
iour come upon one place they ha\e 
no guns nor musquets with them but 
a sink iiid a handktrchief \ c with me— 
be V )urselt prtpi^wjd 

lilt Pbcu lo prophet not only circu 
lated this his wild and extraordinary 
manifesto among the credulous and 
change loving Mahomedans at that 
time assembled for the celebration of 
the Edn but had the temerity to for 
ward it to the British chief calling on 
him to embrace the Mabommedan re 
ligion and challengmg him to fight 
or otherwise to quit Surat This 
and other similar mad intics were 
played off fur everal days from the 
lOlh to the 18th of January 1810 
during wl^ch interval the haquir took 
up his abode under his alleged sacred 
banner the stick and the handkerchief 
m the penetralia of a mosque at 
Boodhan about ten coss on the oppo 
Site side of the river from Surat wni 
ther he h id enticed a numter of Ara 
bian devots aqd had drapn to him 
many mus ulmans from incon 
stancy or a woise motive from the 
la t mentioned city and other border 
mg towns , where great consternation 


for some time prevailed among the 
Hindoo inhabitants from the wanton 
acts of the Mahomedans and from 
the threatened fulfilment of the Fa 
quir s prophecy But the consternation 
at length tyas allayed by measures th it 
usually prove efficacious in silencing 
the pretensions of impostors and their 
infatuated followers Mr Crow per 
ceiving that the partisans of Uldul 
Rheman were increasing daily and 
that his effrontery increased with his 
numbers detei mined about the last 
mentioned date to call in the ai(| of 
the military power of the province to 
stay the progress of the revolt and 
to chastise the insolence or infatuation 
of the pretended prophet A small 
force of cavalry and infantry were or 
dered on this service attended by some 
civil officers of the Rajah of Mandvie 
among whom was the Vakeel of the 
Rajah The latter having accompa 
nied the military to the river near 
Boodhan was the first to ford it with 
the intent of addressing the haquir and 
persuading him lo surrender himself 
to a force which he had not the means 
of resisting and where an ineffectual 
resistance might plunge himself and 
followers in irretrievable rum While 
engaged m this friendly office the 
Vakeel and his attendants were beset 
and butchered by^the fanatic and fran 
tic adherents of the Faquir This 
brought on a furious engagement be 
tween the troops and the rabble as 
sembled under the colours of the im 
postor which continued for some time 
and was encouraged by all the aits re 
sorted lo lo such enterprizes by reh 
gious hy mus and incantations which 
were sung with deafening dm 8tin(;iulat 
ed by a ra\ mg bigot and maddened by 
intoxicating drugs but the resistance 
aftei raging for a while and producing 
a partial but tempo|*ary mischief gave 
way in the regular * course of things 
to the steady courage and disciplined 
efforts of the organized troops who 
put an Aid to the mad ei-teipri e by 
the dispersion of the populace and 
the death of their deluded leai^ 
More than two hundred were left dead 
on the field, but of these only three 
belonged to the British parly 

Captain iunnin^ham who had 
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charge of the troops followed the in 
surgeotB that had escaped to Miindvte 
where they served as a reinforcement 
to a party of Arabs who bad origi 
ginally possessed themselves of that 
town Immediate care was taken to 
surround the place until a sufficient 
force should arrive for the assault of the 
works but which u ere surrendered 
on the 22d and peace again restored 
iit the Uajahs capital Ihe end of 
this commotion might not perhaps 
lia\e been so tragical if more timely 
q^e^s had been adopted for its sup 
pre&ion The sw^ord the last res rt 
of regular warfare should often we 
will not say always be the first m in 
surrectionary tumults Prompt though 
severe measures are more merciful 
often in their issue than temporizing 
irresolute proceedings which afford a 
sort of parky in a case that seems to 
demand an instantaneous decision 
Though no integral pait of the ter 
Titory or depend ncies of Bomba} was 
threatened by civil discord or warlike 
attack }et the m lilar) force of this 
presidency was emplo} cd in eFcciing 
an object very niateiiaJly connected 
with Its interral interests 

But the militdry opentions on this 
side of India must be viewed not as 
directed or governed by any new 
events but as a continuation or rather 
conclusion of an enterprise that had 
been began and had been in a state of 
prosecution w ithin the preceding year 
In the last volume of the Register 
the reader w as presented with an ac 
count of the proceijding of a conside 
rable military and inval armament 
tilted out at Bombay against the Jow 
tusmae pirates in the Persian gulph 
which ui dcr tne several commands of 
liisuienaiit colonels IFalker and Smith 
and of captain Wainwri^ht of the 
Ch\ffonne had gained several advan 
tages over these daring marauders^ 
The expedition was pur ued in all its 
operations to the capture of Rhus ul 
Kkyma and was left id the pursuit of 
the remaining objects of the equip 
mei^ it is now our purpose to fol 


low it through the other stages of its 
progress to the reduction of the despe 
rate predatory hordes stretched along 
the gulph and to the restoration so 
far as it may be practicable of (be 
towns and possessions on the Arabian 
coast lately arrested from the hands of 
our ally the Innum of Muscat 

Immediately on the tall of Rus ul 
Khyma the expedition pioceeded to 
Linga where it succeeded without 
any opposition m destroying several 
of the dows and boats and thence 
sailed to the port of Luft on the north 
side of the isle of Khtsma where it 
arrived towards the end of November 
and where it was expected it would 
eflect Its purposes as in the latter in 
stance by peaceable means 1 his ex 
pectation seemed to be confirmed by 
the receipt of a message from the chief 
Moola Hussein which was sent on 
board his majilty s ship Chifionne at 
the moment of her anchoring off the 
town this was accompinicd by a pro 
posal for the surrender of all Ihe ves 
sels attached to the port at an appoint 
ed hour But when the time appioach 
ed for the surrender it seemed that 
the pintical chief had changed hti 
mind and had ranged and disposed bis 
dows and boats in ttfuih a manner as to 
ndicate an intentiom to defend them 
with all his force Arrang ments were 
therefore immediately made to obtain 
by compulsoiy means what was first 
promised but ultimately denied to 
amiC4b)e solicitation On the morn 
ing succeeding the message a party of 
300 men were landed from the ship 
ping with suitable artillery who took 
possession of the town and destroyed 
the whole of the piratical flotilla eleven 
in lumber and proceeded to the as 
sault of the fort which was defended 
for some time with determlbed bra 
very But the smartness of the fire 
of the Fairy brig and the gun boats 
wh ch approached fiotwitnstanding 
the shallpws near to the walls of the 
fortress powerlully seconding the ef 
forts of lillery on shore the fort 
w IS delive^i up after an obstinate re

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iistance by Mooh Hussain together 
with the pluodere^ property from the 
Iinaunn. On the following da} these 
were giv^n into the hands of their 
rightfu|;< owner through his deputy 
Shiik Lervtsh the head of a tribe 
of Arabs 

The troops employed consisted prin 
cipally of his majesty s 47th and 65th 
regiments and the royal marines aid 
ed by a number of seamen from the 
Chtjfonne The advantage was not 
obtained without a very considerable 
loss— the killed amounting to ten and 
the wounded 10 fitly six Among the 
former uas lieutenant IVeld ot his 
majesty $ 47tb regiment and the latter 
lieutenant S R Warren ot his ma 
jesty s 65th Mr Hay midshipman 
of the Moriungton and Mr Grey of 
theTermie i he Joss on the put of 
thefnemy was between seventy and 
eighty men 

The ch ef from the gallantr) per 
haps of his conduct was permitted 
to retire in safety 

The next ope niion of this gallant 
and persevering little squadron was 
more important ui us preparation its 
object and its conseqaeiuts though 
It were impossible to be more fortu 
nate in its immediate issue than the 
preceding service This was dnected 
not by the British force alone but m 
conjunction with a large body of the 
Jmaum s tioops again t the strong ai d 
well known fort ot Scheenaa^s Ihe 
irresistible ardour of the British troops 
had kindled at length something like 
a similar hie in the cooler bosom of 
our ally who now no loiij^er question 
mg or doubting from the evidence of 
mai } successive victories that valour 
and discipline mav supply the place ot 
nuraericdl strength cheerfully lent the 
assistance of 4000 men for the ac 
comphshment of this the appaiently 
ultimate object of the armament

before any of them had arrived in En 
gland except colonel Martin who

On Bnday the 5th of April 1811 
the court having met pursuant to a spe 
cial sfttbmons to take into considera 
tion the cases of the officers in questiikp 
a motion was made declaring m sub 
stance that the conduct of major De 
Morgan as stated in the resolution of 
the court on the 26th March preced 
ing was such as would have jusiihed 
his removal from the service but in 
consideration ot the general influence 
of the evil example by which he might 
be supposed to ha\ e been 1 d into 1ms 
errors and of the amnesty pronounced 
in the general orders publish d by lord 
Min to on the 2utli September ISOQ 
which was by some persons supposed 
to extend to all such offences as those 
of major De Morgan it was proposed 
that the suspension aff cting him 
should be removed but that he should 
not be permitted to return to India till 
the court should be of opinion that the 
complete restoration of order and mill 
tary subordination at Madras should 
have rendered such a measure consis 
tent with that support whuh it wis 
the paramount duty of the court at al^ 
times to give to the civil authorities 
Upon this motion an amendment 
was moved the fornnr ot which was 
more consistent with the spirit of the 
amnesty referred to coi veying a mere 
formal reprimand and expressing a 
fulixonhdence that the leniency and 
moderation evinced in this proceed 
ing would excite in the objects ot them 
a corresponding sense of gratitude and 
devotion to the company s service 
Ihis amendment was ii^atived and 
the original motion was affirmed by the 
ballot Siradar resolutions weic at 
the same time adopted respecting 
captain Maishal bent col Martin 
and captain Giant I he case of the 
honourable lieut col Saintlegcr was

In this summary we have thought it 
necessary to notice particulaily only

whence th y come now before the 
public and before posterity we fear 
Without any reason to hope that they 
will add much to the reputation of that 
as embly It will be sufficient to cite 
by way of illustration one instance 
in which the chairman and deputy 
being charged with diffu eness of th s 
1 Hid excuse themselves by statu g 
that they had six dissents to answer# 
containing! 14 foolscap pages and to go 
besides into a general review of the

IS likely to yield to the other the heat 
and pride ot argumentation harden the 
purpose and itiflime the animosity of 
the parties con lend ing The lenity 
which good policy as well as good 
natural feeling attach to public jus 
tice IS lost sight of in the ostentatious 
pursuit of consistency . and even time

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itielf which ehould prodace reflectioQ^ 
moderation forgiveness and obliviooi 
has only the effect of reviving rigour 
0nd preventing the extinction of pas 
aion and prejudice In all public oon 
4ict8 tn which the reconciliation of the 
parties becomes essential to the nite 
rests and safety of the state obli ion of 
the past IS the best and only sure foun 
dation of secunt) for the future but 
unhappily in all the proceedings of 
those in authority bo h at home and 
nbioad respecting the lamentable 
struggle at Madras etery step taken 
fias been directed to re uscitate and to 
add eternal rancour to the remnant c f 
the maliginnt impressions created by 
those sad events Jt is to be hoped 
that the records of these proceedings 
will exhibit them asu e thinkthey must 
as evils most carefully to be avoided b> 
posterity and that future governors of 
India andfi^aturt, directors of the East 
In<ha comjkny it not enlightened by 
examples of wisdona and beneficenc 
left to them by the governors and di 
rectors of the present day will at least

1 he whole of Gopaul s army ( imoiu t 
ing as supposed tc trom 2 to 3 000 
men ) was cut to pieces with the ex 
ception ( nly of Copaul himself and 
about 40 tioopers who fled with him 
up the ghauts 1 he loss on our part 
was very trivial indeed — only one 
trooper killed — one jemadar one 
naick and four troopers wounded — 
nine horses killed and seven wounded

Ma\ 2 — A dispatch was received 
at the presidency on Monday last 
fioiT) the agent of the right honourable 
the Covernor General at Moorsbeda 
bad announcing the death of his high 
ness the Nawaub of Bengal at his 
palace between ten and eleven o clock 
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on the night of Saturday last the 28th 
of Apiil His highness is succeeded by 
his eldest son a youth of between 17 
and 18 years of age 

The deceased Nawaub was the 
grandson of J idctr Ally Kawn the 
nabob b) whom the first revolution 
in the d i}b of lord Clive wa effected 
He was mined I aburjimg his official 
address wi the Nawaub Nazim ul 
Mulluck Behader He had attained 
the Ag of b years He succeeded 
to tf e Musnud on the death of his 
father the late Nizam Nawaub Moba 
ruck ul Dowlah about 1 8 or 20 years 
ago near the close of lord Cornwallis s 
government The order ot the family 
succession w IS then declaied and for 
mally proclaimed with great solemnity 
and in presence of all the troops of the 
station 

The nawaub now deceased was one 
of 12 brothel s and three sisters all of 
whom except himself are still alive 
He was the son of Mubaruk ul Dowlah 
who was the joungest son (f Jafieer 
Ally Khawn and succeeded to the 
nuisnud at about the a<^e of eight 
} earS the last in succe si m of a long 
tram of brothers a notable instance 
of the transitory condition f human 
affair Althoi gh little in irc thin 
half a ceniury has clap ed an 1 though 
the nawaub is but the grandson ot 
the nawaub JaflTcer Ally the mstru 
ment of the Great Revolution etiecied 
in Bengal in l/j/ the power asw li 
as the order ot sovereignty then esta 
blished appear equally permanent 
and IS viewed b> the people and sur 
rounding st itcs with the same sanctity 
and venerilion a if it had descended 
from primeval times 

Iheiiawiub Babur Jnng has left 
two sons Perceiving eight or ten da}s 
ago that his dissoluii ni w as appre ach 
mg he mSnilested some alai m n speet 
ing the succession to the musnud md 
appointed as far as it was in his power

1 he advantages to be expected from 
the use of conductors m protecting 
houses from tlie etiects of lightning 
have seldom been exemplified in a 
more striking manner than by the his 
tory of this accident It appears that 
the electric stream was in toe first in 
stnncc divided into two brandies by 
rhe it tnct ion ( f the iron crows which 
It i lunu on the summit ot the house 
bach of these streams in its progress 
to the earth followed the direction of 
the ne rest windowbolu on the side of 
the hou e down which it pissed doing 
no V olence wl tever in aii) part of its 
course but where it met with no> 
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conducting substances The preserva 
tion of Mrs Strettell and two of her 
children who were close to the win 
dows at the tii le can only be attri 
buted to the fortunate influence of 
these iron window bolts on the dtrec 
tion of the fluid 

It IS a singular circumstance that 
the shock of this electric explosion 
was so sensibly felt on the opposite side 
ot tho street as to dislodge an adjutant 
fiom his pinnacle over one cf the gates 
of the government house and to throve

tions vet as there appealed every 
probabilit) of his return (at least to 
these ports ) 1 thought it most pi u 
dent to leave this part of the coast 
and go the outside passage round 
Manselar and Baniaek to Natal At 
Natal I arrived on the 2 1st instant 
(April ) at day light and seeing a 
vessel at anchor off Duinn point 
(which weighed immediately as he 
saw us ) exactly answering the de 
sti iption we had received of the pn 
vateer I hauled out again and deter 
mined on proceeding immediately to 
the southward to Padang and to tore

where our other gun opened upon 
him 

At 10 minutes before six he was 
within hail and we expected he would 
lay us on board ever) moment but 
he received thr e such effective dis 
charges sueee sively from the three 
guns that his people were driven 
from their oirs and his decks which 
on his coming on were crowded with 
men seemed to be deserted From 
the crash which we heard on the 
close discharge of our guns and from 
the cries of his people as well as 
from seeing some of them go over 
b ird there u reason to think he 
suffered greatly At 15 minutes after 
six he shot away upon our larboard 
quarter when the Daphne being per 
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fectly becalmed and immoveable we 
were enabled to get the guns to bear 
on him He then pulled away astern 
and as it pleased Heaven we were 
no more troubled with him although 
we were becalmed until i2 o clock,

within the company s provinces has 
considerable in the adjacent Bootan 
country To prevent the Burrapooken 
of Assam from restoring his brother s 
heir to the estitc of ^hich he had de 
prived him this chieftain sent the boj 
accompanied b^ his mother and sister 
into t^ e custody of Bisnee rajah , and 
at the same time committed his own 
wife and children to the rajah s protec 
tion The party entered the Biitish 
territories escorted by some men de 
puted for that puipose bytheBisnte 
rajah and accompanied by an elephant 
the property of the despoiled family 
which the usurper intended as a pre 
sent to his coadjutor The Rannee 
however pnvatelycontnved todispatch 
this elephant under charge of jher De 
wan to the cai e of the officer command 
ingthe Biitish outposts at Jagagapah 
The elephant was seized on the road bv 
the Bisnce people But early intima 
tion of the circumstance being con 
\eyed to the officer K^^uestion he im 
mediately dispatched a Havildar s party 
for the protection of the property In 
the mean time the elephant was 
rescued and brought in by a party of 
police Burkundasses from the Tannah 
at Godlpaiah On the night previous 
to the arrival of the party from Jaga 
gapah the Bisnee people alarmed by 
the discovery of the transaction sent 
back the boy and his mother to the 
usurper on the other side of the Brah 
mapootra The sister however re 
mained and on the arrival of the 
sepoys she took advantage of some 
remissness on the part of her attend 
dants to fly from their custody and 
throw herself on the protection of the 
British party 

The Havildar having no orde s on 
the subject declined to interfere 
The unfortunate girl was then pur 
sued by her female attendants who 
with five or six of the men presently 
overtook and seized her just as she 
was passing a small stream which 
lay across the road A struggle en 
sued f during which one of the ruf 
fians thrust her head under water 
and attempted to drown her She 


was only rescued from this situation 
by the prompt assistance of the Ha 
vildar and Burkundasses who knocked 
down the assailant and compelled 
the otheis to desist from their puipose 
She thre v her arms round the Ha 
vildar intreating him to sa^e her 
and saying that she would certainly 
be put to death if she was taken 
and that on no consideration whatever 
would she return to Assam The 
man v as mo\ ed by her situal ion and 
though surrounded b) a crew who 
threatened violence to himself his 
presence of mind aided by a very 
manly appearance enabled him to 
biffie their menaces and to conduct 
the lady in safety to Goalparah There 
she remained under the protection ot 
the police at the date of these at 
counts Ihe Bisnee Rajah had de 
puted a Vakeel to claim the elephant 
and had sent a party to seize his agent 
at Goalparah on account of his re 
missness in neglecting to forward to 
his master an early intimation of the 
transaction Iti the mean while the 
matter had been made a subject of 
correspondence between the magis 
Irate at Rungpore and the Assam go 
vernment the result of which would 
probably determine the fate of the 
parties 

Letters from the Rungpore district 
of the end of June state lint the 
Bhramapootra had risen at that time 
near!) twenty feet above its usual level 
and with the exception of a few 
spots of high land the whole coun- 
try about the frontier was overflowed 
Ihe plain opposite to the lines at 
Jagagapah was navigated b) boats 

In the Jessore district the drought 
still continued in such a degree as 
materially to impede the operations 
of the Indigo manufacturers who were 
unable to procure sufficient water for

Edu ard Pt 11c w weighed from Saugor 
and wo ked down channel with the 
wind at Suith Bast at low water 
anchored in half four fathoms the 
reef buoy bearing S S W distant 3 
or 4 miles At mid light the tide 
answering weighed and worked down 
channel at A M on the 5th passed 
to windward of the reef buoy at 2 
A M tacked on the N £ wind as 
above at 3 again tacked in a half 
SIX fathom Eastern channel lying out 
S by W and S S W At this time 
it appeared fiom the deep sea lead 
that the ship was making a S W 
coursu and at daylight on the same 
moining (^th July) the ship struck 
on the Eastern sea reef in a quarter 
le s tour fathoms the second time she 
struck she unshipped her rudder a 
spar w IS 1 igged out astei n as a sub 
stitute for a rudder and she continued 
to beat over the reef in a quarter less 
three fathoms and deepened into seven

Soopoor and bordering on the state of 
Kotah Another revolution had taken 
place in his cabinet but the new 
mimster being a Mahajun of low birth 
and without consideration possessed 
the confidence of neither part) and 
it was thought not improbable that he 
would soon follow the fate of one of 
his recent predecessors who about 
twelve months ago expiated that ele 
vation with his life 

The corps of regular infantry in 
Scindea s service having been for a 
long time in a state of mutiny on 
account of the large arrears of pay 
due to them a mode of satisfying their 
demands had at length been adopted 
equally effectual and inhuman While 
drawn up on parade they were sud 
denly surrounded by the whole cavalry 
of the army and compelled to ground 
their arms They were then plunder 
•ed of every thing they possessed those 
who attempted resistance were but 
chcred and the rest were turned out 
of camp It is supposed that the 
European officers who also suffered 
with their men in the general pillage 
would quit ahogetbei;^ the Mahratta 
country 

Amid all these outrages and 
tumults an event had taken place in 
camp which had been celebrated with 
great pgmp and rejoicing Ihis was 
no other than the adoption of a son 
by the Maharajah , who having no 
prospect of male issue from his own 
body had selected a young lad nearly 
related to the late heir apparent who 
died some months ago as the successor 
to the mu nud

was whether a Bramin could adopt 
the son of his sister ^ The Hindoo law 
was adverse to the practice but that 
law It appeared had been intr( duced 
into Bengal only within the last 25 
years and even to this day was not 
generally recognized j while on the 
other hand it was opposed by custom 
immemorial Their lordships in con 
sideration of this and other circum 
stances were unanimous in refusing 
the application 

August 18 The following com 
municaiion from Bombay gives a full 
detail of all the circumstances relative 
to the unfortunate fate of the Earl 
Camden Indiaman 

Bombay 24tk July 1810 
lam much concerned to inform 
you of the total destruction of the 
earl Camden Chinaman capt Samp 
son by fire This event took place 
hst night m our habonr The Earl 
Camden had only yesterday taken in 
the last 50 bales of her cargo which 
amounted in all to 6 000 bales The 
first symptoms of fire were discovered 
by the captain s clerk who perceived 
a smell of burning about 1 2 o clock 
at night The alarm being given the 
officer commanding removed the gun 
room scuttle when the smoke instantly 
overwhelmed him He dropped down 
for a second and perceived the fiame 
playing along the larboard side He 
then instantly bolted down the scuttle 
and opened the deck over the spot 
where the fire appeared and having 
staved the butts &c proceeded to 
pour down water All however was 
to no purpose 

The alarm reached the shore 
about 10 o clock Ihe captain pur 
scr &c went off immediately but 
before they arrived the fiames had 
reached the gieat cabin and were 
issuing from the windows About 
i o clock the fire appeared all at once 
(from thesbore)bursting up through the 
poop In about half an hour after 
wards the dreadful element had com 
plete possession of the hull at least 
as far as the fore mast And as the 
ship was cut from her moorings at an 
early period in order to take advantage 
of a fioud tide that was setting favour 
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ably for carrying her away from the 
rest of the shipping she drifted oefore 
the current aided by a gentle breeze 
with her fort stay sail set in awful 
irajest) to the opposite M-ihratta 
shores about 12 or 15 miles distant 
Theie her remains are now stranded 
These however must be scanty for 
she burnt fairlj and not having been 
scuttled continued to rise gradually 
out of the water as the fire lightened 
her so tnat every thing must have 
been consumed to within onecr two 
feet of h r keel 

It most fortunately happened 
that she was moored outside 3t ill the 
rest otherwise more mischief must 
have h ippcned It was the g andest 
scene of the kind I ever witne ed 
Many persons actuated by curiosity 
put off from the shore and incurred 
considerable danger by approaching 
her The mizen mast fell within a 
few yards of one of tht boats and the 
guns discharged then contents i sue 
cession 

With respect to the senous ques 
tion cf what could line octasioned 
this file we are quite at a loss to deter 
mine Two countr) ships unoer simi 
lar circumstances have lately expe 
nenced the same fite And the scru 
pulous investigations held on these 
occasions before Mr Crawl lui (one 
(f our best and clearest nngistiatcs) 
had Jed to agencril belief that the 
hre conld only h i e been occasioned 
by the wilful act of the! i cir tempt 
ed by the six months adv nice of im 
press so injudiciously given But in 
this instance captain Simpson from 
that very conviction took eveiy pos 
sible precaution against this >suppc sed 
source of danger by never allowing 
a native to enter his hold during his 
stowage nor even admitting his I ascars 
On bo 1 I until be had filled the holds 
and bationed and caulked down all the 
gun deck hatchways thus confining 
them to their own births forward 
In fact such perfection has of late 
been acquired in packing the bales 
that with the powerful aid of iron 
screws on board the cotton is com 
pressed to such a degree that where 
ever it happens to be it all moist it 


gradually becomes heated That beat 
increases as it dries and then the igni 
tion seems to commence It this bo 
the cause ail oui China ships now

On the 24th of June commodoie 
Rowley commanding the blockading 
squadron before the isles of France and 
Bonaparte anchored in his majestvs 
ship Boadicea off Fort Duncan in the 
island of Rodrigues 

No time was lo t in making the ne 
cessary arrangements for the reduction 
of this island 

From the unfavourable state of the 
weathei wewer delayed at Rodrigues 
until the morning ot the 3d instant 
when we weiglcd ancbori and pto 
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ceeded to the point of rendezvous fifty 
miles to windward of the island of

time bur at this moment the wind 
increasing with much violence raised 
live surf to an unexpected height and

1 his important object was not how 
ever given up until an experiment 
concerted with commodore Rowley 
was put in execution A small trans 
port (the Udney) was run upon the 
beach in hopes that the troops might 
be enabled to land over her stern or 
under her lee this service was per 
f( rmed by lieutenant I loyd second of 
the Boidice'i with the usual intrepi 
dit) which distinguishes our navy but 
the violence of the weather and n'ttu 
lal difficulties of the situation were 
such as to frustia e the intention pro 
posed 

It now became necessary if possible 
to communicate with lieutenant colo 
ncl Macleod the senior officer with 
the deta( hment on shore which in 
hnding hid the whole of ihcir ammu 
nition damaged and had lost a consi 
derabie number of their arms 

Lieutenant Foulstone of his majes 
ty s 69th regiment in the most band 
some manner volunteering to swim 
through the surf Ins services woie 
immediHlely accepted and that officer 
accoidingly conveyed my orders to the 
lieuten nt colonel to take possession of 
and occupy St Mane for the night 
Ihi service was pei formed bj lieu 
tenant colonel Macleod in a masterly 
and officer like manner 

I feh much anxiety for this detach 
ment during the night and as the prac 
ticability of disembarking more troops 
to windward appeared to commodore 
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Rowley, as well as myself very uncer 
tain the Magicienne having on board 
the second brigade was dispatched 
about 10 o clock P M to Grand Cha 
loupe to which place it was determined 
that the Boadicea with si)ch transports 
as had militaiy stores on board should 
follow in the morning 

According to this arrangement cap 
tain Lambert of the Iphigeiua being 
lett with airections from commodore 
Rowley to seize the hrs moment of 
mode rate we ither to debark that part 
of the third brigade then on board his 
ship 1 proceeded with the commodore 
HI the Boadicea on the morning of the 
8rh with the remainder of the third 
and fourth bngaies and effected a 
landing to leewaid at Grand Chaloupe 
about 11 o clock A M With this 
force under my immediate command 
I ms antly moved foivaid by the 
mountains at 2 o clock P M pas mg 
over the heights I reconn ured the 
enemy s position and bv 4 o clock 
had formed the necessar) ai rat gcu ents 
for tilt attack upon Iiis capital 

Ma or Austin at the he id of the 
12th and 33d grenadiers and i >th 
Natne infantry had received his n nl 
instructions to assnl theto\n m the 
rear lieutenant colonels Macleod of 
the OQth and Campbell of the 3Jd 
had already passed th enemy s strong 
position on the east of tlu tow n from 
the Butor to No 5 Rednibr licute 
nmt colonel Clarges was well advanced 
towards the west of the town with 
live companies or his majesty s Ot)th 
legimeni to force the batten s on the

Through the exertions of major 
Taunton commanding the artillery 
and of captain Mack ntosh of the 
Bombay artillery assisted bv lieut 
colonel Clarges of the 69 ih regiment 
and lieutenant Lanthern of his Majes 
ty s ship La Nereide commanding a 
party of fifty seamen 1 was enabled to 
get forward two field pieces and one 
four and half inch howitzer which 


were descending the mountain and 
would have been in action in less than 
halt an hour This would have insured 
the result of the premeditated attack 
or m the event of any disaster secured 
our retreat which latter was in my 
opinion next to an impossibility 

Affairs weie thus situated when I 
received a message from the left the 
enemy had sent out a trumpeter with 
an officer to demand a suspension of 
arms and on honorable terms to sur 
rendei the whole island 

There was n 3t a moment to be lost 
in lining an enemy completely in our 
power ind I accordingly i si ed imme 
diate orders for the tioops to halt 

I should hav e mentioned 1 had de 
tached captain Hanna with two com 
panics of his Majesty s 1st battal on 
cf the ^6th regiment to La Possession 
tf e batteries of which place he took 
by assault in the most gallant man 
ner 

Thus Sir in a f w hours has this 
nth extensive and valuable colony 
been added to 1 is gracious M ijesty s 
dt i inions with a population of up 
wai is of 100 (XX> souls and with a 
loss on our part comparative!) trifling 
when the nature of the service is con 
sdered A return of which (No 2) 
accompanies this dispatch with a copy

1 he whole of the service ha been 
conducted so completely to my satis 
faction that vherc pnise is the just 
claim of all it may be considcied 
invidious to select However the 
truly mihtar) tyle and lapidity of the 
move ents of the fiist brigade calls 
for my unqualified thanks to heut 
colonel Fraser and the officers and men 
under his command The same is 
equally due to lieut celonels Macleod 
and Campbell and the troops under 
their orders who landed under the 
greatest difficulties opposed by the 
weather and an almost inaccessible 
beach 

M) thanks are further due to lieut 
colonel Macleod for the gallant man 
ner in which he took possession of the 
batteries of St Mane 

To Jieut colonel Drummond com 
mandiog the 2d brigade the service is 
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much indebted for the rapid and effec

Occurrences for September 

Sept ^ —On Saturday last the 
two volunteer battalions of Sepoys 
received their colours at Barrackpoie 
from the hands of lord Minto In the 
evening major Burton and cnptain 
Lumley commanding the two bat 
talions and the officers of both coip 
were entertained by his lordship at the 
park 

Sept ^ —Late letters received from 
China give the satisfactory infor 
mation ot the extinction of the late 
foimidable system of piracy which 
lo ig had b idc deliancc to the govern 
ment had carried terror to the very 
heart of the empire and visited its 
shores with rapine pillage murder 
and every species of outrage The 
weak miserable government ot Clii 
na despairing of being ever able 
by any application of their own torces 
to restrain far Jess to overcome the 
piratical fleets found it necessary to 
resort to the Portuguese at Macao to 
whose exertions they are indebted for 
the overthrow ot a power that mena 
ced the safety and existence of Ibeu: 
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government A particular account of 
the interference of the Portuguese and 
of their operations against the pintes 
has been transmitted by a gentleman 
resident at Macao a summary of which 
may perhaps be acceptable to a part ot 
our readers 

At length the government of Can 
ton fr'inkly acknowledged their imbi 
lity to subdue the pirates whose fleets 
amounted to between 3 and 400 war 
boats or junks armed with from 12 to 
20 guns cacli and from w^O to 200 men 
infesting the sea coast and canals that 
water this province can ying on a per 
petual warfaie against the peace and 
property )fthe inhabitants both onshore 
and afloat no vessel could tnde upon 
the coast with safety Ihe pirates 
frequently landed and laid contnbu 
tions upon the towns and villages and 
after plundering the inhabitants set 
fire to their houses Their steps 
were marked with wanton barba 
nty sparing neither age nor sex old 
men and women and children were 
indiscriminately butchered These 
enormities called for the exertions of 
the Chinese government a fleet of 
upwards of 40 sail of junks carrying 
from 14 to 20 guns each were equip 
ped and sent in pursuit of the rebel 
fleets but upon the veiy first rencon 
tre 28 of the Imperial war junks 
struck CO the pn ates and the rest saved 
themselves by a precipitate flight 

The success of the pirates had the 
effect of increasing theit^umbers 
fishermen and others floc^lf to theif 
standard m crowds One division ot 
their fleet attacked and earned an Ame 
nc n schooner and they would have 
made piize of a much larger vessel 
under the same colours had she not 
run for shelter under the guns of the 
fort of Macao The usual intercourse 
between Macao and Canton was in 
terrupted by the pirate boats which 
frequent!) blockaded the different pas 
sages to the great detriment of a va 
luable branch of commerce 

Added to all this Canton itself was 
threatened with seno'Us danger and 
the pirates went so far as to declar# 
their resolution to displace the present 
Tartar family from the throne ot Chuui 
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and to restore the empire of the an 
cient Chine e dynasty This menace 
and the gi 7 wing trength of the rebels 
opented with tuJl force on the fens of 
tht Chinese government and the vice 
ro> ot Canton hastened to conclude t 
convention vMth the city ol Macao 
for the desti action of the rebel fleet 
1 he following are the articles of this

The Magicienne having joined me 
at the time the re captured ship Wind 
ham was about to set sail for Bourbon 
1 ordered captain Lambert to carry 
the aimed brig (Busk) with all ex 
pedition to the Isle de h Passe and 
that the enemy in Port Louis might 
not be alarmed 1 set all sail to the 
southward and although it blew hard 
I arrived the next day at noon at thelsle 
de la Passe The Nereide made signal 
that she was ready I then bore down 
to hei and reconnoitred the enemy s 
position and decided to attack them 
When the officer of the Nereide 
who was to act as pilot, canac dh board 
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J imde signal to weigh anchor and 
when we wtie about a mile di tint 
irom the ciKcny he unfortun itely 
ran us aground on the shoal of the 
P tit Passe and notwithstanding all 
oui efforts we did not get otF till eight 
next morning 

1 he 23 I at noon the Iphigeuia and

ed by a small detachment of the Ma 
dras European corps and the crew of 
the Dover frigate commanded by that 
ga lant and enterprising officer captain 
Tucker with thptiivial loss of a few 
lives only

the command of the island had devolv 
ed

b} so large a part of the armament 
Early on the morning of the 22d 
\ice admiral Bertie recei\eil a com 
munication from captain Broughton 
of his majesty s sh p Illustrious an 
nouucing his arrival off the i hnd 
with the convoy fn m Bengal The 
fleet weighe 1 at day light as had been 
originally arranged and in the course 
)f that day a juncti m having been 
termed with this division the fleet 
bore up for the Isle of France 
1 he greatest obstncles opposed to an 
attack on this island with a conside 
Table force have invariabl) lieen con 
sidered to depend on the ddhculty of 
effecting a landing from the reefs 
which surround every part of the coast 
and the supposed impossibility of being 
enabled to find anchorage for the fleet 
of transports 

Ihese difficulties were fortunately 
removed by the indcflitigable exertions 
of commodore Rowley assisted by 
lieutenant Street of the Staunch gun 
brig lieutenant Blackiston of ^ the 

Madras engineers and the masters of his 
majesty s ships Africaine and Boadicea 
Every part of the leeward side of 
the island was minutely examined and 
sounded and it was discovered that a 
fleet might anchor in the narrow pas 
sage formed by the small island of 
the gunner s com and the main land 
and that in this spot there were open 
mgs through the reefs which would 
admit several boats to enter abreast 
These obvious advantages fixed my 
determination although I regretted 
that circumstances would not allow 
of the disembarkation being effected 
at a shorter distance from Port Louis 


Owing to light and baffling wmdi 
the fleet did Hot arrive in sight of the 
islar ds until tbe 28tb and it was the 
forenoon of the following day before 
an) of the ships came to an anchor 

Every arrangement for the disem 
barkation having been previously made 
the 1st division consisting of the re 
serve the grenadier compan> of his 
majesty s5()th regiment two 6 pound 
ers and two howitzers under the com 
mand of general Warde effected a 
hnding in the bay of Mapoi without 
the smallest opposition Ihe enemy 
hating reined from Fo t Malartic 
situated at the head of Grand Bay and 
th( nearest point to which they oc 
cupied 

As soon as a sufficient part of the 
European force had been formed it 
became necessary to move ftrward 
ns the first five miles of th^ ?oad lay 
throUj^h a very thick wood which 
mndc it an obicet of the utmost impor 
tance not to give the enemy ime to 
occupy 11 

Lieutenant colonel Smith having 
been lett wiih his brigade to cover the 
landing pi ice with orders to follow 
next morning the column marched 
about four o clock and succeeded in 
gaining the more open country with 
out any efforts having been made by 
the enemy to retard our progress a 
few shots only having been fired by 
a small piquet by whica lieutenant co 
lonel KeaBng lieutenant Ash of his 
majesty s 12th regiment and a few 
men of the advance guard were wound 
ed 

Having halted for a few hours du 
ring the night the army again moved 
forward before day light with theioten 
tion of not halting till arrived before 
Port Louis but the troops having 
become extremely exhausted not only 
from the exertions which they had 
already made but from having been 
almost totally deprived of water of 
which this part of the country is des 
titute I was compelled to take up a 
position at the Moulin a Poudre al^t 
five miles short of the town 

Early the next morning lieutenant

Its dependencies was fm concluded 
Your lordship will perc ive that the 
capitulation is in strict conformity with 
the spirit of you instructions with the 
single exception that the garrison is not 
to be made prisoners of w ar 

Although the determined courage 
and high state of discipline of the army 
which your lordship has done me the 


honour to place under my command 
could leave not the smallest doubt m 
my mind in respect to the issue of an 
attack upon the town I was nevertbe 
less prevailed upon to acquiesce in this 
indulgence being granted to the enemy 
from the desire of sparing ibe lives of 
mady brave ofhceis and soldiers and 
out of regard to the interests of the 
inhabitants of this island who have 
long laboured under the most degrading 
misery and oppiession added to the 
late period of the season when every 
hour became valuable I considered 
these to be motives ot much more na 
tiooal impoitance thm any injury that 
would arise fiom a small body of troops 
at so remote a distance from Europe 
being permitted to return to their own 
country free from any engagement 
In every other pai titular wc have gained 
all which could have been acquired if 
the town had been earned by assault 
During the courwi of this short ser 
vice the enemy has not afforded an 
opportunity to the army in general for 
displaying the irdent zeal and anima- 
ted courage with which every individual

and men (Europeans is well as natives ) 
have cheerfully and pa lentl) submitted 
to the greaie I piivatioob end fatigues 
During the auvance of the airay the 
tioops were unable for the space of 
twenty four hours to procure a suflici 
ent supply of water but this trying 
circumstance did not produce a single

mainder proceeded to theattaofc of Fort 
Belgica in the following order the 
seamen followed b) the scaling ladders 
in front the marines and the detach 


ment under my command in the rear 
for the purpose df covering them at 
the time of attack from the near ap 
proach of day light there was not a 
moment to be lost and accordingly 
under the direction of a native guide 
the whole advanced with great rapi 
dity along the rear of the town and 
m a short time arrived under the out 
walls of the fort which was carried 
b} escahile about half past five A 
M without the loss of a single man 
Ihe enemy upon the commencemeuC 
of the attack made a considerable re 
sistanre but the covering party kept 
up such a constant and well directed 
fire that they were soon drove from 
the works

I have the honour to detail to you 
iht opeiations of the detachment un 
dcr my c mmand from the time ot 
us leaving his Majesty s ship Dover

After the bolts left the ship on the 
night of the 27th instant every pos 
sible exertion was made by lii^utenant 
Jeffnes in chirg to accomplish a 
landing before day break with a 
view of taking f irt Kayo Meirah by 
surprize finding however that so de 
desirable an object could not be effect 
ed I diiectcd him to proceed to Sasa 
(which IS Situated behind a point of 
land) where we landed without moles 
tation about seven A M Lieut Cbai les 
Forbes then moved forward with a 
party to occupy the heights where he 
remained until the gun and ainmuni 
|M(ix could be brought up thi 
iBsmea fatiguing ser\ice from the 
ftstpnesi of the hills and deep ra 
vines 

About noon after incredible labour 
we gamed a commanding position near 
the sea where we rested about two 
hours Having left a party here to 
keep up the communication with the 
•hip we proceeded on to^ occupy e 
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height said to command fort Ka}o 
Metrah and which was pointed out as 
the spot taken up by the English last 
war , but to our great mortification 
on ourg iniiig it we found that the 
trees had grown so much as to pre 
elude entirely our seeing the fort in 
the mean timeue perceived the flag 
of truce hoisted on board his Majesty s 
ship Dover 

Being determined in the event of 
the enemy s not agreeing to the sum 
mons to gam immednte possession of 
Fort Kayo Meirah I ordered 100 men 
with do iWe scaling ladders to be in rea 
diness to storm the moment 1 re 
ceived jour letter inclosing the govei 
nors refusal L proceeded on about 
seven oc'ock P M with this party 
keeping the island road afteradvancing 
some little waj I we found it impossi 
ble to proceed further ow ng to the 
iramerbe trees cut do\ n by the enemy 
and thrown across the road I then 
turned to the right after great labour 
reached the beach and about ten 
0 clock arrived within about 800 yards 
of the fort undiscovered We had not 
advanced flfty yards farther before the 
enemy s out sentry fired his musket 
Immediately after n detachment of the 
enemy with a brigade of guns flied 
a volley we now pushed forward 
keeping a Are of musketry on the de 
t ch inert outside which drove them off 

The fort now opened a very heavy 
fire of grape and musketry notwith 
standing which we crossed the ditch 
and placed the ladder on the flank of 
the bastion on the right of the bridge 
under a brisk fire from the opposite 
bastion Ihe walls were escahded 
and the fort taken instantly and an 
officer and sixty eight pnsonerssecured 

As soon as any light appeared the 
battery of Cot tab Parah opened a fire 
the distance however was too far to do 
any damage 

Understanding that it was ^ned to 
the rear I ordered lieutenant Corsham 
with a party to advance and endea 
▼our to gain poasession he was how 
aver obliged to return the enemy 
having turned six heavy guns and 
comnaenceda fire of grape In con 
^u«mceof your having communicated 


to me your mtenfiau of laying his Ma 
jesty s ship Dover alongside Kota Bara 
the strand batteries foitOiange and 
the town I directed lieutenant Cur 
sham again to advance with a six 
pounder and take advantage of )our 
fire The enemj in the aiurse ot the 
day threw up a bieast work across the 
road defended by two field pieces 
Lieutenant Cursham filed a few rounds 
from the six pounder idvanred and 
carried it then proceeded on and got 
po ses ion of Kota Bara (the enemy 
only fired one round) and turned the 
guns towards the strand battery and 
the town keeping up a lire until the 
flag of truce was hoisted 

I cannot express to you how much 
the service on this occasion was bene 
fitted from the exertions of the officers 
VIZ 1 eiutnant Feffenes of the rojal 
navy lieutenant Hicrginspn of the roj al 
marines and lieiutuants C Forbes and 
Cur ham of the Madras European 
regiment their bravery waseonspicu 
ous on every occasion and the success 
111 carrying the fort is entnely to be 
attributed to their gieat pre ence ot 
mind in conducting men in a dark night 
preventing confusion incidental on 
sUch an occasion and the gallant man 
ner in which they mounted the walls 
To the marines seamen detacbmeut 
of coast aitillery Madras European 
regiment and Ambojua corps every 
praise that tan be given to men is due 
The fatigue endured by the seamen 
in dragging the gun and bunging up 
the ammunition was great and the 
SIX seamen who csirned the ladder are 
deserving of notice

Jan I — Ihe right honounble go 
V Cl nor general gave a grand ball and 
upper to the settlement at the ban 
queting room of the government 
house the floor of which exhibited 
the arras of the honourable company 
surrounded by a broad border executed 
With the greatest taste and in the most 
correet style of drawing 
Ihe company began to assemble 
about ten o clock the arrual of lord 
Minto and lady Barlow was announced

The supper tables were laid in the 
gallery of the banqueting room and 
were covered with every luxury 
The room was extremely crowded on 
the occasion and the compain on st 
edot nearly the whole settlemei t 
Jan 2 — The Bellona of twenty 
eight guns captain Dupraj fell in 
with his Majesty s sloop of war Victor 
Captain Stopford on the second of 
November last near the sand heads 
and after an unequal contest of thirty 
mmutes the Victor was obliged to 


yield to the superior force of the 
enemy 

On the 19th of November the 
Bellona captured the Resolution Cap 
tain Purefoy bound from this port to 
C alcutta 

On the 22d at nine o clock in the 
evening the enemy fell in with the 
Portuguese frigate Minerva and an 
action commenced which lasted above 
an hour when the Bellona drew oft 
On the following morning being in 
Latitude 19 North the action recom 
menced and continued for minutes 
when the Minerva struck her co 
lours 

llie enemy captured also the Arab 
ship Fazeromany from Bengal and 
the admiral Drury from Escapilla to 
Calcutta 

Captain Dupraj on the 8tb of Dec 
in latitude 2 North longitude 90 East 
put 380 prisoners on board the latter 
ship ordering them to proceed to the 
nearest port and the whole reached 
point de Galle on the 15th ultimo

in full clwse of os At two P M 
on the 22d the breeze freshened 
and It was soon evident that the 
stranger was coming up with us We 
had been employed from day light 
making additional sails a large lower 
• eenng sail two royal ditto two water 
sails and a sprit sail which were set 
in the afternoon but not withstand 
mg the chase was gaming on us fast 
At 30 minutes past five P M the 
stranger hauled his head to the eist 
ward hoisted French colours and fired 
a gun which fell short of us At 
40 minutes past five P M the French 
man fired another gun which fell 
short of us about a c ible s length on 
our quarter The Frenchman having 
rounded to each time to fire gave us 
an advantage at least so far as to keep 
our distance till dark (as before firing 
lie was coming up with us fast ) At 
6PM after consulting \Aith the offi 
cers It was judged proper to lighten 
the ship which was done at 7 P M 
from the extremes of her by throw 
mg o/erboard part of the cargo The 
Frenchman was then within gunshot 
of us astern At 10 P M we ap 
peared to get from him 1 he wind 
then shifting we altered our course 
to S W bringing the wind on the 
starboard quarter which I considered 
to be our best point of sailing At 
midnight the Frenchman losing way 
with us At day light on the 23d 
the chase astern 4 miles At noon 
the Frenchman still in chase of us 
distant 5 miles At ll in the forenoon 
saw another sail on the larboard bow 
too far off to make out what she was 
At 10 minutes past 3PM the French 
man hauled down his steering sails and 
stood tq the wind on the lart^rd tack 
(after a chase of 50 hours ) as we 
suppose % chase of the ship seen 
from the mast head The vessel that 
chased us, is a long low ship, of 18 


or 20 guns her courses top sails and 
top gallant sail are much darker m 
the middle cloth than the other p irts 
of the sail} the topmast ani hucr 
steering sails are of the same daik 
coloured canvas Ms the middle clotlis. 
described — she is painted >Aith a 
dark bioad yellow side and shews hti 
poits in it and his a red vane at the 
main top gallant mast head low bow 
sprit and fl>mg jib boom At JO 
minutes past 5 P M saw the French 
man engaging the stranger in tho 
S h quarter

to regret that we were under the ne 
cessiiyof throwing ovei board anj pait 
of the cargo But I did not think it 
prudent to throw the guns overboard 
And the ship provision and water 
u IS so situated that could we have 
thiown It overboard with the same 
dispatch It would not have ac 
cekiited the ships sailing in the 
same degree My anxiety during 
the chase was very great and I have 
to commend m the highest mannei 
the conduct of Mr Wilson and Mr 
Plaram the chief and second mates 
for their exertion in making the new 
sails and for the attention they pud 
to the ship throughout the chase I 
had shaped a couise foi Madras and 
continued it till ifler dark that the 
Frenchman might suppose that I 
was going there to give information (o 
the ships of war — I tlynk as we 
brought him well over to the westward 
in the chase (in lat 14 24 longitude 
85° 20 East )that he will quit the bay 
I shall if an opportunity offers send 
a description of the ship to Madras 
and Bombay I should mention that 
every man was stationed to the guns 
and small arms and had the French 
man come alongside we should have 
endeavoured to have given him a warm 
reception 

The general court martial litely 
sitting at Bangalore has been dissolv 
ed And the officers who remain 
for trial on charges connected with 
the recent commotions on the coast 
are to be brought before the court 
martial, to assemble at Wallajah 
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bad of which Colonel Wilkinson is 
president

After the grand jury had been swoin 
the honorable Sii Fiancis Maenaghten 
addressed them in the follow mg terms 
Gentlemen of the ^rand jury 
Whatever we miy have to lament 
in the business which is lo come be 
fore us It cannot but afford us the 
greatest pleasure to find tiiat i sm^^lc 
offence does not appear to hive be n 
committed within the wide lang#^ of 
the Madras police 

My residence here has not been so 
Jong as to give me much expenenee 
and my illness since my arrival Ins 
prevented me from obtaining so much 
information as I otherwise might have 
had 

If the place had been disorderly 
we should nil have charged the police 
with the blame of it in common 
justice therefore they are entitled 
to our praise for its go<jd order — and 
if offences had been committed we 
must take it for granted that they 
would have been bi ought befoie us 
It 18 certainly a most extraordinniy 
ing and every body roust feel it to 
a most pleasing one that 111 a po 
pulation consisting of so many hun 
dreds of thousands not one offence 
in the course of three months should 
have been committed to call for the 
interference of the court in us cri 
minal jurisdiction 
There is a crime which was com 
muted in the neigbboCurbood of Can 
i]«nore that wiR be brought before 


you and whether it be considered 
with reference to the crime itself or 
in relation to the persons upon whom 
It IS clnig(.d is certainly of a very 
ahimmg natuie 

It IS the crime of robbery charged 
upon tworf the king s soldiers and 
g eitly a grivated by the cbiiactcr 
of the paities upon whom it is charged 
— lint the people under oni pi tec 
tu n should be despoiled c f their pro 
pcrly IS bad enough but tint they 
should be set upon ind robbed by 
those whose duty and piofession it is 
to act m their defence is infinitely 
worse 

But great as this offence is its mag 
nitude diminishes its colours fade away 
whtneompaied with those gratuitous 
murders hich have of late years stain 
ed and dis raced the reeoids of the 
c art — I kn w not how to speak ot 
them with adt quite abhonence al 
lh( ugh they arc nnh ippily even farm 
liai t > ns they ( annot hut shock the 
f cling ind confound tin sptcnlalions 
ot ever^ m m who he irs of them 

Aslicmicid s they arc in iiiectcfe 
fiance t( that acred code which has 
iht Almij^hty f ir it lutlior and man s 
salvation for its cni — Ihcy c umot be 
acccunted foi upon tht ground of 
frailty or a cribcd to am ot tl e hn 
man infirmities Ourhi tparentsgive 
a proof of the weakne st f ur nature 
— Ihey wcic tempted and they fell — 
Built was rcstiv ii for this age and 
for this country to exhibit to u a phe 
nomenon in vice— to set toith an ex 
ample of guilt in the ab tract and 
to shew us the perpetiation of the 
deepe t of crimes without the slightest 
of temptations 

When we look towaids those atro 
cious deeds we see them frightful 
from their deformity even is murders 
and horrible from the daikness with 
which they are surrounded in vain 
do we seek for light to direct us to a 
motive It is a crime which so far 
transcends all our notions of guilt 
that there is not in the human mind 
any standard or any scale by which 
its enormity can be measured 

In vain does philosophy explore the 
lieait of man^ in vain does memory 
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recur to history for its likeness It is 
lui generis It has no prototype 
no example It is only to be sought 
for in the regions of darkness whence 
conjecture will return sickened and 
stupified from the pursuit leaving 
it to the heart to teach us an ex tmple 
of the protoundest hunilit} b> in 
forming us that we partake of n com 
mon nature with such malefactors 

A case of homicide will now be 
laid bt tore you and if I am to judge 
from the informations it would be 
almost a contempt of the law even to 
tell you that it is ckarly a case of raur 
cler — It is as it is charged murdei 
compounded ot its strongest ingredi 
ents— most deliberately prepciiscd — 
wilful from malice alone — and mail 
Clous 111 the extreme with an entire 
concurrence of the will 

It didcr indeed from the cases of 
which 1 have spoken and ghres ujxin 
us with 1 hideousness p< culiai to it 
self— Its motive appears to have been 
the worst of human passions — revenge 
—and the only light it aftords resem 
hies that destructive file which teiri 
hes the soul as it strikes upon its c b 
ject— which only ghnccs through the 
jjloom or casts a coruscation into daik 
ness — I ike lightening to the benight 
ed traveller it shows us nothing but 
the blackness and the horrors of the 
scene 

I would not ha\ e you suppose gen 
tlemtn tint such guilt is to be taken 
for granted — God forbid ’ I state the 
crime to you as it appears charged in 
the informations — vou will take cue 
to keep the aei used and the accusation 
distinct from each other— the case will 
be laid before you and you will judge 
for ) ourselves — Upon the nature of 
the offence we must all agree — upon 
the nature of the evidence you will 
decide nn 1 ] fervently wish that some 
other d )uot may appear beside that 
which mu t necessarily arise in every 
good mind from the baic incredibility 
of such nefariousness 

An European and a native are said 
to have fallen by this act and a na 
live 18 said to have been the object 
of the robbety of which I have spo 
ken— You will I am sure, gcnilemeDi 


anticipate me in what I am about to 
say that from the defenceless state 
of the natives and their haripless con 
duct we ought to be particularly care 
ful in guarding them from wrrng — 
lhat we are bound by every pnncipL 
of policy as well as justice to attend 
to Iheir complaints and to redress their 
injuries liiey arc the subjects of 
England Ind we not their tyrants al 
though their rulers All government 
lb bottomed upon tl e recij rocal duties 
of obedience and protection and it 
we expect then submission we must 
yield them our protection

expiration of the second day the Be 
gum ordered the prime minister and 
commandant of artillery to be arrested 
and confined This unexpected order 
was earned into instant execution and 
those two confidential officers were 
loaded with chains and closely confined 
On the following day it was gene 
rally known that the Begum and 
Ameer Cawn had come to terms and 
that the arrest of the two principal of 
ficers had been ordered to pri vent their 
making any ^ttempt to set aside the 
negotiation that had been concluded 
and in this way the new arrangement 
was broUf^ht about without blushed 
or opposition Holkars troops were 
greatly in arrear at that time and 
Ameer Cawn proposed that they should 
be immediately paid up a proposition 
which gained him favour with the 
army On the day following he made 


a visit of ceremony to the Begum and 
was conducted into Holkars apart

Having thus detailed the particulars 
of this unfor unate business I now 
beg leave to perform as far as I am 
able by far the most pleasing part of 
my duty which is to do justice to those 
who so ably supported me on this occa 
Sion but any language of mine must 
give a V 617 faint idea of their merits

the president in council has immc 
diately acted by removing me from 
my situation in council by appointing 
me to be senior member under conn 
cil of the revenue board 

In the intended paragiaph of the 
honourable court it is clearly and 
distinctly expressed that I was not to 
be included in the new conmiissi n ot 
government wl ich is to be issued 
for the goveriuncnt c f this piesideney 
and that the honourable c ourt has been 
graciously pleased to appoint me to the 
hrst situ Un n under council at the 
revenue boaid but with all due sub 
mibhion to the resolution of govern 
meet I hope I may be allowed re 
spectfully to state th t this lesolution 
does not appear to me to be in con 
formity to the order of the honourable 
court as you have expressed m your 
letter because the late cummumca 
tion only announces an inten ion but 
conveys no older for cariying it m 
to immediate effect that such com 
munication of an intention caniu t 
be construed into the nature of an 
order and does not in the common 
construction of language impose any 
obligation until the receipt of the order 
which 18 announced^ and which can 
only then operate to the accomplish 
nient of the objects the court bad 
in view I may further hope to be 
permitted to remark, that thu antici 


pation of an intention maybe prodoc 
tive of public inconvenience or em 
barrassment should circumstance* 
intervene to produce a change in the 
resolution of the honourable court 
between the notification of the inten 
tion and the issuing of the order 
I trust I am not guilty of presump

orders should fall upon me, with 
out some pievious intimation of their 
intention These effecu which it is 
probable the communication of the

tmue to feel in their full force 
It 18 incumbent on e\eiy man to

Ihe first account I received of a 
revolu^oqjliaving taken phee it Mand 
vie in favour of a mnssulraan was 
on the 10th inst TIk cit) soon rung 
with the same In the evening She 
vanund a brother of the vizier of 
MdndHIjie fled into town with the 
news of Sookanund the vizier hiving 
been killed by the Boiahs at the in 
stij^alion of a wild hakir named Ub 
dul Rehman and the rijah put to 
flight he believed to mother small 
position of his near Lolsaur named 
l|rdie 

In three days afterwaids I received 
a letter (No 1 ) from the faquir stil 
mg himself Meeii Sahib desiring me 
to pay the bearer by name Soolimaun 
three hundred rupees or quit Surat 
Soolimaun had remained gt Boodhan 
in thfl> Mandvie district and sent the 
Irilter by a cooly whom tor the pre 
sent 1 ordered into confinement A 
igreat number of people hai|i quitted 
the City to join this fanatic and the 
Mahbtnedans generally began to as 
sume a \ery threatening iir 
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On the 15 th the day preceding the 
£de 1 faqu r from Boodban was taken 
up and three accomplices of the city 
The taquirf who called himself Syud 
peer Shah acknowledged his coming 
into the city from Boodhan with a 
messag (No 2 ) from Mean Ubdul 
Rehman ^aheb (the fanatic) to Syud 
Hada (of the Adawlut) desiring him 
to represent to me that in the \ w 
Testament the name of Ahmud that was 
wiittenwis hi and therefore to ac 
knowledge him or depart 
The next day which was the Ede 
I attended the ceremony It was 
marked by the absence of the general 
number of Mahometans parading on 
the occasion and an evident ftar in the 
Hindoos who had been very generally 
threatened by the circumcised tribe 
Appearances gathered weight num 
bers h id left this city and Ranit to 
repair to Boodhan those m the town 
began to assail the Hindoos with the 
cry of Deen and thae was every 
cause to suppose from tne expressions 
of Ubdul llehman that he was intent 
upon bringing about a revolution in the 
city 

By the 17th two Borahs of Bood 
han were sent to me b} the Kazy 
with a letter (No 3 ) they had bioiight 
to him from the fanatic and one to me 
desiring me to accept the religion of 
Mahomet retire or fight 

Ihe best part of this and the follow 
ing day was taken up in collecting in 
formation which all bespoke the ie 
tcrmined resolution of the f inatic and 
the hearty concurrence of his brother 
Mahometans to tr> a revolution heic 
when I resolved to take the sudden 
step of seizing him 

About two o clock I imparted this 
(No 4 ) to colonel Keith who ap 
proved the measure and as the secur 
mg this insurgent faqilir who from 
the best intelligence had not left Bood 
han during the change of government 
was the primary object two troops 
of cavalry were ordered to proceed 
by night ^ui order to invest place 

and get hold of him if they could 
o bar his departure till the arrival of 
four companies of infantry Captain 
Cunningham who commanded the in _ 
VoL 12 t 
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fantrj Dunjee Shah Behramund Khan 
a vakeel of the rnjab of Mandvic 
and four couts attended them 

The dragoons armed about day 
light at Boodhan Dhunjee Sb h 
was among the first over the iivcr 
and endeavoured to pie\ail on the 
Faquir to surrender himself but wis 
killed in the attempt with the njah s 
vakeel and some others neat him 
A furious engagement ensued be 
twixt the people ind troops in v huh 
the former h d recourse to every spt 
cits of sorcery and madness and left 
nearly two hundred dead on the fid 1 
Ihe cavalry lost a corporal and two 
privates and several horses ind saw 
the town in flimes when they ramo 
away Shortly aftti their d partite 
the infantiy unitr captain ( tinning 
Inm nntttd the attack to the de 
structiou of many m le and iiiiongst 
them tilt. 1 inatic hunself Lbdul Fell 
man who had I ecu wouiukd by the 
clrigooiis indtiktfi rcrugtvsith c\c 
lal more in a bhek luith s hut Ihe 
rajah had been two or three lajsoii 
fined by him but h id made bis esenpu 
the mom mg of the attack it was 
not known whither The w»0th icgi 
ment was ordered on to M uidv le ind 
the religious e niiuotion \ as by llie 
death of Ubdul Rehman totall) ilhvcd 
On the 22d we received u counts 
of the fill of Mindvic md thitthe 
njal* was m the camp GciiLril 
Abercrombie arrived about four o clock 
in the afternoon of the el ij the reports 
befoie mentioned were soon eon 
firmed with accounts of the Arabs 
having, fired the town and gc ne oft 
with much treasure The w»6th regi 
ment was ordeitd m with the two 
eighteens and the rajah invited to 
accompany them 

On the 27th the rajah himself 
arrived and paid me a visit on the 
28 ih He 18 about five and thirty of 
large bulk with much good nature 
and few words

It a| pears that a dead Chinese had 
been found m Hog Lane and that 
there were tremendous wounds on the 
body but it h id more tlie appeal ince 
of having been inflicted after death 
thari before and that the witne es 
bi ought foi ward on the occasion were 
of the lowest and most abandoned 
description and fiom the nature of 
their te timony there was eveiy r a 
son to believe they had been taught

Hugh Maclean a matrrss of artillery 
m the seiviee of iht honoi able company 
on the Bombay estibh hment wis 
indicted for the muidei ol Pitrick Co 
Holly mother mitri ss on the 8th July 
near the fort < f Malln 

Jt appeared in evidence that on 
♦heeveimig 1 the day oi which the 
{)\ \ of Millia bad been sogdiantly ta 
ken by storm the pusuner aud the 


deceased had quarrelled and fought^ 
that the deceased being the stronger 
man of the two had got the better of 
the piisoner that the prisoner after 
the scuiBe was over had gone to the 
guard room which was distant about a 
hundred yards had taken a bayonet 
thence which he concealed under some 
part of bis dress had returned to the 
place where Conolly was and enga 
ging in a second scuffle with Conolly 
gave him the mortal wound with the 
bayonet of which he died He was 
found guilty but being recommended 
to mercy by the jury was sentenced 
to be timsportei for seven years to 
ISew South Wales 

James Aheriie a matross of artil 
leiy in the same service was indicted 
for the wilful murdei ot Dhurma

The prisoner had been on guard at 
the Bazar gate of Bombay on that 
day on 1 is return to his quarters he 
bad unfortunat ly got intoxicated and 
on the road he met with the horse 
keeper of an officei carrying his mas 
lys swoid ■which he wrested from 
him He proceeded on his way till 
be came near the Chokce where the 
deceased was sitting when wUnout 
any provocation having been given 
he assaulted the sepoy and struck him 
several blows with the swoid one ot 
which inflicted a wound of great length 
and depth on the skull which entered 
the brain and was the cause ot his 
death 

The prisoner who had been followed 
all along by the horse keeper was af 
ter this traced by him 11 to a Parsec 
liquor shop where with the assistanct 
of two H ndoos the sword was for 
cibiy taken from him The prisoner 
escaped but he was the next morn 
mg recognised on parade by the horse 
keeper and the Hindoos and accord 
ingly taken into custody He attempt 
ed to prove an alibi in defence but 
failed and the honorable the recorder 
passed sentence of death m nearly tb# 
following terms 

James Aherne —You have been 
convicted of a murder in many of its 
circumstances ot a highly aggravated 
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nature The man whom you murder 
edwas unoffending and incapable of 
resistance —As far as m you lay you 
dishonoured the names of a soldier 
and a Briton both which honourable 
names ought to have reminded yoj 
that you were sent into this country to 
protect not to destroy the lives of its 
innocent inhabitants You must not 
deceive yourself so far as to imagine 
that these names are nojv any recom 
mendition lo the lenity of this court 
There may be countries so unlnp 
py as in the administration of justice 
to prefer their countrymen to stran 
gets The com ts of your country hav e 
for ages bttn pure from the suspicion 
of such abcminations and we dale not 
wish the prevalence of them amonp* 
our worst enemies as a puni hment of 
their off nces 

1 hit ) ou ire a Rritish soldier that 
the mm lered man is a defenceless m 
tive of Inch i unknown to us even by 
name are the c rcumstances which 
call tor all the seventy ol justice 

We can discover no circumstance 
of mitigalKU in your ca e whub c n 
be mentioned here without ippeir 
mg to sanction principles in the utmo t 
degree perilous to society Tlie state 
of your mind when you committed 
this dreadful act may be an available 
plea before the tribunal that will judge 
the heart but it cannot be here re 
cognized by us who judge outwaid 
actions with a view only to the safety 
of men and the peace of the commu 
nity 

It remains therefore that I advise 
to employ the short remainder 
of jour life in humble efforts to purify 
your heart from those disorderly and 
malignant prions which have brought 
you to an untimely end and thus 
qualifying yourself for that happiness 
which the benevolence of God will 
assuredly bestow on all his creatures 
who are capable of enjoying it 
The recorder then pronounced the 
usual sentence of death to be exe 
cuted on Monday the 28th of May

been enga^^ed as a guide and who 
conducted them as fu is the vilhge of 
Mundulgeem vihere (hey rern lined 
one night the follow iiig day th y 
marched again and hilled without the 
Milage ot Mundulche wlcrc they 
remained one ni^ht H) I r the guide 
is said to have secietly communicated 
to Kulb All Rlnn hilce the intelli 
gence of thtir ain\ il iliere 

Sboitly aftei the party was met by a 
few of Kulb All Kh in hor emen 
who told them that the Khan wi at 
the head and dcsirtd a Pi heu h wl ich 
the gentlemen readily agreed to give 
him while they were talking the 
Kh in came up accompanied by twenty 
ore horsemen and behaved \eiypo 
litely to the gentlemen say mg lint he 
would set them on ih ir roa 1 and 
requested their company to his pljce 
of encanipmen when they weie no 
sooner alighted than he fell upon them 
Captain Grant reeeived a mortal 
wound fiom a cirbine ball while 
mounting his horse tlie rest surren 
dered after the Khan hid seirched 
their baggage he bound the only 
chri tians of the party namely Mr 
Fothenngham and his Armeni in ser 
vant a cook and a syce and was pro 
ceed ng to put them to death they 
pBered a thousand sequins each for 
their ransom which was refused 1 he 
Khan desired them to become Mussul 
men they said they would provided 
he took an oath to let them go after 
wards on their way , without making 


any reply he bound their hands be 
hind then and shot them one after the 
other — ^The above account is principal 
ly taken from the report made to a 
person who had been dispatched by 
Mr Rich to a small town on the 
frontier to negotiate with Kulb Ah 
Khin for the release of the gentlemen , 
their melancholy fate not having been 
at first known This person on his 
ariival at Bedne found captain Grant s 
Hmdoostanee servant with some others 
who had escaped Ihis account cor 
responds nearly with that received at 
laheran from the Persian Prince at 
Kermanshaw t 

The iccount however given by the 
guide wJio is directly charged with 
treachery m the account from Ker 
nianshaw and who is also strongly 
suspected of It by Mr Fich \aries in 
some respect from this He says that 
when they had j^ot ibove a day s jour 
ney from Mond li he wanted to take 
captain Grant by a more direct and 
safe route but that captain Grant 
pull \ out a p per on which wa# 
sketclied his route and insisted on 
goi inrough the mountains to Ker 
tiimabad Ihe guide leprcseuted to 
him the dangers and almost impossi 
bility of ih It loute as they must pass 
througli a dc hie infested by a robber 
meaning Kulb Ah Khan who would 
It lea t stiip them and make them pri 
soners Captain Grant however re 
mimed deaf to hi lemonstrances and 
at last oblijjcd him to accompany him , 
on arriviiij^ at the defile Kulb Ah 
Ivhm met them and in an instant 
ins people weie mixed with cip 
lain Gi ml escort The guide called 
out to captain Grant not to fire and 
there would be no harm done but at 
that moment captain Grant snapped a 
pi tol at the Kh in which was returned 
by a hot from a carbine that struck 
captain Grant in the lower part of the 
belly and he instantly fell to the 
ground the guide says he himself 
was severely wounded and had 
one of his cars cut off Mr Fother 
ingbam and the rest of the party were 
not hurt and the Khan took them all 
away with them The guide had not 
made bis appearance at Bagdad whicb^ 
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cumstances bad induced Mr Rich to 
take steps to have him seized

Peishwa the royal salute was not fired 
till after the troops had marched round 
in order of review and his highness 
retired to his tent conveniently placed 
for hi^ viewing the whole field to ad

On his highness quitting the ground 
a little before sunset a royal salute 
from the held pieces concluded the 
business of the day 

The troops made a fine appearance 
the held return stated 2IO9 piesent 
The movements were beautiful the 
wheelings perfect the distances well 
preserv d the coverings correct and 
the firings close md excellent 
The whole performance eminently 
displayed the high stale of discipline in 
which the brigade is and the remark 
once made by general Floyd after a re 
view of a crack corps of Native in 
lamry on the Madras establishment is 
justly applicable to the Poonah bn 
gadc It IS in a fit state to be pre 
seated to either friend or foe

An act of liberality on the part of a 
respectable native merchant of this 
place Taun Koo Syyd Hussain does 
very great credit to his character and 
deserves to be known 
Uaderstanding that his most gracious 
Majesty had entered upon nil 73d 


year and wishing, on that auspicious 
day to evince his gratitude to the go 
vernment under which he had lived for 
many years he ordered a sum of hove 
(KXX) Spanish dollars upwards of 
1 5001 terhng to be paid towards the 
liquidation of tlie debts of the several 
prisoners then in gaol on executions 
The sum was sufficient todisclnrge the 
whole as well tho e from the court of 
judicatuie as fiom the small debt 
court 

It was extremely pleasing to an hu 
mane mind to observe the gratitude 
shewn by the debtors (some of whom 
hid been imprisoned for small sums for 
several years) on their unexpected en

In the course of the forenoon of 
the 1 9 th Januaiy while the ship Olivia 
wasjying at anchor in the Macao 
Road there had been two eompra 
dort boats with fruit vegetables &c 
alongside the whole of which being 
purchased they returned to the shore 
At noon three boats of the same de 
scnpiion were observed standing to 
^ ards the vessel with a light air at this 
time the people on board were all em 
ployed shifting cargo and trimming 
ship between decks a sentinel and 
a seacunnie only remaining on deck 
When the boats were within a quarter of 
a mile distance captain Stewart happ'^n 
luckily to go on deck, haying nosus^ 


picion of their being Ladrones Shortly 
after the ne rest boat commenced 
pulling at least fiora 20 to 30 oirs 
directly for the Olivia Captain Stew 
art then was alarmed ind ndered 
his people to their quarters those m 
the boat on seeing fhi 1 iv up m their 
oars and hailed the ship to km v if 
she wanted a eompndore At this tima 
it was plainly perceived she was full 
of armed men liosvever observing 
that the crew were on their guard 
and being informed they would not 
be permitted to approach the ship 
rowed once round her at the distance 
of a cable s length taking particular 
notice of the guns, which wore kept 
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to bear upon them as well as they 
could be directed one man in the 
boat had apparently a new spy glass 
With which he seemed to view the 
ahip minutely Three junks were 
now seen standing out of theTypa 
after whom the boats gave chase 
and in the course of an hour at the 
distance of a league from the Olivia 
after a smart action captured them 
they then stood away with their prizes 
to the eastward as wa supposed to 
join their consorts thirteen sail of 
which were then in sight in the N 
i. quarter 

Macao Jpri I iUh 1810 

There is not at this m iment a 
single vessel of any description at 
Whampoa a ciuumstance which 
has not occurred before fc r m uiy jears 
It would be fortunate should there 
be no arrivals for three or four months 
to come as in that cise the stock of 
Opium and cotton now on hand would 
be sold By constant arrnals our 
market is kept fluctu^iting and the 
Chinese have less confidence m their 
purchasers 

Opium has declined to from 1060 
to 1000 dollars per chest 

A proclamation has been issued at 
Canton commanding all the n itions of 
the earth to import rice into the Chinese 
empire Copies of this proclamation 
have been sent round to Bengal It 
establishes certain regulations with 


respect to the delivery and specifies 
the price which the importers may 
expect to receive but it does not 
guarantee that price 

The terms on which the late ar 
rangement with two of the principal 
Ladrone chief i iins had been concluded 
do not appear to have been remaikably 
honourable to the celestial dynasty nor 
very well calculated to secure the 
permanent tranquillity of the empire 
Both squadrons had indeed been os 
tensibly surrendered to the government 
of Canton — but it was stipulated 
iga tlatthi Ladrc lies should not be 
dispossessed of their vessels but that 
their commander Coke ho Foy should 
become forthwith the admiral in chief 
of the Chiiuse fleets and should 
dir ct their operations against the other 
Lad ones whe still persevered in re 
hellion 

In consequence of the alarm excited 
by the great strength and the grow 
ing spirit of enteri nze displ yed by 
the Ladi ines prev lous to thi adjust 
ment it appears that the Poituguese 
government at Micao had become 
doubtful of their own security and 
had applied for a reinforcement of 
troops to their neighbours at Ma 
nilla A Spanish detachment was 
embarked accordingly and arrived 
at Macao in the Portuguese ship Diana 
on the 10th of March

the r 9 yal family of Portugal to the Bra 
zil orders had been sent out to take 
the Portuguese settlements in the east 
(afterwards countermanded) by force 
jf necessary except Macao which 
was not to be taken without (he con 
currence of the Chinese and it was 
imagined that the Chinese would wil 
iingly accept of our assistance to re 
pel a hostile attack of the French on 
the settlement if that should be M 
tempted The governor general was 
apprized by the committee of super 
cargoes at Canton that the French 
were preparing to attack the place, 
and that it might be taken possession 
of by us with the concurrence of the 
Chinese as he understood It was ne 
ceslary to act immediately without 
for Anrtber orders UAd the 


governor sent admiral Drury who 
acted in concert with the supercargoes 
till they were convinced that further 
perseverance would be useless He 
conceived that no blame attached to 
the governor general or the admiral 
He agreed with the honourable gen 
tleman as to the importance of preset 
ving our Chinese commerce — but un 
der all the circumstances he thought 
there was no occasion for these pa 
pers which were very voluminous

Monday May 14 th 
EAST INDIA COMPANY 
Mr Astell presented a petition from 
the East India company which was 
received and read — It was of con 
siderable length and took a retrospec 
live view of thoooimecuon between 
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the India coanpany and the British 
government since the year 179 ^ 
stating that upon the expences pro 
duced by several expeditions which 
had been undertaken debts were in 
curred on both side which were 
never deal ly balanced and liquidated 
but that a considerable balance was 
due to the company which they now 
pia}ed to have examined by the 
house and any balance that might ap 
pear due to them paid 

Leave was given to present a pe 
tition pursuant to the prayer of this 
petition which was accordingly pre 
sented and read and Mr Astell mo 
\ed that it be referred to the commit 
tee appointed to consider of the affairs 
of the East India company 

Mr Creevey rose to offer some 
observations upon the statements al 
Jeged in this petition It stated that 
the government was in debt to the 
East India company on account 6i 
the expences incurred in the last war 
but their account was referred to a 
committee in they ar 1805 who re 
ported that the amount of the ba 
lance then due to the company was 
2 300 OOCl Out of this they were 
paid two millions and there still re 
mained a balance in their favour of 
300 OOOl But in the next year the 
company produced a new statement 
in which they swelled this balance to 
1 500 0001 making their original claim 
instead of 2 300 OOOl 3 800 OOOl He 
denied that such a thing ought to have 
been done it was done however and 
now they came foiward with a new 
claim for l goO OOOl alleged to be 
due on this stale account 1 hey seem 
ed totally to forget that in fact the 
public owed them nothing He could 
easily understand that wanting this 
sum they preferred claiming it as a 
debt to asking for it in any other 
shape because if it was granted to 
them in the shape of a debt it would 
be got by a single motion whereas in 
any other way the progress would be 
circuitous and liable to be impeded 
by much discussion It was now just 
four years since any discussion of the 
company s affairs took place in that 
house for they had been now four 


years without bringing forward any 
budget although they had in sue 
cesBive years claimed and obtained 
large sums in advance on pretence 
of answering the exigencies of the 
moment Ail in fact that parlia 
ment knew of the £as India company 
for the last four years was from its 
petitions on their jourmls In (he 
year 1607 a bill pa sed for enabling 
them to boriow 2 000 0001 In the 
following year another bill passed for 
enabling them to raise I 000 OOOl 
they stated again last year that they 
wanted anotfcr 2 000 OOOl to meet 
the exigencies cf the occasion and 
yet another session had passed without 
their submitting to the house any ge 
neral state of their affairs owing to 
the want of which it was impossible 
for the house to come to a full and fair 
discussion upon a subject so imnoit 
ant He considered the present claim 
as one of the most pieposteious that 
ever was offered to parliament and be 
trusted the house would grant the 
company nothing until a full account 
of the state of thtir affairs was pro 
duced and investigated The Jaw 
positively required that before any 
dividend was made of their profits 
they should clear their accounts with 
the public and yet although no

Mr Grant said there was one to 
pic from which the honorable gentle 
men generally abstained when speak 
mg of the affairs of the company 
namely the ju tice due to them He 
(Mr Grant) however would mam 
lain that the} bad a just claim to a 
ver) considciable balance in their fa 
vour and that the true balance due to 
them in 1 808 was 1 500 OOOl and that 
the company had never acceded to 
the stitement as laid down by the 
honorable gentleman Ihey desired 
only to appeal to the justice of the 
bouse they asked only a fair exami 
nat on of their accounts and if any 
balance should appear due to thei% 
2 
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that they might receive it It was 
said on a lecent oc asiou that the 
doors of that house should be opened 
^Vlde to petitions and he hoped the 
India company were as fairly entitled 
to the extension of such in indulgence 
as any other description of people If 
any money was due to them it ought to 
be paid The honorable gentleman 
he was sure would not contend that 
no balance u as due and he trusted 
the House of Commons would not close 
Its cais against just claims odered in 
respectful language

The Chamellor of the hxchiquer 
in answer to some illusion from Mr

countrj at large would favour it but

They made no objection ti the f i 
xner settlement and if that was thur 
opinion at the time he did not see

cause It would be a useless waste of 
the time of the house to occupy its 
attention with any part of the qnes 
tion until th t committee shall have

Mr Grant said that the sales in 
Leadenhill stieet were much quick 
ened b} the Americans retiring from 
the trade and w ithdrawing then com 
petition The honorable gentleman 
was totally mistaken if he supposed

Mr Dundas stated the causes of the 
difficulties in which the company found 
Itself the eh lel of which was thenum 
bei of bills presented in this country 
for payment upon their India debt 
It had been the object of the company 
however to confin# their loans in In 
dm to then surplus revenue there and 
they had succeeded to a considerable 
extent in Madras and Bombay but 
theie were no accounts from Bengal 
to shew how the plan answered there 
But a complete account of all their 
debts would be laid before the bouse 
next session It had ne\ er been ex 
pected that these debts could be dis 
charged out of then commercial pro 
fits here 1 he India debt contracted 
in the acquisition of territory ought 
to be dinged on the territorial reve 
iiue The house had been in the ba 
bit of extending relief to merchants 
but the coippany would have been 
able to meet all their late immense 
losses in trade had it not been for 
these India bills He proposed tomov# 
an issue of one and a half million m 
exchequer bi Is lor the relief of Ike 
ci mpany which would be made pay 
able in time to btiug (he company! 
afaiis under dticussion some time 
II xt session — Th re ex st d i>uffici 
ent security for this m their tWefc la 
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trade and the debt would be liquida 
ted by the company deiittying certain 
naval expences in the East Indies hi 
therto detrayed by the crown Mr 
D then adverted to the wars in which 
the company had been engaged whi h 
had occasioned the deficit in their re 
venue compared with their expendi 
ture But there was now a prospect 
of their being able considerably to re 
duce their military establishment He 
further stated that the government 
bad called upon the company to give 
licen es toi individual trade to Africa 
the Red Sea and Southern Continent 
of Ameiica The house however 
would have a future opportunity of 
regulating the India trade in whatever 
manner should appear most proper 
He concluded by moving as above 
that one million and a half of exche 
quer bills &c 

Mr Creevey stated that he had 
little confidence in the security pri f 
feied for this sum It was remarkc^bie 
that as to India the honoiable gen 
tlerran had only been able to shew a 
decrease ot deficit— he had said no 
thing of surplus He contendei in 
opposition to the last spe iker that in 
crease of investment was not necessa 
nly a source of piotir Whcic the 
trade w as a losing one it was a mean 
of Joss and he referred to loid Min 
to s letter 10 shew how the m uter stood 
in the present instance The compa 
ny had comp etely failed in their en 
gagements to the ^xiblic and instead 
of nine millions which they ought 
to have paid by this time they had 
only paid 500 OOOl 

Mr Dundas observed that the af 
fairs of the company could not be 
considered as a mere mercantile con 
cem 1 hey were not to be considered 
as bankrupt because their commer 
ctal profits here could not answer the 
India bills It might as well be said 
that this country was bankrupt be 
cause It could not at once discharge a 

^ebt of eooooooort 

A member whose name we could 
not learn stated that he bad a letter 
from India stating puk instance of bad 
^tthm the company in regard to a 
lean contracted there It was of tbe 


last importance to preserve tbe codfi 
dence of the natives and be confes 
Bed that the letter m questlbn had al 
most destroyed the lemains of con 
fidence which he had had in the sta 
bilii) of the company 
Mr Dundas stated that the trans 
action in question was now under in 
ve tigation 

Mr G Johnstone supported the 
motion although he considered it per 
fectly delusive to argue that the affairs 
oi the Fast India company were in 
a flourishing state With respect to 
tbe alleged reduction of the military 
force in India it wa impossible in 
asmuch as it was now scarcely suffi 
cient for the protection of the tern 
tones subject to the company 

Mr Grant denied that the allega 
lions relative to the insolvency of the 
tompan) wer in any degree bonie 
out by the act although it was ma 
niftst that the general circulation of 
such rumours both wi hin and with 
out those walls was above all other 
ciicumstances calculated to produce 
riuich ot the evil which it was only 
alkctcd to picdict It \ as no proof 
that because the coffers of tbe com 
pany at home iii conseque ce of their 
commercial and poliucal exertions 111 
India were not lull that therefore 
the ap|)!ication to the country for an 
advauc of a certain sum was insol 
vency Had n )t at various tunes great 
chartered bolus made stub ipplica 
tions to the House of Commons ^ 
Did not the Bank of England do so 
and would it be contended that such 
an act fully illustrated the insolvency 
of that corporation ^ 

After some further observations 
from lord Morpeth and Mr Prendcr 
gast the committee divided when the 
numbers were —

EAST INDIA COMPANY S 
SERVICE 

On the motion of Mr Dundas the 
house went into a committee on the 
East India recru ting bill 

Sir Henry Montgomery rose in 
pursuance of tbe notice he gave on 
tbe second reading of this bill to 
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j)ropose a clause to regulate the rank 
of the officers m the company s army 
With those of his majesty which 
would at once put an end to the dts 
contents and heart burnings that had 
strtong agitated the army in India and 
w6uld if not fixed on fair military 
principles one day or other occasion 
the loss of that most valuable part of 
the British empire By a clause in 
the mutiny act for the government 
of the army of the East India com 
pany passed in the year 1753 and 
continued by the articles of war pub 
lished annually by the king it is 
directed (said Sir H ) that officers of 
the king s army when on duty with 
those of the company shall lake rank 
and precedence without reference to 
the date of commission or in other 
words that the oldest general colo 
nel major or captain in the company s 
army although of ten years m that 
rank i to be commanded by an of 
ficer of equal rank in his majesty s 
army promoted yesterday It must 
be recollected that although such a 
distinction might have been very pro 
per fift} seven yeais ago when this 
act passed — when the officers in the 
company s army were few and still 
fewer of them regularly bred to the 
military life jet of late years 
It has become a regularly organized 
aimy of nearly as great a magnitude 
as his majesty s army annually voted 
by the house and that it has produc 
cd and does at this moment consist 
ofj as many distinguished and valua 
ble officers as any in the world I 
think It IS not an unreasonab e thing 
which I ask that as subjects ana 
sonants of the same state they should 
be put on an equality of rank when on 
duty together The right honourable 
gentleman at the bead of the board 
of rontroul will I know tell me as 
he did the other night th ro is no sort 
of occasion to repeal thi clause for 
the king was graciou ly pleased in 
the year 1737 to promise that brevet 
commissions in his army should be 

{ rantedHo the offiipers la the company s 
irvice which had put them on an 
equal footing in respect to rank but 
surely the right honourable gentleman 


mpst know that his majesty s most 
gracious intention in this respect has 
not been complied with for the last 
ten years and that there is not an of 
ficer in the company s army save 
those who have been promoted in the 
general brevet at home that have ever 
receded a commission If the right 
honourable gentleman does not know 
1 can tell him and the house that 
very many unpleasant discussions have 
taken place on this point between the 
king s and company s officers of late 
and It IS mj firm belief that nothing 
less than what I now propose will 
put a stop to them in future or secure 
that harmony which 1 think ought to 
prevail between soldiers and fdlow 
subjects serving their sovereign and 
country Can the right honourable 
gentleman and the house believe that 
even Ind his majesty s most gracious 
intention been cained into effect the 
article to which I object would not 
still be considered as degrading to the 
feelings of the officers in the com 
pany s ai my > But Sir what would 
be their feelings m case it should be 
found necessary to employ in India 
any of the many foreign corps now 
in the service ^ The officers of these 
corps are entitled as the act now 
stands to claim the same superiority of 
rank over the company s army and 
I would ask the house if this is to be 
endured ^ I have also to call the atten 
tion of the right honourable gentle 
man to another subject which I 
mentioneu the other n ght that is the 
restriction of rank of the company s 
army to major general I wish always 
to speak of his majesty s army and 
the foreign troops in his service as 
1 feel with perfect respect But when 
I see on the list of the army two lieu 
tenant generals Count de Meuron 
and Baron Hompesch I cannot see 
any sufficient reason why major gene 
rals in the company s army with bre 
vets from the king s should not be pro 
moted to a higher rank No m^n 
thinks more highly of Sir Samuel Ach 
muty than I do , nor as I said before 
do I think there was so proper a per 
son to be found for the very important 
station to which he has been sent, 
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but I Btill asseit that he has had local 
rank given him contrary to the 
lations made with the company s army 
in 17 q 6 that although local rank was 
to be given to the commandeth in 
chief at tlie different presidcncieb it 
was only intended to entitle them to 
a larger staff and to the consequent

eluded from dividing the sum then 
permitted by law of eight per cent 
on their capital stock till they had 
provided for the cut rent payment of 
interest out goings and other ex 
pdnees they m the year after the 
passing of that act petitioned to be 
empowered by law to divide the said 
sum of eight per cent per annum 
notwithstanding Ibat their net profits 
fell short of what was becessarj to 
discharge suqh a dividend by twenty

that many had been dismissed without 
any reason being assigned or without 
their having an opportunity of being 
heard iii their defence I his was i c 
believed quite contrary to the pi ctici 
of the com|{>any and to the rights of 
their servants whether civil or mill 
tary he had heard that the onl} rea 
son assigned in such cases was that 
it was not expedient and that 
every thing which in the least opposed 
the will of Sir George Barlow was 
called an obstruction to the govern 
inent 

Sic John ArJ'itruther observed that 
irregular discussions on India subjects 
might be productive of great mischief 
as the speeches which were published 
circulated in India often for months 
before the account of the regular dis 
cussion on full information and by 
this means great mischief was pro 
duced He could not plead total igno 
ranee on this subject and he wou’d 
take upon himself to assert that when 
the papers should be before the Hou e 
he would make it appear that the 
greatest praise was due to Sir G Bariow 
for the talents courage and aeal which 
he shewed in the suppression of the 
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mutiny and that no part of his con 
duct from the beginning to the end 
tibntri bated at al^to cause the mutin> 
One gentleman bid stated pretty 
broadly tliat Sir George Barlow had 
punished men for their j|pnduct on 
juries in the state prosecutions It 
those men committed any thing impro 
per afterwards it was not to be sup 
posed that tlicir having been on a juiy 
was to be a full indemnity Some 
were piomoted and he believed the 
very secretary of his government had 
bei n one ol those juror As to sortie 
ofheers having been dismissed without 
anv particuhi cau e assigned thit was 
a power without which no military 
government could exist and he be 
Jicvcd fh It m every country the 
supreme head of the government had 
a power of disniissing any particular 
officer without assigning a specific 
reason 

Sir H Mmt ornery could not help 
observing that the leflcctionsca t by 
a riejht hou gentleman (Mr Wallace) 
on the character of a most respectable 
friend ot l\is nownomoit w is both 
unhandsome ind iinju t He (Sir 
Henry) had the happiness to know 
Mr Roebuck intiniatcl/ wrtli for many 
jeais and he could assure tlic i Ion c 
that m the circle in which he moved 
theie was not to be found a man moie 
esteemed and lie believed fbeie is 
not a bettei or a moie honourable man 
existing in this or a i) country in the 
world and in opposition to the state

val at Madras Now he would take 
upon bun to say that from the dis 
tance of lord Mmto from the station 
that cause could not ha\e any influ 
ence The real causes of the sup 
pression of the mutiny were that the 
officeis of the Madras army found 
their principal stay and reliance which 
was upon the native officers and men 
fail them When they discovered that 
the nati\e troops would not stick to 
them and that sir George Barlow was 
a man of much more vigour and reso 
lution than they had expected to find 
him they became weaiy of ihe mutiny 
Mr Creejey in reply said that he 
had been charged with having acted 
unfai ly m making those statements 
when it was understood that his 
motion was not to be opposed It 
would appear to him much more unfair 
jf he liad moved for papers without 
describing them to the House A right 
hon gentleman (Mr Dundas) had 
accused him of bringing a charge upon 
his administration in hiS absence Wlnt 


he bad stated was^ that money bills 
were often passed m such a manner 
that members had not fair notice of 
them that in this manner a bill for 
granting a million and a half to the 
East India company had been cirried 
through the two first stages long after 
midnight acid that the third reading 
took place on another diy before the 
usual hour of bringing forward public 
business vben the House was thin 
and the attendance principally of mem 
bers connected with India From 
these circumstances he was then con 
vinced and still firmly believed that 
the House had been taken by surprise

cal and as what n h s opm on would 
p oduce the be t poss ble effect on the mind 
of the army But this doth not m reality 
impeach or prejudice the judgment of Mr 
Petrie wl ose doctr ne even then amounts 
to no more than a des re to look far for 
ward and to adopt the earliest and best 
means for the purpose of restoring har 
mony to the service promoting amOngst thd 
officer a 1 beral m nly and grateful at 
tacbment to the colours under wh ch they 
erve Lord M nto writes at a most critical 
moment when every one must have been 
mpressed with the anx ous wish to extin 
gu h totally and nstantly any recurrence 
t wl at had passed and therefore makes 
an observation on the op n on and conduct 
of Mr Petr e but expressly d savowing 
any intention to reflect on the same We 
repeat that yy readily conceive what may 
and indeed ought to influence the mind of

reform personally affect ng the mil ta y 
w th three voices in council always concur 
nng and the governor s controlling power 
always m reserve in what consist the 
criminality of one member suggest ng tern 
perate mode ate proceed ngs as the best 
means for averting the storm ^ the more 
so as we are decidedly of opin on and 
in which many able well informed m n 
concur with us that f the suggestions of 
Mr Petrie had been listened to n the ea ly 
stages of the bus ness tl at the mut ny 
never would have happened 
If our opinion with regard to the nten 
tion of the legslature shall be disputed 
we desire to know of what use are the 
council? for if Mr Petrie is removed 
who will then dare to oppose S r George 
Barlow or any favourite governor on any 
occas on ? The court in the r vehemence 
to exalt sir George Barlow and to tin k 
whatever he pleases they should think lose 
sight of the dangerous power wh ch they 
thereby establish and which will hencefor 
ward rest on the firmest basis they forget 
the opinion of a great Roman histor an and 
which 18 likewise the true spirit of the 
British constitution namely that pow 
cr without controul ought never to be 
trusted But aga nst such power we pro- 
est and we do most solemnly protest 
On the Sd of Apnl 1805 you accuse 
Sir George Barlow (the second subject 
of the Indian empire) of having a s ted 
in turning the government nto a simple 
despotism and his crime was a blind 
onqualified support of the measures of the 
governor genend The late chairman 
whose Mfnuments the court adopted at that 
ttme» has now changed his opinion and 
mpport of dpipouim he coniidera the 


mi)d temperate judicious remonstrances 
of Mr Petne as factious opposition if 
not worse For the conduct wh ch he

Madias 

Fourthly— Because I am convinced that if 
the wise and cone 1 atory measures which 
Mr Petrie proposed had been adopted 
there would have been no mutiny of the ffi 
cers and that even after the government 
order of the first of May when they began 
to hold the r sed t ous meetings and consul 
rations had his advice been attended to the 
officers would not have proceeded to the un

bordination of the company s officers mas 
much as it would shew that#ien removed 
from the service for the greate st crime that 
a soldier can commit resistance to the go 
vemment under whom he serves may by 
solicitation and infiucnc at home obtain 
even without a trial restoration to his for 
mer rank in that service and that aftek' 
such a death blow to tlie authonty and su 
premaey of the India i governments all 
hopes and even attempts on thair part to 
Contain the military within due bounds must 
be given np — That the amnesty extended 
by lord Minto to many officers concerned 
m the revolt, has not yet been sanctioned or 
considered by the court and before it is so 
be pleaded as as example on wluoli 
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the court should act —That had it even 
been approved by the court it funnshcs no 
arguments for extending an amnesty tojfhe 
suspended officers because if they are guil 
ty they are guilty as prinapals and not as 
accessanes and lord Mmto has m his pro 
ceeding distmgiiisbed between these classes 
having appointed a certam number of offi 
cers whom he regarded as principals to be 
ut on thtir trials — lhat moreover he 
as expres ly Im itod his amnesty to offen 
ces comm tted after the ist May 1809 on 
which day the officers in question weie sus 
pended for acts done before tliat period — 
That amnesty supposes ^uilt whereas the 
suspended officers have pleaded innocence 
and desired investi ation that th s investi 
gation 1 the n ore neces ary because no 
two of their cases are alike and Uicrefore 
tl e only way of determining justly upon 
them IS to xamine eacl of tl eni separately 
and this after all tlie information to be e\ 
pected from India on the subject and on 
the seditious piacecdings of the Madras 
officers pait of winch information may be 
looked for by the next fleet and oth rs 
from the further inquiries proposed by lord 
Mmto ai e before tlic court 

That upon all these < onsiderations it 
is the op! lion of this court lhat the dc 
sign the CO rt have alitady notifi d of 
ing into a deliberate and thorouf^h invcsti 
gation of the case of each of those officers 
respc ctively should on no account be de 
parted from and that as soon as the ^reat 
pressure of business incident to this season 
of tie year and now particularly luavy 
will permit they will proceed to the aid 
examination 

It was then moved That the words 
proposed to be left out stand part of the 
question 

And the courts resolution of the 5th De 
cember^t being read

ed from the latte public thanks for his nl 
lant servi es and almost immediately after 
the te mination of a campaign which be had 
himself conducted with the mo c brilliant 
success in command of the forces employed 
inTravaocore and received for his services 
dm that expeditioo the thanks of iif George 


Barlow himself lliii officer unless sir 
George Barlow has done him the greatest 
1 justice must suddenly have determined to 
fo felt all the fame he had acquired in the 
defence of the company s rights and interests 
at d to forego all his future prospects by at 
tempting the ovf^brow and subversion of 
their gO er ment such an attempt would 
hardly be i ferred from his signing the letter 
and engag ng in th ubscnption for maior 
Boles We ack w ledge however that 
there was another pa agr ph n that letter 
which giving It (he least unfavourable con 
st uctio was highly improper and the e pi 
thet of f ctious might justly be appl ed to it 
but of the more serious charge ag st lieu 
tenant colonel Scntleger of his persuading 
officers to sign the intended U tte to the go- 
ve nor general and encou ag ng them to vio- 
lence we doubt not he c n acquit himself 
of both and of the lat er w befevcit qu ic 
imj ossibl that he could have been gu Ity and 
ce lainly there is nothing on our records to 
g e tho Itast colour to such an accusation 
Whether or not there was any c ime in the 
mere act of subscrib ng for the relief or sup- 
port of major Boles and his family s tuated 
a they were is a quest on that s r George 
Ba low himself makes to depend on another 
question and we readily jom issue with him 
upon It — - It mmater al to the govern 
meig (sm ir George Barlow) to what pur 
poses officers apply their money in a general 
V ew but whe money is applied to subve t 
o der and subord nation and to indemnify in 
d V duals against the consequences of m scon 
duct It is impossible that such a contribution 
c beju t B ble in a moral or legal light 
From these positions which we* fully admit 
t might be argued th t there was no crimt 
n I ty n com ibuting fo the support of ma 
jor Boles unless thq officers were conscious 
that in doing so they were indemnifying him 
against the consequences of misconduct 
wc w sh not however to be understood as 
meaning to justify the act but we think it 
admits of gr at extenuation from the convic

low 8 own body guard but of which the 
disinterestedness was obviously still greater 
than the imprudence he sacrificed b» pe 
cumary interesu and prospects to an high 
however mistaken sense of honour having 
filled the important station with several pre 
ceding governors kis habits as well as known 
rtspoDsmility of his character forbad the im 
puting to him any unworthy or intentionally 
factious motive Major John De Morgan

Some who have espoused the cau^e of 
the ofilcers seem to have censured the 
court for having so long delayed to carry 
their recorded intention of dismission into 
effect but surely those who complain of 
thesuspensioPof the officers as severe can 
not, with consistency think it matter of ac 
msation that those officers have not been 
actually dismissed It will however be 
proper to explain the reasons which super 
during the remamder of the three

Two days afterwards namely on the 7tli 
December some fresh advices, dated 27th 
May and 9th June 1809 amved from Fort 
St George via Bombay by the ships Up 
tonCasth and Bombay among which weie 
alettcrfiom major de Morgan and a memo 
iial from the honourable lieutenant colopel 
hcntligtr 

Altiiougli these documents might not 
appeal to contain matter which would 
change the opinion entertained by the court, 
yet as they had arrived it w as proper to 
give some time for the perusal and consi 
delation of them

The letter then p ocecds to acc unt f r 
the delay m answcri g tho l d sse ts and 
to state the reasons wh ch duced ih 1 (the 
late chairman and deputy chainn n) 1 they 
bel eve a major ty of the cou t to d pt the 
resolution of the 5th December an i i the 1 
wccssanly involve a laboured defence 0 the 
Mad as government It was ob ous ( ays 
the letter) that asp it of insubo di at on 
and sedition had proceeded to a g e t length 
a^mong the Madras officers this spirit a icd

what grace they are brought forward at this 
recise monv^nt when the accused officers 
ave closed their d i nee and are precluded 
ffom aiw oppo tun ty of a swe ng them 

Of the next a gum t n defence of the 
resolution of the ^ h Dec mbe the sub 
itance is this — 1 h cou t were called to 
the decided exercis of the r power by the 
Madras governme t n other wo ds the 
Madras goverlime t h d uspended the officers 
without a tr al or a hearing and they called 
upon the cou t of d rectors to follow their 
example by d smissing them from the service 
in the same summary manner They repre- 
aenteo them or n the words of the resolution 
they charged them as ha ing been active 
sn pr^ ri g &c seditious papers suspended 
lllibcm on that account and recommended it to 
the court to dism ss them Is not here again 
the word charged (or epresented as having 
been guilty) rered on ex ctly as f t were 
anonymous w th the wo d convicted ? The 
uext sentence is precisely i the same sp rit 
It att mpts to itist fy aresolut on which even 
on the late chairman s own admiss on pro 
nounced on the guilt of the officers without 
hearing them n their del nee by stating 
that the cou t were pledged bv the r letter 
10 Fort St Geo ge of thc29(hof September 
1S09 to pr iceed to the se 10 consideration 
of the qu stion of dism ss on ! 

The letter p oceed to tatc that there 
are cases in wh ch all governments remo e 
officers without trial % court mart al the 
company and their go e nments ha e this 
sower and have exercised t on grounds far 
less urgent than the case a d conduct of the 
officers at pre ent in quest on When the 
great body of the office s of an army are in 
a state of in uoordinat on how could an ac 
ouiat on be subm tted 10 court formed of 
those officers &c 

From this d other passages in the letter 
an urunfoimed reader would be led to conclude 
that the objeciio u ged in the dissents to sir 
Geo gic Ba low 5 proceduie towards the offi 
cers was confined to h s ot havii g g anted 
chem a ir al by a court martial The 1 te 
chairmans pc haps by accident fo g t$ n 
every instance to st tc on this point the 
whole fact p n mely ih t they wcic suspend 
ed not only w thout a n iliury investigation 
but without any investigation at all without 
wiy enquiry whatever without having been 
illpwed a be rjng or an opportunity given 
cbem of offering any thing in their jusulica 
lion or defence Their accusation and punish 
inent were declared in th same breath As 
to theabftraa principle laid down by the late 
chairman in the passage last quoted he seema 
10 hm £e»rgOttca hilly uu tecogsizcd 


in cbe protest by Messrs Huddleston and 
Fattison of the 13th of December 1S09 
against the resolution of the jth in the fol 
lowing words admitting as wc do 10 
the fullest sense that the court of directors 
as the representatives of the East Ind a com 
pany have indisputably a legal power to dis- 
miss officers from the service of the company 
without brii gtng them to trial by a court 
mart al we aie of opinion that it is a power 
the exe cise of which s just hahle only in 
cases of extreme necessity of enormous guilt 
c tabiished and prov d on the clearest and 
n ost incontrovcrt ble cv dence and abo e 
all we contend that f n such extreme cases 
public exped ency requires that a compa j s 
officer should be precluded! cm the pnvilege 
of being tried by h peers it becomes 111 con 
sequence a still more cred duty not to de 
pr ve him of his remaining privilege a full 
and impart al hearing but if ever a prece 
dent should be established for deciding on the 
honour and character of officers and con 
sign ng them to degradation and ru n without 
cith r a trial or a hearing we are of opinion 
that from that moment there w 11 no longer 
exist the best security for the attachment and 
confidence of that body of men to whose 
b ave and able exertions we have been p in 
cipally indebted for all we have acquired in 
India and o whom we still greatly depend 
for Its preservat on — The protest also of 
four d rectors of the iitb April 1810 ad 
mits the apology offered in extenuation of the 
summary violence of the conduct of the Ma 
dr s government to all the removed and sus 
pended officers with the exception of lieu 
tenant-colonel Martin from whom as he 
was in England they could have nothing to 
fe r except ng also the suspensions of colo 
ncl Capper and major Boles for which I 
have always thought that no shadow of ex 
cuse or justification could be offe cd Much 
allowance is certainly due to the circum 
stances in which the Madras government 
were placed the general agitation and fer 
ment which pervaded the settlement and of 
which their own minds partook surrounded 
too with spies ar d informers whose harvest 
such times abundantly supply ready togve 
implicit credit to every report and every in 
formation favourable to the impressions they 
had already admitted Of this could there 
be ast onger proof than is given n sir George 
Barlow serious and solemn narration of tne 
proceedings of a secret divan of five of the 
trends of general Macdowall who after 
his depar urc met for the mysterious and 
al rming purpose of deliberating what 
measures they should pursue ? But I aga n 
ask how the circumstances in wh ch the Ma 
dras government were placed could apply m 
our justification or where we coula have 
looked for any if ve had followed their ex 
ample ? 

1 have now to notice a passage m the let 
ter before me not the least extraordinary 

of all the extraerdittiry pa««ages with whn^b 
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It appears to ns ta abound ** The officers 
were not ignorant of the reasons of their 
snspensions but some save in no defence 
at Madras and others what appeared rather 
to aggravate their conduct indeed no one 
of them distinctly denied the mam fact of 
which they were acensed lliat this last 
assertion cannot apply to the ooi duct of the 
officers sim e their ai nvat in England mu t 
be obvious on readin their respective me 
monals and at Madras what o{^portunity 
was given t them to make and wliat dispo 
sit on was shewn to receive their denial this 
imputation must bung to recollection a pas 
sage in Sir Geoige Barlow s minute of tlie 
Ist of May in which after having already 
as umed the guilt ot ingjor Boles and in 
dieted on him the severest punishment he 
} a ! the power to inflict he states that he 
would have been happy to have attended to 
the plea in alleviation of las oflenee tliat 
he had acted tinder a mistaken idea of his 
duj^ or thit he i ad been misled 
The officers respectfully claimed to be 
heard they supplicated to be fnrni bed 
with the "rounds the evidence the autho 
nty on wh ch the accii ations a ainst them 
werefonndel they w le answered by or 
ders to embat k for England and it is now 
imputed to them that they gav in node 
fence at M 1 1 a 

The let ter next observes that the u ual 
practice of the court of directors i to de 
idc on tlie questions relating to accused In 
ha servants by the dacumeuts transmitted 
from India they do not in general call 
them home to be examined This is litc 
rally correct but as to what it convty it 
stands in need ot considerable developc 
ment and first it is a stnous quest on b t 
very nccessaiy to be asked wl at arc the 
doc iraents usi ally trail imtted f om India 
relating to accused Indian servants on 
which it IS the usual practice of the couit to 
decide ^ are they (ioeuiiients ail on oue 
side ? are they all ex parte statements against 
♦he accused and nothing in his behalf tin 
actoinpawed by any justification or de 
tence ? in a word arc they usually or have 
they before in any one instance been such 
documents as tliose on which the late chair 
man biou^ht forward and prevaiUd on the 
court of directors to adopt the memorable 
resolution of the 5tli of December 180J ^ 

No It IS an undeniable fact for the 
truth of which we can appeal to the late 
chairman him elf that the governments in 
India do strictly attend to die court s just 
and con idcrate orders to f imish the actu 
sed with a copy* of the accusation and give 
him a reasonable time to make his defence 
and to pioceed in all such cases with the 
utmost circumspection and lenity Some 
times (indeed very commonly) they appoint 
a committee to investigate all the circum 
stances and report on the whole case 
tlien if the result be unfavourable to the 
accnsedi aad the govenaaent fed it their 
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duty to snspend them they send home to 
the court of directors copies of all their 
proceedings on tlie subject including every 
thing alleged against and in favour of tho 
accused servant and in such documentt 
the court have before them all that it 
necessary to enable them to fonn an impar- 
tial judgment but c^ en then if the accu 
sed s( rvant comes to England there is not 
an instance wt be 1 eve in the courts re 
cords of In h ivmg been dismissed before 
he had given in a memonal to the f curt 
and that n emoinl had been calmly anddis 
passionately consi I u I thty do not send 
for him home to be examined but being 
suspended he generally comes without 
being sent for In d tiding too the court 
have nei ally borne in n ind that susp n

coujectuiid ha I made the late chairman 
av rse to Hit expeiiment and inclined to 
delay the discu sion namely that the court 
having had fi rther time to reflect and hav 
ing now the means of hearing the officers m 
their defence a majority might be disin 
cl ned to fiilfil the pled e or go to the ex 
treme length of seventy to which the late 
chairman wished to leaci them 

On tl e very different reasons which in 
several succeeding pages the letter states 
to have superseded during tlie remamdei 
of the direction of 1809 the execution of 
what the letter now again calls the court s 
intention expressed on the 5th December I 
forbear to comment but hastqn to defend 
myself and my two absent ex-collea|roes 
all eady mentioned from the charge endca 
voured to be established against us of mcon 
sisteucy in having opposed the resolution 
of the dth December and urged delay in 
order that the officers might be heard In 
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their defence and on the 4th of April pro- 
posed or supported a resolution for their 
being restoreef to the service without a trial 
or investigation After the ample expla 
nation of our motives given on the 4tn of 
April in Jthe protest of four directors and 
particularly in the 6th paragraph of that 
protest I venture to think that a very plain 
and unsophistical statement will suffice to 
shew both the c insistency and rectitude of 
the procedure th is questioned and t ena 
ble every discerning and impartial inud to 
determine on which side the charge of m 
consist! ncy must rest On the 'itli Deccm 
ber passed the memorable resolution and 
withm a few we< ks after ai rived the alarm 
ID advices from Ceylon and at length from 
Madras intelligence of the actual revolt of 
the officcis of the Madras army that iiilty 
extremity which the summary su pensions 
and removals of the 1st ot May had so ma 
terially contnbuted to produce with tic 
mtclligcnce of the actual revolt arrived also 
tliatof its suppression and the proclamation 
by the governor general of a ircncral amn 
ty (with cci tain exceptions) to all the offi 
cors whohad b( en concerned in it aiiamnes 
ty not in tl e narrow spirit of mere pardon 
but a total and sincere oblivion We hoped 
that the conduct of the couit would have 
been in tbe spirit of that great and as fai 
as related to the amnesty (without the ox 
ccption ) in our opinion wise and judicious 
measure We had little apprcluiision that 
the receipt of the intelligence of it would be 
followed by orders and para raphs full of 
tauntings andupbiaidings of the most exas 
perating description all calculated to keep 
or tear open every wound to perpetrate 
irr tation and estrangement and render ob 
livion impossible We fancied that even 
those if there could be any who wished that 
blood had flowed on the scaffold would now 
see the wisdom of following up and lender 
ing effectual the line of conduct which the 
governor general had decided upon and we 
felt that nothing could tend more directly 
and completely to promote that 9 bjcct than 
the restoring to the ser icetho officers 
who e summary suspension had been a lead 
m cause of all the miscluef above all we 
knew that even admitting, all contained m 
the ex parte statements against the suspend 
ed offic< rs to have been unexaggerated and 
that no defence or justification could be of 
fered under even these admissKins we 
knew that the utmost extent of tboir offen 
ees was innocence itself compared with 
those which had been foi given and that 
in fact and truth they had already suffered 
very severely for whatever errors they had 
committed We knew also and were soriy 
to know that from the period of our receiv 
mg lieutenant colonel Martin s answer and 
defence which he bad been enabled to give 
by having been furnished with copies of the 
charges and allegations against bun the 
chairman had resSted the ap^ihcation of tbe 


other suspended officers as they successive 
ly arnved for the same means of makm 
their defence and the endeavours of mem 
bors of the court to obtam for them that ju 
tice had been made iii vain We knew al 
so that recently namely the 24tli of March 
the chairman dlthough he had four months 
before thought himself so fully possessed of 
the oas s of the sii pended officers as to jus 
tify his ur^ng their dismis ion had on be 
mg questioned on the subject in a general 
court of proprietors assi ne I os a ground 
for the continued delay m deciding on their 
cases that the court of directors were in 
expectation of further information respect 
in them It was therefore manifest that 
the chairman intended to prolong the anxie 
ty and siiflermgs of the 8U*j ended officers 
for an indefinite period of time In addi 
tion to tl( c con idciations the direction 
of 1809 10 WAS about to close and six 
members of the court who 1 ad been pre 
s( nt at all the di cussions on the cases of 
tbe suspended officers and a ni<yority of

tation we as mcmbeis of the court ha 1 till 
then been perfectly ignorant (and I am at 
this moment ignorant upon what authonty 
It was built) we leadily determined to make 
an effort to brin^ the whole matter to a 
decision by a motion in court for the remo 
val of the uspensions I trust that from 
this explanation it will he evident that in 
having urged delay in December and depre- 
cated It in April and at length when we saw 
that farther and indefinite delay was the 
chairmans olyect adopted a proceeding 
calculated to put an end to it there was 
every thmg of an opposite character to m 
consistency

Subs dy from ti e N i am and revenues 
of tl t dist lets cid d bv him 
It was not thought prop r to include 
in the estimate of year 1793^ any snin 
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on account^f tbe subsidy from tbe Nisam 
as nothing was inserted upon tins account 
either in the statements m the preceding 
years to 1790 1 or in the estimates re- 
ceived from India for the year 17^1 2 
TTlie view of the statement will shew a 
change^ the relations with tlie Nicam. 
as complete as what has been exliibited 
ill tiiose with the other pnnees 
The origin of any sunsidiary engagement 
appears to have been in the treaty ot tlie 
year 1768, but the more immediate cause 
which led to the first payment of a sub 
sidy from him which appears in the year 
179i^-3 of the statement is to be found 
in a letter from the governor general to

to OCMH) Sepoys with a due ppoportion 
of field pieces maimed with Europeans 
and the iibsidiaW payment for tlie 
same was fixed at Arcot rupees $4 17 100 
•r 276 940L pay^dile m silver of full cur 
reney in fogr equal installments A provision 
was made for assignment of territories in 
the eyeat of the payment falling in an ear 
Iheefiect of this increase appears in the 
receipts of the yean 1796-9 and 1799 1800 
On the liih October, 1800, a treaty df 


perpetual and general defent«ve alHance was 
concluded with the Nizam in which mate 
nal alterations were made in the connec 
tions with his Highness The force to be 
supplied by the company for the general 
defence and protection of his dominions was 
increased to eight battalions of Sepoys 
or 8000 rank and file, and two regiments 
of 1000 cavalry or horse with tlieir re 
qiiisite complemeut of guns European 
artillery men, la cars and pioneers fully 
equipped with wailike stoies and ammu 
nition to be stationed in perpetuity in hn 
Highness s dominions For the payment of 
this force the temteries acquired by the 
Nizam under the treaty of hermgapatam of 
the 18th March 17 9S and under the treaty 
of Mysore of the «2d June 179^ according 
to tlie schedules were ceded in perpetuity 
1o the company and the revenues of them 
were to be considered as a full and com 
plete satisfaction of all demands on ac 
count of the subsidiary force Some 
changes of territory for the accommodation 
ot the re ncctivc boiindaiies were stipu 
lated for but according to the schedules 
to the treaty the annual jumma of ^e 
ceded districts may be estimated at Pa 
<»oda8 17 58 000 or 70 200 gross revenue 
From the year 1800 i in the statement 
the effect of this last arrangement is ex 
hibited It will app ar that the gross re 
ceipt as above estimated has been fully 
realized i one jear only viz 1807 8 it 
18 however to be remarked tliat at the tune 
the di tiicts w re made over to the com 
pany their internal situation was very 
unpromising and the inhabitants were 
much unpoverishe 1 Cousiderablc ira 
provements have been pr duced and the 
hope I iny be ntertained of the origi ial es 
timiti d a sessraent being exceeded 

Ihe charges here shewn are for the ex 
pensr of management and | aymeiits of 
pen ions to some of the Nizam officers 
The system in general practice for the 
collection of the revonnes and the admi 
nistratioD of justice has been introduced 
as tar as pradicable into these distncts 
The net revenue is the sum ap| licable to 
the payment of the expcnce of the sub 
sidiary force furnished under tlie treaty

Tlic estimate of 1 93 did not sta^c any 
expectation under tins head According 
to the madras accounts the Kg|ah had made 
subsidiary payments to the company from 
the >ear 1789-90 The omission is sup 
posed to have arisen from the circumstance 
of the payments not having been made im 
der permanent engagements 
Tlie war with Tippoo concluded m the 
year 1799 had for first ostensible cause 
the attack by tliat prince on the lines of 
the Rajah of Travancore who was in close 
aUiance with the company It was there 
fore considared as a iqatter of Justice that 
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the Riynh should in like manner with the 
nabob ot Arcot and the Rajah of Tan 
lore be calfed upon to contribute ac 
cording to hib ability his proportion to- 
wards the expens s ot the war Tlie pro 
portion WH calculated at half the amount 
of his net revenues The last payment to 
any amount appears i the statement to 
have been made in i79it o A mall sum 
was received in 1793 4 After this period 
^e settlement ot accounts with tlic Kdyab 
was transferred fr m Madras to Bombay 
but during the three years 1794-5 to 1796-7 
j othing was received u ider this head In 
the year 1795 a permanent treaty was con 
eluded with the Rajah subject to the rati 
tication or api roval ot the Court of Diree 
tors in which it was stipulated that a sub 
idiary force should be tu nisi ed by the 
company for the bcrvice ot the Riyah con 
sisting of thiec battahons of Stpoys one 
company of European artillery and two 
companies of Lascars for which a sum was 
to be paid am ually equivalent to the ex 
pense of the same 

No payment was made under tins treaty 
till the year 1797 8 Fioiii 17J8 9 to 
18#6 tlie amount ut this subsidy fixed at

The Rajah was previously to 1 91 a 
tributary to iqipoo Suitaun On tie 
6th January of that yeai he tlirew ofi his 
allegianee and became tributary tu the 
company and entere 1 into a treaty acc i d 
ingly fixing his nearly tribute to rise in 
three ^ears from 70 000 to 1 00 OUQ luj ccs 
at which It was to continue 

The possession of Malabar by the com- 
Ifany after 1792 and the conquest of Cochin 
from the Dutch having placed tlie situation 
/ the Rifjah upon anollier footing witli the 
tsoinpaiiy nothing further has been 
•eivcd on the basis of the above treaty

ruary 1803 by which very extensive da 
mage was produced and in consequence 
considerable expense incurred iii the elect 
ing of new barracks for the European

Of the above eight apologues those 
of Barsisa the Nightingale and Ant 
Noah and the Dervis mistaking a 
palace for an inn are written in Per 
Sian prose and those of the Pox with 
out feet the drop of water the beauty 
of Satan and the compliment to his 
sotereign in musnosi or couplets and 
I know not in which Sadi most ex 
cels for though I piefei prose and 
particularly his prose lelations of those 
fables notwithstanding the two first 
hive a dash of the Ibaruti Rungin or 
florid style yet his narrative poetry 
IS so lamiliar and eas) and the words 
deviate so little from their natural 
order that it is equally perspicuous as 
the chastest prose In contradiction to 
the alleged verbosity of raodefn Per 
$ian let me state that the apologue 
of the drop of water is told in five dis 
tiches and consists altogether of fifty 
Persian words and the same fable as 
vt\siXtdhy Addison No 293 Spectator 
and surely not prolixly comprehends 
nearly three times the number of En 
gUsh words Indeed in my translation 
of Sadi s works I have often found 
m> self compla ning of the conciseness 
of the nsHtive and prolixity of the 
preceptiv^arts yet on all occasions 


the narratives will be found sufficiently 
and distinctly detailed the precepts 
included in the events and the events 
related with such 'Circumstances as 
render their piecepts succinctly evident 
1 have amused m}self with tracing 
a coincidence of many of our apoph 
thegms and tales with the apologues 
and fables of Sad% To this eas> and 
familiar manner of writing may justly 
apply that saying of the wisest of men 
lhat there is^othing new under 
the sun Mei|k sola artiiicem 
ostendit Pables says Quintilian 
are above all other htera y compo 
sitions calculated to w n the hearts of 
the vulgar and illiterate who delight 
in pleasing 'fictions and are easily led 
away by a fascinating story We 
recollect to this purpose the mutiny of 
the Plebeians who in their rage against 
the Patricians had seceded from 
Rome and their being brought back 
by the fable of the belly and members 
when had any body p eached the same 
doctrine in direct terms the incensed 
rabble instead of leturnmg peaceably 
to the city would probably hive torn 
the daring orator into atoms Tit 
Liv 11 32 And when the Samians 
were about to put to death a minister 
who had abused the public trust the 
counsel of Esop could not be mistaken 
when he told them — A Fox would 
not suffer a swaim of flies that had al 
most satiated themselves by sucking his 
blood to be diiven away because a 
new swam might settle upon him and 
dram the little blood he had left m his 
carcase Thus fables descend from 
one generation to another and the 
same adventures after making some 
allowance for season age climate 
manners and religion cause the instruc 
tion and entertainment of successive 
and remote nations For the earliest 
and best 1 would quote our own 
scriptures Jotham s fable of the trees 
choosing a king Judges ix 8 and 15 
and that of the poor man and his lamb 
are admirable whether we regard the 
simplicity of the narrative or the mo 
rality of the application 
The parables of Sacred Writ I re 
verej the apologues of Sadi and Ntxa

This was not however the case in the 
age and country in which *^adi fl( u 
rished any more ll an it uas in the 
early periods of our own liteniyhi 
tory Ihe works not only ot that 
author but of many other Persian 
poets and moralists afford but too 
numerous instances of the coarse t 
indelicacy both of thought and ex 
pression Nor is it in the Khubisar 
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or book of avowed impuritie<i* of 
Sadi alone that the violations of de 
cency appear They too often dis 
grace even his most beautiful and in 
atructive compositions neither his 
Guhstan nor Bustan being entirely 
free from them though these are books 
universally used in schools and ad 
nutted even into the Haram 

For such passages — nudi enim 
aunt recti et venusti omne ornatu 
orationes tanqum veste Jetracto how 
ever much repugnant to the cleanlier 
manners and decenter ideas of our 
present times the best apology I could 
ofier is the simplicity of heart and na 
kedness of diction of Asiatic poets 
who too often present us with rude 


images and gross sentiments but we 
had best copy on such occurrences 
what some of our regular clergy do m 
meeting some p ssages in our old tes 
tament and skip over what the stand 
ard ot our present taste might coitsi 
der as indelicate Yet — lu rresco re 
ferens — I must not overlook another 
disgusting propensity to which Sadi is 
accused of alluding with i levity if 
not a criminality that is highly re 
prehensible It is too serious a subject 
to touch lightly on here and I devote 
another section of his life to this spe 
cial discussion where I endeavour to 
exonerate him in some measure from 
the heavier part of this charge

The Mahrattas of all the infidel 
tribes of Hindoostdn are best known to 
the Islaamiies They derive their name 
from the country v^ich they inhabit 
but from the constancy of iheir wars 
with the Mus ulman powers they are 
more emphatically called the eneiu} 

I ike thi other followers of Bramah 
they arc divided into four casts and 
these into an infinitude of subordinate 
ones all of the Surkee or bastard 
race 

The B ram ms are of two classes 
Mahratta and Koking the latter is 
sub divided into four others of w Inch 
the Chitpoor is of late the most di 
tinguished as giving a chief under the 
title of Pundit Pindh in to the whole 
state and theCarrery is at once noticed 
and hated for making a tiiennial sacn 
fice of a member of the religious order 
to their Bowanny 

The Cheteree Sunkers in the second 
descent are ninety six in number and 
ncknowledge the superior ly of the 
Bhoslah ti ibe though those of Jadoo 
of Scindia and Guicawar ire more nu 
merous and aiiLieiit besides these there 
is a single family in the first degree of 
bastard consanguinity or lineal descend 
ants of the genuine Rajepoot tribe of 
Rhatoor which pride themselves in con 
tinuing unmixed and preserving their 
original di tinction and purity for many 
ages of residence in the province of Bi 
glana amidst the more contaminated 
Cheteree race of Mahrattas It seems 
however probable that the antiquity of 
this family called Beherijee cannot be 
traced with certainty further back than

conqueror 1 he enemy were ignorant 
of the improved art of war they had 
no places of defence and w ere peace 
ably inclined they therefore readily 
submitted to the pa}mentof a small 
annual tribute for the space of fifty 
jears dependant on the crown of 
Delhi under the Braminiah kings 
who having dismembered from the 
Pat n empire resided within and go 
verned that pait of the Deccin north 
of the Kist a Near two centuries 
the reins of government being short 
ened were kept more powerfully 
tight in proportion to the wisdom or 
vigour of those who held them But 
It was not until the beginning of the 
10th centuiy when five independent 
principalities were raised on the ruins 
of the Braminiah kingdom that the 
Mahrattas were completely subdued 
and brought under the multiplied }oke 
of Mussulman authority Such are 
the happy consequences when princes 
lead their own armies into the field , 
are at band to check the corruption or 
support the weakness of their generals > 
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and exert within a narrow compass 
the united force of states depending 
rather on personal ability than on solid 
principles of government The Dynas 
ties of Add and Nizam Shahy divided 
the whole of Kokun between them 
Merhat proper chiefly between the 
Kistna and Bhuma exclu ively be 
longed to the former as prince of Bee 
japoor and the modern province of 
Dowlutabad constituted the greiter 
part of the principality of Ahmed 
njiiggur subject to the latter A third 
portion of Merhat fell to the lot of 
Cossim Burreed who laid the founda 
tion of a new government in Bider 
even before the total extinction of the 
old in the famil) of Bnminiah That 
polite prince after having shin in bat 
lie Sabajee the only Mahratta chief 
of note remaining chiefly accomplish 
cd his ambitious projects by uniting 
in interests and marriage the sole hei 
ress of the deceased Indian with his 
own son Ameer 

Thus fell the ancient fabric of an 
idolatrous society its cement was dis 
solved by the irresistible talifman of 
Mohammed but the stubborn male 
rials retained their form and like unto 
the dissevered particles of ihe same 
substance hadalwajs a propensity to 
re unite or as wc are told ot the sei 
pent when cut asunder that the dis 
membered parts have a separate exis 
tence and seek again incorporation 
so it may be said of the Mahrattas 
after impotently giovellmg in the du t 
near a century and a half without a 
head they at length found and recog 
nized one as their own m the person 
of Sahoojee Bhoslah this man third 
in descent from the Rana of Chiton 
by a concubine naturalized himself 
among the Mahrattas by a matrimonial 
alliance with the tribe of Jadoo ano 
ther Uajepoot Sunker then high in 
power though under subjection to 
Nizam Shah When Shab Jehan in the 
middle ofthe 11th century Anally redu 
ced the principality of Ahmednuggur 
Sahoojie with his family took refuge 
in Beejapoor and obtained from Adil 
Shah the zemindary of Poonah and 
Wainedess in the northern fort of the 
Kistnah ; but being deemed an enter 


prising experienced general was soon 
afterwards appointed to the govern 
ment of the neiylv acquired dorm 
nions in the Carnatic These he en 
larged by the conquest of Tanjore 
where settled his second son Eekojee 
and eventually transmitted it as an in 
heritanceto his posterity Ihe eldest 
son Serv ijee left in the management 
of the original zemindary very early 
became entitled iq the surname of 
Iblecs by discovering the most traitor 
ous principles of rebellion against his 
sovereign and otherwise violating the 
Jaws of God and our prophet The 
imbecility of a minor prince and de 
dining empire gave a deep and vigor 
ous root to usurpation and the con 
test which followed between the houses 
of Timur and Add Shah ending in 
the destruction of the latter brought 
the noxious weed to full maturity 
While > et in its growth the powerful 
opposition of Alumguire thiough the 
medium of Joje Singh anindian piince 
for a short time stopt its progress as 
weseefrequentl} one poison operate as 
an antidote to another but the tor 
ruption or inability of Khan Jthan 
and other Mussulman Omrahs which 
were emplojed in the second Ji/ial 
against Sewa lost the advantages dc 
rived from their predecessor s dexte 
nty War is the harvest generals 
and the Dekhan piesenteda rich and am 
pie field foi cultivation , it w s thougl t 
worthy the personal attention of the 
Mogul hirnscJf The Mahratta con 
t st however became only a matter 
of secondary consideiatio»^ the exten 
sive kingdoms of Beejepoor and Hy 
denbad were fitter objects for the em 
peror s ambition After the reduction 
of these Sumbhajee the son and sue 
cessor of Sewa felt the weight of the 
conquerors arms he was surprised 
and slain his family taken prisoners 
and his skin stuffed with straw wa 
sent rrand the country in terrorem to 
all rebellious subjects Ram llajah 
the brother of the deceased till then 
imprisoned was at the same time let 
loose by his countrymen to conduct a 
predatory war but Tara bahi who 
with an infant son soon afterwards 
succeeded her husband; proved much 
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more a formidable enemy to the Mus 
sulman power insomuch tl^at even 
the great Alumguire on one occasion 
for the sake of peace resolved upon 
though he did not in the end agree to 
the annual payment of a Sirdeismoohy 
of 9 per cent out of the revenue of 
the Deccan During however the 
life of that monaich the Mahratta 
power appeared contemptible but m 
Sahoo the caj^e son of Sumbha 
c«ntrar)f to sag^pvtce he cherished a 
serpent in his bosom which afterwards 
was to be the destruction of his empire 
As we see a tree grow with additional 
vigour when pruned of its branches 
so It proved with the Mogul in lop 
pmg off successive shoots, yet preserv 
ing the principal stock ot Mihratta 
progeny Ihe civil wars and amichy 
which followed the death of Alum 
guire at once gave freedom and domi 
nion to the captive Sahoo nor did the 
tide of Indian conquest begin to ebb 
until in the revolution of sublunary 
events was introduced an eccles astic 
government 

This union of spiritual and temporal 
authority forms a two headed mon 
bter m society which might frighten 
an Ignorant world into submi sion 
but it IS necessarily of short dm ation 
even if by the lij^ht^ ot science and 
cultivated reason the period of its ex 
istence be not accelerated for that 
regimen whieh is proper foi the support 
and nourishment of the one pait em 
poisons and enfeebles the other Such 
was the mighty Khalifat of Arab stan 
and Ajira Under the divine authoiity 
ot Mahomet and his holy contempo 
raries the unnatural being might 
thiivc but It should be classed among 
the miracles to prove the mission of 
ourpiophet when mere mortal men 
undertook a more than human tasl 
they only showed the presumptive 
weakness of their reason How much 
j aster is the application with respect to 
the barbarous hierarchy instituted in 
Merhat on the death of Sahoo R ijah 
1 hat prince and his ancestors acknow 
ledged chiefs of the state delegated 
the administration of their patriarchal 
feudal government to eight suboi dinaie 
•fficers , their employments and mmes 


were chiefly borrowed from the Maho 
medans but contrary to the true 
spirit of eastern legislation these be 
came hereditary in particular families 
so did in like manner the est les and 
Jagheers unto which the whole con 
quered countries were divided and p^r 
celled out among the civil militaiy 
or religious dependants of the Rajahs 

The Paishwa Ballagec a Kokunj 
Bra min c f the Chitpoor race was next 
to the Peitee neddee in rank but as 
Dew^n or prime minister was the first 
in power He was assisted by the 
Plierd naveese wlio superintended the 
Dufter and was of the same tribe 
On the decease of Sahoo without 
issue this officer seized the reins of 
administration under the nominal au 
thonty of the famous larabahi or her 
weak son the 2d Ram Rijah virtually 
transferring the whole power to his 
own famil) and other Bramins of 
Kokun Ih se infidd priests had 
long since converted into a bowstring 
the peaceable cord ot iheir function 
nnd though counge was not dealt

office under the Mahratta government 
had been lately transfeired from the

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branch of the reigning farnih ^oge 
th^t With the Mukasdarry or Collector 
ship of Berar This man was the first 
who assumed independence from 
being tak gatherer he or his sons 
becdnae proprietors of half the pro 
Vince and levied on the other under 
Mussulman auUtorit) a grievous as 
signment of 50 per cent under the de 
nomination of Sirdiesbmookhy Chout 
Soutra Baply and Forage all included 
in the general name of Muckassa 
Moodajee the reigning prince in the 
name of his son enjo}s in conse 
quence a revenue of one ciore of 
rupees with which he maint i ns a 
body of 22 000 cavalry including 2000 
Pagah and verifies the obser anon 
that riches depend less on the anuunt 
of income than on a proportional ex 
penditure by laj mg by an am aal 
surplus of near 50 lacks more per 
haps from Hindoo parsimony than 
any design of adopting the spirited po 
licy of Bethoo Pundit by raising a^ain 
to the empire the family of Bholah 
now represented in Sattarah by the 
third Sahoo a youth of twenty 
Notwiibslanding however the dis 
memberment of Berar an extensile 
empire yielding annually three crore 
of rupees and near five of old was 
still held in subjection to the Paishwa 
It was reserved for more modern times 
and the irresistible swoid of file at 
present wedded b) the F r nguees * to 
cut asunder the tender thre id by which 
the Zo nardars of Kokun have in a 
abort pelt d of general confusion h Id 
together is bv a charm a heieroge 
neous c( ntedciacy Uagho that bane 
pf Mu sultrnn pri le but close iniita 
toi of the iniquitous policy which at 
tends It had la ted out of his turn the 
sweets of p wer under a minor 
prince unwiHu g lo part vith the sen 
sual ci p he made u e of it to er d the 
rightful desires with the days of his 
nephew Nanayen Such a violation of 
the iit^id lnus of Btani ih isas n( t to be 
tolerat d uider the most depraved 
i) tern f government moreover 
tho regent aggressor had a powerful 
^tfOQ against him and a few inends 


within the circle of his administration 
while by constant and successful oppo 
sition td^the Nizamut together wuh 
supercilious treatment at the mem )rable 
interview of Bedr he rendered himself 
personally obnoxious to an intnguing 
neijjhbour the more dangerous that his 
power was contemptible enough to be 
overlooked Accoidingly Righo was 
soon compelled to seek refuge w ith the 
hennguees and to the wars which 
have been since wagdjjby these foreign 
intruders may be a^^bed the antici 
pited decline if not the total aniiihi 
Jation of the Kokuny Bramm em 
pi re 

It Ins been already set forth that 
afier the dismemberment of Berar a 
revenue or cou ntry estimated at three 
crores ot rupees still remained to the 
Fiisbwa At the commencement of 
the present troubles the Chout of 
the Carmtic and some districts on the 
Toombhndra in all amounting to ’ 2 
lacks were formerly ceded to Hyder 
to secure his friendship during the im 
pending contest In like manner 
Dowliuabad with dependencies rated 
at 20 lacks and actually yielding half 
that sum weie transferred to the 
Nizam Broderah and other Purgun 
nahs in Guzerat had Jong been neld 
an hei editary fief by the family of 
Guicawar for which they were bound 
to perform military services with 1 0 000 
horse and were more especially con 
sidered the immediate guardians of 
Ahmed ibid but by the defection of 
Futty Singh and lerntonal losses m 
Guzerat and Kokun a further diminu 
tion of 55 lacks may be placed to the 
account of the war with the Term 
guees on the side of Bombay while 
the late treaty concluded with Scindea 
and consequent dismemberment of his 
heieditarv fiefs in Malwa and Kbandish^ 
rated at 25 000 horse supported by a 
revenue of 60 lacks threatens instant 
destruction to the state of Poona 
now chiefly upheld by the military 
force and abilities of the Catteacur 
Holkar who as a counterpoise to 
Scindia received long since on tho 
same terms an equal portion of two 
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^oubab$ vrith the government of In 
dour This man is heartily tired of an 
unprofitable burthensome war and 
dread# the enterprises of his more noble 
lateral neighbours of Nagpore and 
Ugein who by their late transactions 
and in receiving Vakeels seem to be 
entirely their own friends under fo eign 
influence Besides 1 uckojee Gunda 
dur and Ballajee both cunning Bra 
mins held foreign di tncts of 10 lacks 
in Bondeiah fo&iie maintenance of 
5000 horse depeWant on the Paishwa 
but this force has be nrendeied of no 
a\ail by distance and disaffection In 
deed if we except Je want Row Pen 
sia a Mahraita Bramm who com 
mands the artillery with a J ighter of 3 
lacks the remaining poutr of the 
Pundit Puidhan rests entirely on the 
sm^jlc wise dislintcrested counsels of 
Nana Phurnavese the mihtar) abilities 
of Phurkia a man of no note though 
< f gre t experience the feud il force of 
Bulwunt Row of Pursaram Bhow of 
Rasteah and others Bramins of the 
Chitpour race with a revenue of 40 
lacks and 20 000 horse or is conctn 
tred in the forts and domains annexed 
to the Paishwaship estimated at uO 
lacks more to support the expenee of 
garrisons and the princely dignity w ith 
12 000 horse including v/000 Pagah 
With such slender unecrtiin resour 
ces to continue the war appears im 
possible It is true the Nizam has 
lately paid up the arrears of his Muc 
kassa about 10 licks but he is not 
without hopes of future remission as 
well as being put in possession of the 
forts of Ahmednuggur and Assur in 


the event of a partially effectual medi 
ation which would greatly more thaa 
counterbalance his present pecuniary 
aid He would further most cheerfully 
excoriate the Mahratta state of miking 
a provision for the unfortumte Ragho 
by giving him Ja^hcer even beyond 
the period of bis natunl life in a tran 
sient worli uidesx the success and en 
terpnse of Ainrut Row the adopted 
son of the exiled j i ince assisted by 
Goo Giar Khan w ho his lately ap 
peart cl in arms in Khandeish on the 
fiontiers of Aurangabad with 10 (KX) 
bor c shoul 1 make it unnecessary tp 
seek an inhei it inoe through my foreign 
aid In the mean tune however the 
crest fallen Ragho wishes rather to 
content himselt with the hermiia<^e of 
Tirmook at the lered source ot the 
Godaver) to pui if\ his sms and wait 
pmenily bis own predestined fate or 
that of his infant off pring Sewai Bajee 
Row who in the event of the present 
Piishwi s death without issue would 
probabl) be named for the succession 
Ibe piospeel as it must embitter Na 
nah s gnet in the recent loss of his 
only child the intended wife of Mahdo 
Row so It may give reality to artful 
but hitherto clnm ricil speculations ot 
the ministr> of H>der ibad in favour of 
Kishcii i ow Rullpir (1 itc Vakeel from 
I oomh an I Ja^jbeerdar of the Nizim ) 
Instead howcvei of guiding the war 
and being actors in the scene it is 
wemh con idering how far the situation 
of their own affairs internally or cx 
ternally is likely to permit them to 
eijo> m peace the pleasure ot being 
simple spectators

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Sfirtorday the 25 th September for a 
pubhc disputat on in the Asiatic Ian 
to be held in conformity with 
the statniei of the college the president 
and members ot the college council 
the oncers picf iior ind students of 
the college met it ten o clock at the 
gov( rnnient house where the mem 
bers of the supreme council one of the 
pdges of the supreme court and many 
of the civil and military officers it the 
presidency with others of the princi 
pal European inhabitants of Cilcutta 
and a tew respectable natives were 
itso assembled 

As soon as the right honourable the 
tisitor had taken his seat the public 
exercises commenced 

When the disputations were conclud 
ed the president of tl\e colk gc coun 
cri presented to the right honourable 
the visitor the several students of the 
college who were entitled under stitu e 
VIII to receive degrees of honour as 
well as succes ively the whole of the 
students who at the cximinationa 
held in January and June last had been 
found qualified to enter upon the pub

The recent cx'imui'it cn t 1 ic f e 
so far as It relate t > the qmlihc Ui not 
thestudent^ to quit college has cf rence 
only to the subsequent ind biol tn j c 
nod of SIX months But as the exami 
nation which took phee ni Januar) 
was not followed by public cxcicises 
nor by any part of the solemnities 
usually observed at this annnersar) a 


distinguished portion cf merit would 
be deprived of its just r compence the 
year w ould be defr luded of its brightest 
ornaments and a considenble hiatus 
would be left in the academ cil history 
of the college of Foit William if the 
w hole period u hich has elasped since I 
had hst the honour of addr ssing jou 
were not comprised within the scope of 
this day s commemoration 

It will be proper therefore to con 
sid r the year I8O9 and the six fol 
lowing months as forming one consoli 
dated period and I shall enjoy the 
double gratihcation of dispensing siMfli 
a full measure of public honours and 
ot enriching my discourse with such 
accumulated praise as may be justly 
rendered to a somewhat protracted sea 
son of study in 1 exertion 

On the other hand this alteration

filled although the apprehension of a 
whole years disappointment in the

These and simihr considerations on 
which however it is not neccs iry to 
enlarge would render the usual com 
parative review extremely complicat^^d 
and 'll the ame time ntithcr conclu ve 
nor satisfactory 

I might therefore be induced to f^r 
bcir altogether from a circumstantial 
comparison agreeable to former m > 
dels of the present period with the 
studies of ISOb if I wcie not so much 
persuaded of the advantage to be de 
lived from that mode of revision as 
notwithstanding the difficulties which 
prevent me fiom pursuin^^ ihatcour e 
too minutely to be desirous ( f offering

under all the circumstances which 
would create error and disturb these 
complex calculations so far to distrust 
the partiality which from a desire of 
progress I confess always inclines my 
mind to the interests of the latest pe 
nod I mean that which is the imme 
diate subject of observation as not to 
rely too confidently on our title to the 
inconsiderable preference which these 
numbers mij^ht in briefness afford 
My solicitude for the A^edit of the>ear 
shall be satisfied therefore by the cer 
tamty of equality with the past and 
by the probable hope of a moderate 
improvement 

Agreeable to this observation the 
number of students v^ho presented 
themselves for examination in the dif 
ferent languages in January and June 
of thejeai JSIO compared with those 
of the former period affords no ad 
vantage worthy of being claimed on 
c iher side Before the numbeis are 
stated It may be proper however for 
the sake of concctness to observe

In variety of studies we appear to

Dismissing the comparative review 
of the present and f rmer periods wuli 
these impel feet but is i n as tiic} ex 
tend sufhcicntl} toiitci observations I 
pioceed with the satisfaction which 
alwa)s attends the distribution of just 
and impartial leward to distinguished 
and well established merit to recite 
the honours which have been awarded 
by the college council and which I 
have on tin day dispensed to those 
who in providing lor the reputation 
of their own seison and for the splen 
dour of the scene on which they have 
fbr the first time been candidates fof 
fame and stood before the awful even 
wheie It IS indulgent and partial in 
quest of the world have J doubt not 
^xed the rank they are destined to hold 


throughout the career on which they 
are entering 

It IS always I confess with secret 
pleasure thatl allow myselt to assimilate 
this apparently contracted stage of early 
Ilf to the wider but scarcely more real 
theatre of the world Viewing from this 
chair which seems to be placed on the 
confines of jouth and mauhood at the 
extreme boundary of the first and on 
the threshold of the succeeding stage 
viewing all the business the emula 
lions tlie generous strifes and con 
tending energies wnh the many de 
grees of success and failuie corres 
ponding to the various powers and ex 
tions of these } outhful actors summed 
up and diplajed at this anniversary it 
IS gratifying to contemplate this juvenile 
arena as but a lively rehearsal and 
anticipated image of the future scene 
The int rest ot the day and of my 
own ofiicc in this place is much en 
hanced by the indulgence of these I 
think not ii rational speculations by 
which the garlands with which the 
joung combatants are now crowned 
may be deemed of perpetual fragrance 
and the champ ons w ho arc applauded 
to day may be seen m distant perspec 
tive gathering ind accumulating fresh 
and glowing renown to the end ot their 
course 

Why indeed should this fair and 
flattering prospect fail us ^ The hopes 
I have described ait nthei the conclu 
sions of reason than the visions of a 
partial imagination Ihese young men 
have subdued stronger obstacles stirau 
lated by weaker inducements than 
Will attend their maturer labouis 
The lively character of youth and all 
Its appetites far active and gay pur 
suits Its taste for bodily exeicises its 
love of hardy and skilful sports and its 
ambition to excell m them its aversion 
to sameness and restraint in a word 
Its whole frame and constitution moral 
and phjsical dissuade from recluse 
serious and sedentaiy toil and in many 
instances place insurmountable i aniers 
of mental repugnance and disgust be 
tween the young student and his task 
repelling him yet inoie invinc ibly from 
the long continued and unbr ken la 
hour of dry and elementary sludj 
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Why (hen should they who contend 
jng with nature herself have achieved 
1 harder labour with less inducement 
that 18 to sa) while the fruit it is to 
bear is }et in the distance and scarcely 
discernible to their remote view why 
should the) faint or stumble in the 
smoother way that follows when their 
efforts Will be united by the riper 
tastes of manhood impelled and cheer 
ed by sensible and immediate recom 
pence ^

With these sentiments tl erefoit 
and in this spirit of flattering prognos 
tication 1 cill up once more our 
) oiing worthies to their rewards not 
of dry laurel as I trust plucked foi 
the decoration of a single festival and 
then to wither but living plants still 
cultured by th( h inds that won them 
to put foith perennial shade and ver 
dure and flourish with their age 
Degrees of honour have been grant 
ed to the following students tor high 
proficiency in the several languages 
which I shall specify with their names 
following the older in which they have 
been classed by the college council in 
their two reports of January and July 
of the present year 
Ml Holt Mackenzie has obtained a 
degree of honour in Pcisian Hindoo 
stance and Bengalee 

Mr Mortlock in Persian and Hiii 
doostanee 

Mr Ma^^niac in Persnn Hindoo 
fctanee nd Anbic 

Mr Hans Sotheby in Persian 
Mr Robert Merttins Bird in Per

Medals of merit were also awarded

And in July 1810 to Mr Molony 
and Mr Poreher in Persian — Mr 
Bird in Arabic — Mi Molony and Mr 
Bay ley in Hmdoostanee — Mr Poreher 
Mr Belli Mr Bud and Mr Prinsep 
in Bengalee 

The greater number of these names 
have already been mentioned with thu 
honour that is due to them as eminent 
CKaropIes of a quick progress in study 
In justice to such as hive not fallen 
under that particular he id of commen 
d ition I am desirous of noticing their 
specific and iespeetive merits in thit 
place 

I must indeed begin by naming 
once more a gentleman whose sue 
cessful studies elsewhere improved by 
the assiduous exercise of the same ta 
lents m the eolltj^e of Port William 
have proved tint h^ w is made to ho 
nour inv niaslci and to illustrate any 
school of which he should be a disci 
pie I speak of Mr Magni u and I 
return to his name principall) for the 
purpose of recording a sentiment 
which I am sure has been shared by 
all those whom I ad Irt s 1 h ive a 
pleasuie theiefoie in professing and 
I ventuie to do so m the name of this 
college the cordial and lively saiisfac 
tion with which we have seen Mr 
Magniae lestorcd to the service and to 
that ciicer of public duty and personal 
distinction m which we had known 
him so well piepared to run a useful 
and honourable course 

The sentence whieh threatened us 
with ihe disappointment of so fair pro- 
mise before the hour of performance 
was illuwed was pronounced in a spi 
rit of laudable abhoirence of abuse 
which at once shielded the honouiable 
compinyitelf from the evils consc 
quent on corruption and the members 
of that court which admiuisteis their af 
fairs from the foulest personal repioach 
The measure thcieforc winch in 
its general scope enveloped Mt Mag 
mac was neecssiiy to piolect at once 
the purity and the leputation of the 
company a d its servue be ng at the 
same time strictly warran cd by fre 
quent but ineflectual promul^^at ons 
of the penalty Bui this politic sevc 
nty lUYolving m its remedial pt mciple 
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though with some violence to moral 
justice the innocent and even as in 
this case the meritorious objects of the 
abuse to be corrected nlongwith its 
agents and instruments who were the 
only guilty parties must have been 
and we know it was in fact inflicted 
with much reluctance and regret The 
equitable and indulgent character of the 
honourable court even Jett in the mo 
ment of us greatest austerity room for 
consoling hope that when the ends of 
all human penalties should ippear to 
have been obtained some healing prin 
ciple of exception would in their libe 
raitty be found to withdiaw at least 
signal merit from the altar which 
seemed to demand an indiscnmate sa 
cnfice ot guilt and innocence to public 
purity 

In this hope we hive not been de 
ceived I had proposed fiom this very 
chair to attempt a mediation between 
general and lodividuil justice and to 
intercede in the name of the college of 
Fort William and of our learned coun 
trymen in Asn for an exempt on 
which in prt serving one of our fairest 
ornaments should at the same time re 
lieve the difterent brinches of the com 
panv 8 admini tration from the singu 
iar contradiction of dealing rewirds 
and penalties on the same head it the 
same time afilicting the dc en which 
we applaud ind mixing brambles 
with our bi}s to wound the very 
brows round v Inch we are binding the 
wreath of merit 

i<or this puiposc I should have borne 
a testimon) with truth and have urged 
It with a d cent zeal of worth fortihed 
with the sUong sanction of a body 
capable of aj \ rtcialing and entitled to 
pronounce on the conduct they com 
mend 

This intervention has proved super 
fluous 1 he justice wisdom and ten 
derncss of the honourable court have 
conspired to prevent our solicitations 
and anticipate our wishes 

Let me here invite my younger hear 
ers to remark how the intrinsic powers 
of merit are exemplthed in the restora 
lion of Mr M'igmac It has already 
been his ransom from a great evil and 
w'b may reasonably indulge the belief 


that it will hereafter prove no less efH 
cacious in achieving the positive bene 
fits of fortune and distinction 

Mr Hans Sotbeby entered the col 
lege in August 1808 and was qualified 
to quit It at the examination of Janu 
ary 1 8 J 0 In a year and four months 
his talents and diligence mastered four 
oriental languages the Arabic, Persian 
Hindoostanee and Bengalee In each 
of these studies be placed himself on a 
high form and striking out as 1 
must from every estimate of ment 
those colossal strides of a brother whom 
he need not be ashamed to avow also 
f6r his model which would cease to be 
prodigies if often repeated Mr Hans 
Sotheby has justified he praise I have 
always wished lo bestow upon him 
and It is the highest I can pronounce 
of kindred desert with an elder whose 
name must long and ever stand most 
eminent in the rolls of the college of 
Fort William 

Mr Piuisep in eleven months from 
July I8O9 ISIO conquered 

three languages and placed himself 
first m Persian econd in Hindoostanee 
and fourth m Bengalee These labours 
could not be accomplished in so short 
a space either bv assiduous dulness or 
by the parts of a slack student and 
they rank Mr Prinsep amongst the for 
t mate possessors of talents and apph 
cation conspning to mutual efficieiicv 
and forming w hen united the be t if 
not the only guides to excellence 

I have reseivcd the name of Mr 
Biid for the close of this head of my 
discour<te that I might maik with the 
deeper impression a praise la which 
few have shaied but which as often as 
the occasion recurs must be sounded 
by me with a willing voice 

Mr Bird between November 1808 
and January 1810 had made himself 
proficient in three languages standing 
thud in Bengalee sixth in Persian and 
Hindoostanee Ihe examiners and 
the count I of the college had reported 
bun qualified ag^ indeed he was in a 
highdegiee to quit the college and 
enter on the public sen ice The fiat 
tenng prospect tbu opened tcT him did 
not damp his ardour for liberal acquire 
ment or divert him from the yet more 
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generoas love of perfection^ and aim at 
excellence He requested perm ssion 
to refrain another season from the 
world its business and allurements 
and to continue studies no longer ne 
cessary lor the ordinary purposes of 
fortune and advancement but to be 
pursued for their own atirartions , 
attract 4 ons felt by such minds as Mr 
Biids as beaufv or virtue without 
wealth are courted by generous suitors 
I have already on more than one 
occasion dw It on this theme as on 
one peculiarly grateful to my mind, 
ind to the office I have the honour to 
fill in this institution because while 
the conduct which I commend leads to 
the highest improvement of literary 
acquirement it displays the rare union 
of youthful ardoui with mature judg 
ment and manly constancy it shews 
a mind so happily constituted as yet 
in the age of delusive views concerning 
the world and its pursuits and before 
It can have been tutored by reflection 
or experience to discern as with an 
instinct or intuition of a higher order 
the just objects of intellectual exertion 
and to point its young vigour with an 
adult and manly aim It sets before 
ns the most captivating and the most 
admirable objects which the i iches and 
b auty of nature aflbid the young 
blossom anJ (he ripened fruit adorning 
the same bough It is not Mr Bird 
to whom we need rtcal the poet s pre 
ccpt drink deep or taste not The 
surface cannot slacken his piofounder 
thirst —The same well directed zeal 
which has already forbidden him to 
halt at the first stage of juvenile attain 
ments and would press him still on 
ward to the higher regions o learning 
bespeaks a principle ot wider range than 
scholarship alope and affords not the 
promise but the assurance that what 
ever the pursuit of his ardent but con 
slant mind may be mediocrity will not 
suffice while the further goal of excel 
lence is open to bis \ ipw 
I am now called to a less gracious 
duty in noticing with impartiality the 
defects which m some degree ooscure 
the lustre of the year exceptions which 
must be deemed incident to all nume 
rous bodies. We are not to wonder

nor should we impute it as matter of 
reproach to an association constituted 
as this IS that in the number some 
few of Its members fortuitously assem 
bled as they are should be found less 
happilj gifted m genius or less inclm 
ed to supply whit may be viantim m 
capicvtv by those substitute qualities 
of 1 sidiiity and diligence which e en 
the dull may command and which 
they can justify the want of perhaps 
less than the lively student In con 
fessing that some example of slow 
progress ending in but moderate and 
imperfect attainment have been fur 
nibhed in the late examination I shall 
indulge my repugnance to this side of 
the picture so far as to suppress the 
names which cannot partake in the ge 
neral honours of this collegiale year 
I am happy also to qualify the absence 
of higher piaise by acknowledging 
with much satisfaction that some ef 
fort has not been wanting to regain 
lost ground and that gentlcni a 
who were the subjectiWr^ admonition 
on a foiaier occasion have since qua 
lified themselves for the se vice by a 
knowledge reported to be competent 
of two languages I ba\e satisfaction 
in naming those to whom this degree 
of commendation is due and with 
drawing from Mr Cbailes Richard 
Barweli Mr BJagrave a ad Mr Jen 
nings any share of the reflections 
which may have attached to them in 
my last discourse and which may have 
left uneasy impressions on their minds 
Another gentleman has attained 
proficiency in one language tlie Ben 
galee after an attendance in college oi 
more than three jears and a half 
bo small a pi ogress can challenge 
no merit which can compensate for 
the inadequacy of his qualification for 
the duties of public office but it has 
been determined and that in a spirit 
of indulgence to allow him the proba 
tion of another ) ear I might perhaps 
in the hope of a favourable result have 
omitted even aii ailu&ion to this gentle* 
man if I had not reason to apprehend 
that a disposition has arisen to mistn 
tcipret a degree of indulgence which 
in February 1808 was extended 
under very special circumstances, t9 
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two gentlemen who had acquired a 
competent knowledge of only one Ian 
goage and to spread an Expectation 
that gentlemen would be indiscnmi 
fiately admitted to serve in the com 
mercial branch with that defective 
qualification 

The principles on which the excep 
tion alluded to was made were so ex 
plicitly stated in my discourse upon 
that occasion that it appears difficult 
to have misunderstood them and to 
rectify such an error it migh seem 
sufficient to refer to that explanation 
For the purpose however of arresting 
the progress of so pernicious a miscon 
ception I am desirous of taking this 
opportunity of unequivocally reminding 
the students of the college of Fort Wil 
liam that one language will not suffice 
and that a competence in two will be 
required without distinction as to the 
particular line of the service which 
the taste ogijeihaps under the mistake 
which 1 adBibw correcting the indo 
lence of tholudent might lead him to 
prefer Feeling forcibly fiom the ex 
periment already made it is with 
much reluctance I am constrained to 
advert in this place to the express 
mention in the report of the college 
council of three students who have 
made no progress m any language 
ID a period of nearly three years It 
has been determined to afford them 
the opportunity of one year more to 
redeem their forfeited leputation and 
to avert the inevitable consequences to 
their views in life their character and 
fortune of a perseverance in the breach 
of every duty to themselves to their 
parents their friends and th^ir em 
ployers which after the admonitions 
already more than once repealed will 
add the ofifence of contumacy to all 
that was before culpable in their con 
duct 

I am grieved to say that their minds 
do not seem or have not yet been 
found accessible to the higher and mote 
honourable inducements which have 
been held out to them in exhortations 
conveyed with tenderness and directed 
to their own benefit 1 am under a 
necessity therefore which 1 have 
tOMght in vain to avoid, of employing a 


different tone of expostulation and of 
presenting to them motives more igno 
ble than those which have hitherto ope 
fated on the least meritorious of their 
cotemporanes I am to announce there 
fore the resolutions adopted by the col 
lege and b) the government that those 
who shall he found disquai tied at their 
fourth annual examination by the 
want of proficiency in two languages 
shall be dismissed from the college as 
incapable of benefiting by the instruc 
tion It affords and suspended the ser 
vice as entirely deficient in the qualifi 
cations it requires until the pleasure of 
the court of directors shall be known 
unless the honourable court should be 
in the interval as it is not impiobable 
they may have signified their appro 
bation of the absolute and final dis 
missal witliout reference of these un 
profitable servants 

It IS with pleasure that I turn from 
this fflictmg part of my duty to re 
port in the accustomed and well justi 
fled terms of approbation the confi 
Dued display of eminent talents assi 
duit) constancy and zeal in the dis 
cbaigc of severe and laborious func 
tions for which the learned professors 
and officers of the college of hort Wil 
him Furopcan and Native have ever 
stood distinguished This tribute will 
be found in several instances due not 
exclusivel} to the faithful and able pei 
formance of duties puiely academical 
but to the volunt iry extension ot Ja 
bonrs already sutficiently weighty in 
works of learning which I shall have 
the satisfaction of noticing m the sequel 
ot this discourse 

There is a topic however extremely 
interesting to the general cause of on 
ental learning as va ell as to this college 
and to the honourable company s ser 
\ ice in India which I would firat pro 
pose to touch upon and from which I 
am unwilling any longer to refrain en 
tirely as I have hitherto done although 
the materials possess will afford 
even )ct only a slight and somewhat 
anticipated notice of the subject 1 refer 
to 

I have been desirous of collecting 
such information as might enable me 
to report some probable judgment coo 
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ccrnmg the operation of the knowledge 
acquired at the college of Hertford on 
the subiiequent studies of its members 
at Fort William But the experiment 
IS yet too recent and imperfect to furnish 
a mature and well grounded opinion 

Ihe experience hitherto acquired on 
this subject appears to be detective m 
two respects 

First too small a proportion of the 
students hitherto received from Hert 
ford have passed through the full 
course of oriental study intended by 
the regulations of that college to pre 
cede the departure of the pupils for 
India The late foundation of that 
institution did not indeed admit earlier 
than last jear of the regulation which 
relates to that point being finally and 
completely in force 

But in the next place the college 
Itself IS too young to have attained the 
more perfect powers of instruction 
which may hereafter and probably 
soon enable it to send forth periodically 
and transfer to the college of Fort Wil 
liam a succession of scholars possess 
mg the full measure of acquirement 
which the prescribed term of three 
years attendance it Hertford may Oe 
capable of affording 

Ihe study of the Hindoostanee Ian 
gunge bad not been allotted to those 
members of Hertford college who 
were appointed to Bengal at the date 
of the last advices and the extensive 
and various course of general study 
embraced 1 think wisely and I do 
not doubt It will pro\e beneficially 
in the scheme of education assigned to 
that institution will always appear to 
leave some disadvantage on the college 
at Hertford lu a comparison with the 
college of Fort William on the single 
point of progress during equal periods 
of study in the oriental languages 

The absence at Hertford of anothet 
advantageous incident to the local 
sitaation of our college in Bengal 
must unavoidably continue in all times 
and uuder all circumstances to give to 
the latter a decided superiority in oti 
ental pursuits 

It Will be enough to observe that 
two of the languages which are taught 
here the Hin^stanee and Bengalee 

F 


are vernacular and the student in the 
hours of leisure or amusement and 
without fatigue or design is quicken 
ing imperceptibly the sedentary la 
hours of his class by the practice of 
living tongues while his grammatical 
and critical studies are correcting the 
inaccuracies and refining the rudeness 
of colloquial intercourse 

The student is at the same time sur 
rounded bj and living with learned 
men native and European who arb at 
once familiarly and profoundly con 
versant in all the objects of his study 
It IS difficult to appreciate this advan 
tage too highly but it is manifest 
that no such aid can be furnished for 
the promotion of study where both 
instruction and practice are exclusively 
supplied by a single master or by two 
or three individuals to a multitude of 
scholars w ho w ith many different and 
distinct occupations under other lo 
structors are living at home where no 
language but their own is spoken and 
where both tlie chancters and sounds 
of those which they are studjing so 
far from familiar are yet regarded with 
the sort of wonder which one sees 
bestow ed by the vulgar on some itnpe 
netrable and unintelligible mystery 

Under these disadvantages inherent 
in the nature of the case and jet 
greater at this earlj period than they 
may hereafter be it must be satisfac 
lory to those who founded or who now 
favour that establishment that 1 am 
enabled in the absence of more ample 
grounds for a judgment on the subject 
to say from my own observation that 
we have already derived some of our 
most distinguished ornaments from 
Hertford college I do not speak of 
the merit to which I now allude m 
comparison only with that of cotetp 
poraries of the present year j but I 
would place it confidently in parallel 
with the best and brightest period of 
our college 

To warrant this homage justly and 
impartially paid to the early fruit of 
our new not rival but associate instw 
sution I have only to name 
Mr Holt Mackenzie^

1 make this observation with the more 
satisfaction as 1 entertain an earnest 
wish to find It proved that the* pre 
liminary tuition and general instruc 
tion afforded to the succeeding gene 
rations of the company s servants at 
Hertford will be found of more ex 
tensive 1 should almost be disposed to 
say of more valuable influence even 
for India than a greater or smaller 
degree of proficiency in a l^iguage or 
t\Ao pf ^he east can prove at that 
tnrly period 

lam ha^py also to have the an 
thoniy of one professor of this college 
for saying although the Hindoostanee 
language does not rppear to have been 
taught at Hertford to the students des 
tiu^ to Bengal that the course of 
Study in the Hindoostanee the 
college of Fort William has been 
nei^ly shortened by that m the Per 
•lan at Hertford and m the instances 
of those who had made any proficteocy 
ID the latter very consider^iy so 
1 osttuot bettev couvey the senti 
ipents of -another teamed professor, of 
ve^ high authertty in this cdlege 
OOd 10 tto whole h* 5 dy of oriental scho- 
lart than mbii own words 
^ Ad Ae whole, latn satisfied from 
whKh 1 have heard that 
the rafAn dcpartmetit of Hertford 
Wrilage IS ih a pra^resinre state of ira 
lArwiRtnt, ood tSilits eActs will be 


shortly perceptible in the abbreviated 
peiiod of our studies here 

It will appe«i from these short re 
marks that several important benefits 
have already been deiivcd from the m 
stilutipn at Hertfoid the util ty of that 
establisbmei i has even thus early been 
made sensible first by the po itive ac 
quirs^ments of Its pupils wb chalthough 
inconsiderable and merely elementary 
m oriental sludv h ve been felt to con 
tribute materially to the advancement 
of the same pursuits at Fort William 
but next and principally by a salutary 
influence on conduct and character 
both moral and academical 

We are entitled also to anticipate 
with hope and expectation the growth 
and future promise of our younger 
but sister academy Her progress is 
now perceptible and we may look to 
the approaching maturity of an instilu 
tion already prospering for the full 
accomplishment of every useful pur 
pose that under the peculiarities of 
local situation and their necessary in 
fiuence on the object in view it could 
ever be reasonable to contemplate from 
that foundation 

That the studies of Hertford will 
abridge those of Fort William cannot 
be doubted This has already been 
proved 

That the latter will at all times 
and after the new college shall have 
ttained its highest perfection still re 
mam indispensaVle for affording even 
the competence of oriental knowledge 
and practice required for mere official 
use, but much more indispensable to 
ward a hgher cultivation of these 
Janguigcs and the desirable pro 
motion of a general taste for eastern 
philology and literature can as little be 
doubted 

It 18 at this college alone that any 
pneral approach to excellence can be 
Hoped for and to withhold from the 
prellminaiy coarse of Hertford the 
lu^lemeuti# polish as well as the & 
miliar practice of our truly oneatal 
sdiool, would beto condemn the service 
of Bengal to perpetual mediocrity, aad 
to subsutute the accessary for the prin 
cipal, that is to say, a schenae of in 
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siniction necessarily defective and cir 
cumscribed for the wide fertile and 
copious range which we already pos 
sessed before the institution at Hert 
ford was established 

But as this subject would lead to a 
wider field than I can now engage in 
and as the discussion is not calM for 
by any apprehension that the facilities 
adbrded by the liberal institution of 
Hertford College to the beginning of 
oriental stud) will be converted into 
obstacles it its close and so instead 
of promoting be made to forbid ex 
cellence an'l bar ns from the goal to 
wards wh ch it has been tlie object of 
the same establishment to render our 
first steps more mooth and easy I 
shall for the present refraiu from the 
further prosecution of this interesting 
matter 

I proceed to the notice of such lite 
rary works as have been executed or 
undertaken since the last disputations 

The professor of the Persian and 
Arabic languages having nearly com 
pleted his elaborate grammar of the 
former of tliese tongues has com 
menced an Arabic grammar on the 
sime extensive scale Thecoraposi 
tion of a work which will unlock the 
treasure of knowledge on the structure 
of that majestic copious and most 
artificial language hitherto laid up in 
the compositions of learned oriental 
writers and very imperfectly dig 
closed by the labours of their brethren 
m Euiope must necessarily occupy 
seveial years In the mean time it 
will be satisfactory to those who are 
engaged in so interesting and useful a 
study to know that other helps to 
iVards the acquisition of its grammatical 
principles agreeable to the system of 
instruction used by the Native literati 
Will speedily be afforded to them 

The first of these is a translation of 
a treatise on the permutation of let 
fers eupkonuB grahd which is very 
fiequent m this language and consti 
tntes one of its principal -difficulties 
It was drawn up m Persian by the late 
Manlavi Roshen Ali for the use of the 
Arabic students m the college and is 
now tmntlated into English by Dr 
who has for some tune attended 


the lectures of the college and bene 
fited by the opportunities of instruc 
tiOD which It a&rds 
The second is a translation from 
Arabic of three elementary treatises oa 
the syntax of that language viz the 
MiatAumilj a Commentary on the 
same , and the Kafiyah of Ibny Hiyib 
by lientenanl Lockett one of the exa 
miners in the college Tb the Kafiyah 
a work of unrivalled celebnty in the 
east as containing one of the roost 
nncient and compendious systems of 
the grammatical science of the Arabs 
will be added notes and illustrations 
from us most esteemed commentary 
the Shereh Mulia with an attempt to 
exhibit a general comparative view of 
the peculnnties that serve to distin 
guish the grammatical structure of the 
language from that of etbers 

For the j^r^aler practical utility the 
translator lias prop sed to add o | raxis 
from the Mukamat i Harm lud Ikhua 
us Safa with a iranshtion of the 
Tahzib il Mantik or a synopsis ot 
Arabic logic and a vocabulary of the 
principal words with a literal expla 
nation and analysis 

The first volume of the Mukamat i 
Harm which was noticed last year^ 
has been completed 
A selection from the most classical 
works m the Persian language has been 
prepared for the use of that class under 
the direction of the professor It is 
intended to occupy six quarto volumes 
of which three have been published 
In the Hiudustanee language a con 
siderable number of works in prose 
were published at a very early persod 
of the institution under the super* 
intendance of Dr Gilchnst the first 
professor of that tongue But there 
was a want of specimens of poetical 
composition some of the most e^ 
teemed among the prose works are 
now out of pnnt, and the cultivation 
of that language having gradually ad* 
vaiSced seems to require even in 
prose specimens of a higher style of 
composition than have yet been laid 
before the public To supply these 
wants the following works some of 
which are already completed^ have 
been undertaken at the recommeoda* 
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tioh and under the inspection of the 
present learned Professor 

1 — A selection from the works of 
Mir Sox a Hmdustanee poet of consi 
derable celebrity consisting of Odes 
and letrasticbs 

2 - — A more copious collection from 
Mtrxa Rafia us Sauda who h deser 
vedly es eemed the princeKif Hindus 
tanee poets This exhibits the most ex 
quisite specimens of all the \arieties of 
poetical composition in the language 
and in this instance a judicious selec 
tion has one important advantage o\er 
a complete edition of the authors 
works because while in his satirical 
compositions especially he breathes a 
spirit which may entitle him to be 
called the oriental Juvenal he shares 
not a little in the indelicacy of the 
Roman poet All passages of the lat 
ter description have been carefully ex 
chided from tlie present collection 

3 —-A translati m into Hmdustanee or 
Urdu prose of part of tlie Ikhwan s 
Safa an Arabic work in high estimation 

1 he portion which has been selected 
dcscnlies a dispute carried on before an 
impartial judge between mankind and 
other animals the former chiming do 
minion over all the rest and the latter 
asserting their independence The 
arguments on both sides aredelnered 
in language highly characteustic of the 
different speakers and the translation 
has been executed by Maulavi Turah 
Ah a native of Lucknow eminently 
skilled both in Arabic and Hmdustanee 
assisted by the learned na ives in the 
Hindustanee department of the College 

Farther help in the jcquisition of the 
^ammatical principles of this useful 
language has been afforded to the junior 
students both European and Native by 
the publication of a short system of 
rules in Hmdustanee verse the work of 
Maulavi Ammet Ullah of the Hindus 
tanee department of the C liege As 
convejing at once idiomatical and 
grammatKal instruction ineasj versih 
cation this work cannot fail to prove 
an useful aid to the memory of the 
student 

In the dialects which are more pe 
culiai to the Hindu inhabitants of these 
prov^inces the following works have 
been undertaken 


1 The Ramayan of Tms Das in the 
Purbi dialect or that used in the pro- 
vinces situated to the eastward of 
Delhi as Oude and Benares It is a 
popular and admired poem on a 
favourite subject of Hindu Mjthology 

2 The Sat sat of Behan Lai a 
poem highly steemed as one of the 
most classical works m the old Hmdee 
or Brtj Bhakha that is the dialect that 
prevails about Muttra and Agra 

These two works have been printed 
at the Shansent press 

3 A collection of stories in the 
Hmdustanee and Hmdvi languages 

4 Grammatical principles of the Bnj 
Bhakha dialect with an English trans 
lation 

5 A continuation of the Prem 
Sagar or history of krishn translated 
from the tenth chapter of the Bhaga 
wat the first part of which was pub 
iished some years ago 

t Rajniti or admonition to kings a 
work on morality and the principles of 
government taken from the celebrated 
Hitopalesa and translated into the 
dialect of Bnj 

Ihe four last mentioned works are 
the composition of Shri Lullh Lai Cab 
the Blnkn Munshi attached to the 
iiindu tanee department 

Of the vernacul ir language of Ben 
gal an extensive dictionary compiled 
by the lea ned professor of that Ian 
guage IS m considerable forwardness 
and will issue from the Mission press 
at Serampore 

In the mean time a vocabulary* 
Bengalee and English a work useful 
to be committed to memory by students 
commencing the study of this language 
has been published by Mohem Pershad 
Tha ur a learned native attached to the 
college 

As an original composition in this 
language may be mentioned the his 
toiy of Hindustan compiled b> the head 
Pundit in this department of the col 
lege Ihisworkis now in the press 
of Serampore and may soon be expect 
ed to appear 

Of the Mahratta tongue a dictionafjr 
has been published at the Mission press 
and forrvs an important addition to the 
stock of literary wealth especially at 
a lime when circumstances have ren 
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dcred the acquisition of that language 
of greater coii!>equence than it ever was 
bef ire 

Wh le so much has been done to 
facihi te the acquisition of languages 
the cultivation of other branches ot 
science In not been neglected That 
ot } irisprn lence in particular the study 
of winch I become an oojecc of pri 
mary ntce ity to tl e greatest part of 
the couipaiH s servinls ind especially 
to those entrusted with the most impor 
tant duties his received oris ibont to 
receive the most valuable illn tration 
Ihe I ersian tnnslation ot the Hydiya 
which was inide by a society ot learn 
ed natives by order of Mr Hisings 
and has been carefully corrected by 
M lul ivi Muhummed Rashid one of 
the officers <f the court of Sudder 
Dewnnv and ]\i7ainet Adav^let was put 
lo the pre s about four ) ears ago by 
order ot go ernment and is now com 
pleted Ihis will supply to the Persian 
student the nm sions of the English 
translation made h) captain Hamilton 
as well as corr ct some deviations from 
the sense of the oiigiuil which have 
been discovered in that tr inslation and 
It will render that work which is of 
high authority in all questions of 
Mohammedan Jaw more acce sible to 
the native law officers attached to the 
courts of justice 

lo supply the want of the law of 
inheritance in the Hydaja a Persian 
translation of theSiu ijjiah with its com 
mentary the Shcri lah which are well 
known by the English version of sii 
William Jones is now in the press and 
wil) soon be published 

A similar detect in the digest of 
Hipdn Jaw f >r the translation ot which 
the worJd is indebted to the learning 
and industry of Mr Colebrook is 
about to be supplied by the pen of the 
same gentleman in a translation of two 
worlts of high autliority with copious 
notes and illustrations the DayaBbaga 
a treatise on inheritance by Ibmuta 
Vahana and the law of inheritance 
from the Mitaqhara a commentary by 
Vijnyaneswara on the institutes of 
Yajnyabalcya The one is a work 
held m great estimaUbn in the province 


of Bengal the other is a standard 
aulbont} thioughout India 

Lieut Gallowa) a gentleman who 
has with great industry and success 
devoted much of his time to the study 
oi the Arabic language andofMoham 
medan law is employed in the transla 
tion of the Muktesiri Kudun a cele 
brated treatise on Mohammedan law 
b) the learned Shaikh Abul Husain 
Ahmed of Bagdad comprehending 
the judicial s) stem civil and ci iminal 
the canon law and religious institutions 
of the Mussulmans and considered by 
the followeis of Abu Hanisa a work 
of the highest authority 1 he transla 
tor has announced his intention to an 
nex illustrations where requisite from 
all the books of authority so as to ren 
der the system as complete as possible 
In the science of geography Dr 
Leyden has undertaken to publish in 
Arabic with an English translation 
the work of the celebrated Ibn ul 
Wardik entitled Kerndut ool Ajajeb 
wnich IS regarded in Arabic as a work 
of the most classical authoiity in the 
science the author being esteemed 
more accurate in his information and 
more free from credulity than any who 
have either preceded or followed him 
Ihis cannot fail to be a valuable 
addition to the scanty stock of materials 
which we hitherto possess regarding 
the descriptive geography of regions 
whose princes and inhabitants formerly 
acted a most conspicuous part on the 
theatre of the world 
Ihe first volume of the works of 
Confucius which was announced last 
year has been lately issued from the 
Mission press at Serampore and is 
preceded by a dissertation on the 
Chinese language whrch throws con 
siderable light on that very singular 
and obscure system 
This work contains the text of the 
venerably authoi printed in the Chinese 
character the types of which have 
been prepared and submitted lo the 
press by the patient and ingenious 
industry of the translator and editor 
The translation is referred by nugfkeri 
over each sentence to the conespond 
mg words of the Chinese teat and is 
accompanied by an ample commentary^ 
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Tbtsbook therefore while itren 
ders the loog venerated lessons of the 
Chinese sage accessible for the first 
time to an English reader fumislies 
also the best clue to guide the in ]u si 
tiie tadent through the unexplored 
Idbyrnths of this cxtiaordmaiy Ian 
gUag and 8 np[ lies perbpps the only 
elementaiy nid which t nb provid^l 
for I le icqnisition of a language con 
structed upon a plan so anomalous as 
to exclude or 1 should perhaps rather 
sa} as to seem to exclude the apphea 
tion of those grammatical theories 
which have indeed been deduced from 
languages after their practical use had 
been established but the universal 
principles of whi h must be thought to 
have presided in the origin and regula 
tion of onl and written transmission of 
tho ight in nil its possible or imaginable 
modes and forms Mr Maishman 
both by the principal work ind by 
his preliminaiy dis ertation appears to 
have led the way m reconciling tins 
apparent anomal) with the genet il and 
fundamental principles of human inter 
course and by letting in light upon 
this Chinese mystery to h-ive done 
so ething towards its solution 

I cannrt vilbngl) omit the oppor 
tunity whicii bis singular publication 
presents qt otfering the homage which 
appears to me to be due t > this lauda 
ble cffoit of mode t genius and labour 
which has pushed forward the appa 
rently hopeless p oject of forming a 
Chinese school under circumstances 
so little propitious to such an undertak 
mg to a point of success and efficiency 
which larger means and more powerful 
encouragement could hardly have jus 
tified a hope of attaining 

This commendable design has ad 
vanced however, silently without aid 
or notice by the innate powers of 
afrenuous though humble and unas* 
snming energy of mind directed by 
liberal and i irtuous views What Mr 
Marshman has already accomplisbad 
both in the tuition of his young but 
distiogui hed pupils and in worl» the 
produce of self lustroctim) would have 
honour to institutions fostend by 
all the aids of munificence and power ; 
mhirve risen, In tbu shade msp^l 


lens optbus renders his successfal 
laboura only ihe more worthy of admi 
ration 

The printed vocabularies which were 
circulated in a former }ear with a 
request that they might be filled up 
with the local dialects and peculiar 
languages of different di tricts of 
these provinces and of the contiguous 
couDtties have produced a single but 
valuable accession to philological 
science in a communication received 
from Mr Masters at Chittagong under 
whose super mteiidance a vocabulary 
of the Maga language has been com 
piled A careful examination of it has 
shewn how much is due to the laudable 
exertions of that gentleman in so un 
frequented a walk of literature for 
ever}^ page of it manifests the high 
degree of care and assiduity which has 
been bestowed on the work though 
Mr Mastcis with great modesty de 
dines the personal merit of its execu 
tion 111 is successful specimen de 
monstrates in the most satisfactory 
manner the great advantf ge which must 
result to the study of languages as 
well as to historical researches relative 
to the Indian nations from the comple 
tion of the enlarged plan of compara 
tive vocabularies proposed by the 
council of the college Praise is 
due therefore to Mr Masters not 
only for the correct manner in which 
the work communicated by him has 
been executed but also for the supe 
nor exertions which he has made in 
being the first to present a valuable 
contnbution towards the accomplish 
ment of an interesting object which 
has been recommended bj government 
to the attention of those whose local 
situation affords the opportunity of 
promoting its attainment ^ 

It was mentioned in my last dkourte, 
that as an extension of the desigfi 
just alluded to it was in the contem 
platioD of government to print and 
arculate vocabularies in the Berman 
and Malay languages for the purpose 
of acquiring specimens of the name* 
rous and dmost unknown languages 
spoken m the countries between Itwita 
and China and m the eastm isles Im 
pursuance of this intention, the pro- 
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posed vocabulary bat been prepared in 
the Berman and Malay to which has 
been added the Siamese language 
and measures are in progress for its 
arculation to tlic eastward Dr Ley 
den hid already pushed his comprehen 
live and powerf^al researches in that 
direction and has been enabled to 
^ly materials and carry the work 
ini9 complete execution from the 
abundant and various stores of his own 
knowl vdge which embraces these 
hitherto neglected languages availing 
himself at the same time of such aid 
as could be obtained in this place 

The vocabulary to which are pre 
fixed preliminary observations by Dr 
Leyden and alphabets of the Berman 
and Malay languages has been printed 
at the Mission press at Seram por 

If we except the publication of the 
Berman alphabet at Rome by the 
Propaganda Society this is the first 
European attempt to cultivate the 
knowledge of the Berman and Sn 
mese languages By the circulation of 
this vocabulary in three of the most 
extensive and original of the more 
Eastern languages three different sour 
ces will be opened for invest! ation 
each of which will supply a medium 
for the progressive increase of the col 
lection of vocabularies 

In forming this collection as our 
views extend to a variety of nations 
beyond the pale of the English govern 
ment or its direct influence we anti 
cipate the cordial assistance of all well 
informed Europeans as well as of our 
own countrymen 

To this hope we have had early en 
couragement from the liberal and ac 
tive with which this plan has al 
ready been seconded by some Spanish 
gentlenay of Manilla who contem 
plated Wm establishment of a learned 
and philosophiod institution to be 
denominated the literary soaety of 
the Phtkppines at whose desire 
several copies of this vocabnlaiy have 
been forwarded to Manilla for the 
purpose of being filled up with the 
corresponding terms m the different 
iragoagss of tbit fiteniive Arcbi 
pdigo

IHE PRINCIPALITY OF SIND 


A POLITICAL communication has 
been litely o|>ened between the Bn 
tish Government in India and the 
principality of Sind — a narrow but 
fertile tract of conntrj which ex 
tends along both sides of the river 
Indus from Tatta to Mooltan and 
IS shut out from all community with 
the adjacent kingdoms to the east 
and west by an almost impenetrable 
barrier of rocks and desarts The 
geographical peculiarities of this in 
suldted Slate its political importance 
(as embracing nearly one hilf of the 
natural frontier of Hindoostan ) the 
obscurity ui which every thing con 
nected with it his hitherto been buried 
and the fatal termination of a former 
attempt to bring it within the sphere of 
British influence are all of (hem cir 
cumstances calculated to render it an 
object of particular curiosity Among 
other happy results of a late misiioo it 


has opened the stores of information 
on a subj ct so eminently important 
and interesting and the public will m 
due time rtdp the benefits ( f the dis 
closure Ihe embisstes to Cabul and 
Lahore tlirougb no other channels 
thin the pi I vile conespondcncc of the 
gentlemen attached to them have 
sened within the last year to diffuse 
a more genenl and correct kn Itd^e 
of those lemote and uiilu (picnfed

thers —the eldest of whom having 
the largest share of the public levenue 
possesses conseqaenily ih leading in 
liuence in public affairs ^nd is oster 
bibl} set forth as the supreme head of 
the government —This triumvirate 
exercises a power absolutely despotic 
and displays in the maxims of its ad 
ministration all the ignorance and 
avarice which are commuii to the 
^re it body of eastern potentates The 
present dynasty have not been csta 
bli bed for moie than 30 years and 
the jealous timidity conspicuous in 
ihcir policy evinces their own sense of 
the insecurity of the tenure by which 
they still hold possession of the 
throne 

The inhabitants of Sind are repre 


sented by the gentlemen who visited 
that country with Mr Smith as a peo« 
pie recently emerged fmm barbarism 
who have not yet attained that pitch of 
improvement which by introducing 
the virtues the knowl^ge and the 
comforts peculiar to civilized life 
atones for the lo s of those ruder excel 
Icncies which enter into the cbarac 
ter of the savage 

The army of Sind is estimated at 
40 000 men — a large force when 
compared with its territorial extent 
Ihe troops are composed of levies 
raised from the military tribes which 
in their constitu ion pretty much re 
sembled the feudal clans of ancient 
Europe Ihe amount of the revenue 
IS supposed to have diminished ui the 
proportion of ne rly one halt since 
the accession of the present family to 
the throne It still however is esti 
mated so high as 42 lacs of Rupees 
per anuum

chosen the said most noble and trust 
worthy person, for this high servue 


— he being eminently qualified for the

On the death of so extraordinary an

fortunately however he thought of

Young Weston served the whole time 
of his engagement and then attach 
ed himself to hts patron from indma 
tion He followed him once to £u 
rope between 1740 and 50 

Mr Ho] well s abilities having raised 
him from the practice of medicine to 
the highest ranks of the Civil Service 
Mr Weston was also induced to 
change hispursuits —Besides although 
he generally applied his fortune when 
once acquired more to the use of 
others than to his own he seems to 
have been eaily impressed with an 
idea of the necessity of acquiring one 
and — what could I ex:[)ect said 
he from following the medical 
line when I saw a regular hied 
surgeon and so clever a man as Mr 
Holwell charge no more in his bills 
than fifty rupees for three months 
medicine and attendance ^ He 
tnerefore applied himself to book 
keeping 

He served as a mihtia man in the 
Old Fort in 756 but fortunately 
for the many necessitous whom he lived 
afterwards to assist he was sent to 
look after Mr Holwell s baggage 
boats the day before the fort suiren 
dered Had it been otherwise it is 
not probable that his rather weak 
frame could have resisted the hard 
ships of the black hole 
Mr Weston after that sad event 
hastened to Chinsurah where he had 
sent his wife and children A Mr 
Finley an Irish gentleman settled at 
Chandemagore in a house on the other 
side of the bur) ing ground saw him 
running bare fooied and having m 
formed himself of ins situation took 
care of him until the return of Mr 
Holwell from M >orbbedabad

ing because Mr Weston s often relating 
It gives some reason to suppose that 
the kindness which he thus experi 
enced in his youth and at so proper 
a time from a mere stranger made a 
deep impression on him and served to 
develope that love towards all his fel 
low creatures for which he became 
afterwards so conspicuous 

Mr Weston often affirmed that the 
subsequent release of Mr Holwell 
from fetters and imprisonment was 
owing to the intercession of llse Na 
bob s wives instigated by the natives 
of Calcutta with whom Mr Holwell 
had made himself extremely popular 
by the manner in which be had dis 
charged the functions of the Zemin 
daree 

At the time of his leaving India 
Mr Holwell made a present to Mr 
Weston of 2 000 Rs and lent bun 
5 000 the slender capital of his sub 
sequent large acquirements and the 
thriving fund of his extensive chanties 
Mr Weston but seldom ventured upon 
commercial speculation but made his 
fortune in the business of agenc) A 
gentleman now living and who has 
known him these forty years says that 
at the very commencement of their 
acquaintance Mr Westdn was already 
111 the habit of granting pensions to 
the poor and that he began to do so 
when administrator to the estate of a 
Portuguese me chant who had left a 
considerable sum for the same purpose 
On the same authority it is asserted 
that Mr Weston used even then to 
entertain his friends regularly once or 
twice a week a custom which he 
followed so constantly that even on 
the day of his death twenty four per 
sons had been invited to his table 

Mr Weston saw all his four daugh 
ters (on whom he had at their mar 
nage bestowed most liberal settle 
ments ) pSnsh in the prime of life 
His only son who survives him lost 
his mental faculties a little time alter 
his return from Europe where nothing 
haa been spared for his education 
And his wife has also preceded him 
to the grave Mr Weston met these 
misfortunes with fortitude 
He laboured at one period of bis 
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hfc for seven years under an asthma 
tic complaint of which he was cured 
by the use of Ipeca and by removing 
to the country where he passed the 
thirty last years of bis life About 
1782 he retired from business and 
never afterwards was once tempted to 
add any thing to his fortune even by 
the simple accumulation of intertst 
but devoted the remainder of his life 
to social enjoyments and to the relief 
of the poor 

His manner of disposing of his riches 
was invariably thus The profits ot 
the Tiretta bazar he applied to his own 
expences The rest of his fortune 
had begji invested in Company s paper 
and of that the whole interest was dis 
tnbuted in monthly allowances to the 
indigent of all nations classes and 
religions without distinction 

Ml Holwell found himself reduced 
in old age to apply to his pupils 
friendship and generosity and Mr 
Weston tendered him for the list 
tv elve years of his life the assistance 
which that great man had so well de 
served from his country This fact 
which would not have disgraced the 
account given of Mr Holwell in the 
Asiatic Register of 98 9 is now men 
tioned almost for the first time 

Although he was a kind friend and 
was fond of rendering little services ti# 
all his acquaintances he confined his 
bounty to the necessitous only and 
in order to be less deceived on that 
score he bad made to himself a rule 
from which he seldom deviated not to 
grant pensions of above 30 Rs per 
months 

His last illness began in September 
and he passed through the painful 
stages of It with unshaken resignation 
So far back as October be had separated 
himself from all kinds of business and 
kept himself in readiness for his final 
departure He left a lac of rupees by 
will as a fund for the poor; but un 
like so many who never think of part 
ing with any part of their money but 
at tbeir death his last and easiest act 


of chanty falls much short of those 
which he performed when alive 

Humanity mildness patience 
cheerfulness candonr activity sense 
and firmness (partaking at times of in*- 
flexibility ) made up hi character, 
which was as consistent as any hitherto 
known Exposed often to importunity 
and artifice he knew how to resist the 
one and to see through and def at the 
other Although his stock of infor 
mation was more derived from busi 
ness than fiom any other source he 
possessed in a high degree the art of 
conversation and his manners though 
unadorned by early education had 
received from his excellent understand 
ing and heart a polish which fitted 
him for the best circles His eccen 
trie simplicity mamgement of his 
health skill and temper in diversifying 
his pleasures would have done honour 
to a philosophei In shoit his address 
must have been uncommon who 
though possessed of every thing that 
IS ciuicd could spin out a lite of 78 
yens without ert ting a single enemy 
and could be at once expensive rich 
and Inppy — such a long course of 
worldly experience never inducing him 
to resinin his inexlnustible benevo 
lence 

It was difficult to live within the 
sphere of this man without sooner or 
1 itti benefiting by it Ihere is not 
the J ast doubt of this simple lajle 
meeting with the assent of the many 
who knew him and it may be repeat 
ed by some in a manner more worthy 
of the subject The propriety of our ad 
miration for the brilliant achievements 
of Warriors and Statesmen is still pro 
bkmatical with the thinking part of 
mankind but all men will concur la 
the praise of a man who walked m the 
private paths of life to the advantage of 
numbers to the annoyance of none } 
and who m the particular mode of con 
duct he adopted has left an example 
which he had reccned from no one, 
n4 which it must be the wish of so 
ciety at large to see imitated

Mr J Andrews who lately di d at 
his villa at Rassnpnglah near Calcutta 
was a gentleman though iiindorncd 
with the accomphshme ts of natuie oi 
art though somewhat rugged both in 
the interioi and exterior man though 
claiming no ei loginm tor those vntnes 
that commonly make the principal 
figure in posthumous commemoration 
yet demanding a short notice that 
may be made perhaps u efully to 
supply somewhat more than the mere 
record of the date of his exit from the 
drama of life In conten pi U ng hi 
worldly career vvt mij di cc n the 
good eff cts of industry perseverance 
and economy on the one hand and 
on the other the vanity of riches and 
the folly of their accumulation 

Mr Andiews went to Calcutta 
nearly halt a century a o in the hum 
bie charactei of a rtcruit fir the Jio 
nourablc company s army His educ i 
tion had been so much neglected that 
he could barely lead or w i ite li s nati e 
tongue but stimulated by the hudihlc 
desire of improvement he applied him 
self to the study of English and m ide 
a compctLQt proficiency m that 1 in 
guage He acqniied in this way iii 
early habit of reading which wa the 
clnef source 6f his amusement (hiou<rh 
life and continued till the day t his 
death Alter the period o^ his mill ny 
service he rec i\cd his discharge - 
having obtained the appre batiou ot his 
supenoi officeis and recommended 
himself to notice by st ut sobrieU 
fidelity and attention to In duties he 
fbund no difh ulty in obtaining such pe 
cuniary aid as added to the an ount of 
his ow n savings enabled him to coin 
xnence bookseller and to set on foot 
a circulating library the first institu 
tion of that kind established to the 
ei twarl oi th Cipe of (jrood Hope 
cUsuUi^cd the duties of his new 


vocation with credit and advantage to 
him elf and with gcnenl satisfaction 
to his sub cribcrs and customers 
By cl )sc ittcntion to business and 
by rigid economy he found himself in 
the COL 1 se of i few y ears possessed of 
accmipctenty upon wh dh about the 
ycai 1789 he retired from business 
determined to pass the residue of his 
days in ea e and dc^mestic peace But in 
the iccjuisition of wealth he had nur 
tured a passion tint was to disluib 
with ai icty and care the evening 
of his hie Instead of regarding 
wealth as the instrument of happiness 
as the means of dis harging those du 
ties and tulfilling thos piopensitie 
which fnni the only lational source of 
hum in pleasure and whit h render the 
individual useful and respect ible in so 
Cl t he c insidercd the mere posses 
Sion of riches as the suvimum lonum — 
IS necessarily biiiij^ing with it all that 
IS valuable in life an I that in posses 
Sion of snfheient w alth hafipiness 
netessnily fallowed thus unfc itunately 
mi taking the me ins lor the end — 
Under this f ml delu itn to save and

Nehur Bbhbisht, 01, Canal of Paradise 


The laudable anxi**ty of the supreme 
Government to promote the welfare of 
the extensive and populous provinces 
committed to their chai ge has been 
attracted to the restoration of the cele 
brated canal of Ah Merdan Khan 
which m former times was wont to 
diffuse salubnt} and plenty over (he 
wide (and now desolate) tract which 
extends from Delhi to Panniput 
The workmen hive ahead} begun to 
excavate the earth and other rubl isli 
which for near a century past have 
shut out from this canal the waters 
of the Jumna The reader will per 
haps be better able to appreciate the 
importance of this noble undertaking 
whether with respect to its probable 
influence on the prosperity of the ad 
jacent countiies or on the revenue of 
the state when he shall have perused 
the following account written in 17/0 
of the original work and of the con 
sequences which followed its decay 
What gave the greatest lustre and 
splendour to the new city was the 
successful attempt of Ally Meidan 
Khan a Persian Omrah (the same who 
delivered Candahar into Shah Jehan s 
hands ) who undertook to bring a 
canal of fresh water to run throu^^h 
the principal streets and parts of the 
town by a cut made trom the Jumna 
Itself at a place called Mogulpore 
(about 60 coss from Delhi ) where the 
xiver IS very rapid and has several falls, 
and this by a proper management he 
soon effected Though the work was 
not done with that elegance and soli 
diiy for which the ancient and some of 
our modern aqueducts are so famous 
yet It was not the less useful and it 
may be easily conceived, what pleasure 
to such a climate as this, and m a 


place too wheie there is not a portable 
well the sight of a canal of excel 
lent water must afford running 
through eveiy principal street of the 
town and through the gardens and 
house of the Omrahs and chief inha 
bitants Ibe work was mostly done 
with eaith and therefore required 
constant attendance and repair but 
the advantage of having such an im- 
mense body of water at command 
thiough so long a course as 120 miles 
of country amply compen ated for 
every expense and besides put 
yearly a considerable sum in the pocket 
of the Omrah who had the superin 
tendance of it Ibe last of an} note 
who enjoyed that post was Sufder 
Jung father of the late Shujah ul 
Dowlah and it is asserted he clear 
ed annually 25 lacs of rupees by it 
which IS not to be wondered at — the 
country through which it runs being 
mostly low and the canal elevated 
above it advantage was made of that 
circumstance to fertilize and water 
the adjacent parts, by only opening 
srrall cuts m di^rent places and for 
a time only Tnis condescension of 
the Daro^ah was well paid for and 
the produce of the land amply m'lJe 
up the extraordinary expence to the 
farmer and zemindar who had in the 
neighbouring capital a certain market 
for as much gram or fruits as they 
could raise 1 his rendered that part 
of the Soubab of Delhi highly fiourish 
ing so much so that many towns 
which at present do not bring in 2000 
rupees of revenue afforded at that 
time without the smallest difii 
culty a lac of rupees or more 
yearly After the rebellion of Suf 
der Jong, the canal soon went to 
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TuiQ and the troubles and confusion 
that followed prevented the necessary 
attentions being paid to so useful a 
work It dried up and of course the 
the reienue and emoluments along 
with It About 15 }e'iis ago an 
attempt was made by older of Ahmed 
Shah Duianet to repiii the caiftl 
which at the expense of a Jac of 
rupees succeed d and the water 


came to the gates of Delhi but the 
succeeding troubles and the war 
with the Mahrattas engaged too much 
of Abdallah s attention to permit him 
to think any more of the matter and 
the canal dried again nor has any 
attempt been n ade since though the

EXTRAORDINARY PHENOMENA 
Earthquakes 


The late Ii dian prints contain some 
extraordinary accounts of earthquakes 
which followed one another in quicker 
succession than h d been pieviously 
known within the memory ot the old 
est inhabitants Some of these not 
only descriptive of the awful phoeno 
mena but explanatory of the supposed 
causes o( them according to the crude 
and indigested opinions the natives 
may c haiic to amuse and to interest 
the r ider 

At tv/entv three minutes past seven 
o clock on Sunday evening the 1st of 
April an earthquake was very sensi 
bly felt in Calcutta and its neighbour 
hood It consisted of two distinct con 
cussions the second followingat an inter 
val of 6 or 7 seconds The series ofun 
dulat ions occasioned by each shock did 
not continue longer than Oorb seconds 
though tie vibrations produced weie 
extiemeJy quick , a circumstance that 
may probably explain the higher effect 
upon the senses of the observer oc 
casioned by this earthquake which 
though in Itself but slight gave an 
impression of more nwe and sublimity 
than is usually produced by an earth 
quake of such moderate force Prom 
the time of its occurrence in the still 
ness of the evening it was very gone 
rally noticed It may be remarked 
also, that it hippened a few minutes 


after the cessation of a pretty smart 
noith V estc r 

How fir this eai hquake extended# 
or the extieme pouns at which it was 
perctptiblc have not vet been ascer- 
tained but alt lough the shocks wer« 
gentle they probably extended to sonws 
considenble di tance They were fek 
along the baniis of the river several 
miles above and below Calcutta and 
were perceptible at Dum Dum and 
more smaitly at Bairaekpore and at 
Banpore 

Ihe time of their occurrence at 
the different places where they were 
noticed appears from all the informa- 
tion that has reached us to have been 
simultaneou^>or nearlj so In a bouse 
at the head of Garden Reach where 
the sbpeks were particularly observed 
a considerable degree of motion was 
communicated by the earthquake to 
the oil in (he glass burners placed in 
the wall shades The undulation of 
the oil was remarkable and the limit 
of Its extent being easily found from 
the mark left upon the surface of the 
glass It was accurately measured at 
soon as the motion had subsided when 
It appeared to have Been raised two 
lilies or the sixth of an inch The 
direction of the shocks was from north 
east to south west 
The popular explanation m Ben;:^! 
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of the cause of earthquakes is highly 
ikncifui and somewhat amusing The 
Bengalese like some other Asiatics 
believe the earth to be supported by a 
•nake of stupendous size ind strength 
and gifted with an hundred heads 1 he 
earth say these fancitul theorists is 
borne by no more than one head at 
a lime which as it l>ecomcs fatigued 
by the weight is relieved b> another 
In shifting the load from one head to 
the other a certain degree of jarnng 
motion IS produced just as one some 
tunes finds in the lutei change of the 
palankeen imong the shi ulders of a 
sullen or careless set of beirers so 
in shifting the earth the motion is 
greater or less according to the ne^li 
gence design or awkwaidncss of 
the parties delivering and icceiving 
the biirtien which pioduccs a cor 
responding motion at the surf ice of 
the globe occasioning earthquakes of 
greater or less for e It the Hindoo 
who maintains tin soundne s ( t this 
explanation be asked how or by 
what power the smke is supported 
hiB answer is ready — it Ins says 
be a sure foutidaiion on the ba k 
of a tortoise If the inquirer t ha nee 
to be still dissm hed and shall a k 
how IS this tortoise sust lined with 
the weight of the iiniver e on his 
back ^ It IS answered that he i sup 
ported by the power ot Almi hty 
God — If then it slnll be objected and 
you say since di\ me po ver thus sn 
tains the whole fibric the same power 
can with equal e ise give st ibility and 
order o the universe without the in 
tervention of the snake or the tortoise 
the Hindoo w 11 revolt at this amend 
xnent which is to stiip Ins belief of 
the aid it so manifestly derives from 
his imagination He can readily credit 
what is monstrous and absurd but 
the grand simplieit) of natuic cannot 
be brought to the ievel of h s under 
standing 

However we may be di posed to 
smile at the credulit) and the absi rdity 
of the notions of the Hindot we must 
after all allow that his doctune is not 
a whit more ridiculous than the im^i 
ginarv vortices of Des Caites on 
winch he founded a theory that for 


some t me even in the enlightened 
countries of Furope successfully op 
posed the true doctrine ot nature and 
Newton 

We must not overlook a most in 
teresting i oint of the Bengirtese pre 
cepts which declare that the earth va 
nes in its weight becoming light ac 
cording to tbe virtues and heavy in 
proportion to the sins of the homuii 
cular puppets upon Us surface hence 
in proportion as it becomes heavy by 
the increasing crimes of mankind 
the suppor in<y head of the serpent 
becomes the oorter fatigued rendering 
It neces ary to lelieve the barihei the

On Sunday evening the 11th May 
at 14 minute before ten o dock three 
shocks of an earthquake were felt iii 
Calcutta and to a considerable dis 
tance romicl — The shod s were more 
severe than tho e on the 1st ultimo 
the motion to a number of obstivers 
in Calcutta seemed to be pcrpendi 
cular to the Iionzi n Ibe th ee con 
cussions were shoit in duration and 
terminated a vibiatoi) or undulatory 
motion that cont nued for 8 or iO 
sei ends and the phenomenon went off 
with 1 loud lumbling noise The 
doors and windows and parts of the 
fuuiiiurc in some houses were shaken 
and the shades and wine glasses upon 
the tabic in a few instances shared in 
the nu non It is remarkable that the 
moll n in piiticular houses was much 
more distinct and forcible than in 
others closely adjoining That this 
difference is not merely apparent or 
to be ascribed to error or inacci racy 
of observation has been clearly ascer 
tamed — Ihe shocks were evidently 
part ai in their operation tii t is the 
eff cts were exerted with different de 
grecs of force in different places act 
mg vvuh violc nee in one place while 
at anolhci though but a few yards 
distant the) were so moderate as to 
be scaicely perceptible Ihe same 
thing however i!> pretty generally 
noticed in the principal earthquakes 
of w inch we have any distinct account 
In the memorable earthquake at Ja 
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maica in 1602 and in Europe on 
the U 1 of November 1755 the shocks 
of both were felt to a great extent 
the latter particularly having reafched 
above two thousand miles including 
in its scope nearly four millions of 
miles of the earth s surface and al 
though the violence of the first was 
chiefly spent at I ort Royal and the 
latter at Lisbon which places might 
be considered as their foci or centre

The original letters embraced by the foregoing title are part of a senet 
of coriespondence found among the public records of the government of 
Mysore whence they passed on the till of Senngipatam into the posses 
Sion of the captors having been fortunately preserved from destruction by 
the exertion principally ot an individual in the disorder and confusion of 
the assault 

The letters comprised in the present volume are selected with great jiidg 
ment by the translator from a I irger store in his hands not so much with a 
view as he tells us to shed a light on the maternl occuncnces of the period 
to which they relate as to illustrate the genius talents and disposition ot their 
extraordinary author who is here successively and repeatedly delineated 
in colouis from his own pencil ns the cruel and relentless enemy the intole 
rant bigiPfor furious fanatic tnc oppressive and unjust ruler haish and rigid 
master the sanguinary tyrant the perfidious negotiator the frivolous and cipn 
Clous innovator the mean and minute oeconomist the peddling trader and 
even the retail shop keeper The painter [he concludes ] will not be su pected 
of overcharging the unfavourable traits of the picture when it is considered 
that the piciure is his own 

The correspondence most unhappily exhibits the Sultan in all of the odious 
shades in which he is here described by the indignant tianslator of his writ 
mgs But It might be feared if by a similar accident the archives of other 
princes should fall into adverse hands and be publi hed to the world they 
might betray if not the whole host of base and unworthy passions in motion 
that appear from his own writings to have governed the private conduct of 
the eastern despot at lea^^t some marks or resemblance of more than one 
characteristic vice that seems to have influenced his public acts 

Having explained the motive of the publica ion the tianslator naturally 
descends to describe the manner of its execution and after stating that the 
present selection had been made fiom about a thousand letters he proceeds 
to inform the reader by what circumstances he has been d termined in his 
choice

The present coi rcspondcnce commences

The ositnsiblr or more immediate cause

But it was not merely or perhaps pnnci 
p illy for the purpose of supporting the 
Zen indar of Ae gdnd that tlic Mahrattah 
govemmi nt took up arms against the Su/ton 
They had claim on bun for considerable 
arrears for tribute the discharge of which 
lie had hitherto refused or evaded and it 
was probably less with a view of befriend

It will be seen m tlie sequel, that though 
Mahrattah chief, in the interest of Tippee 
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the Sultan succeeded in inflicting a signal

Those who mk deep into the causes 
of great revolutions and find them not 
in the snccetofhl issue of the complex 
adimm of ambitious statesmen but m 
the sunpie operation ot natural and ob- 
viooa causes will periiap^ discover that 
the means by which India was rendered 
subject to Fnaland (however inadequate 
they might at first glai ce appear ) were of 
at! others the best caicniatca to efiect that 
great object lorce and power could 
not have approached the shores of Indid 
without meeting with resistance but to 
the uuputendmg merchant ever^ encou 
ragement was odered and when the spmt 
with which the early ettlers defended their 
propet ty from spoliation sjiowed they 
f IV as superior in their military as their 
comme cia! character they became more 
an ohject ot admiration tian of jea 
ioisy to the priicipal poweis of India 
\ ho in process ot tunc conrted their 
dltiance and aid aaraimt each other 

For the agents at the Company to have 
refused such aid wa peihaps in many

moment the si bstance though not 
the form ot their goveinment was alter 
d and they were involved beyond the 
powrr of retreating mall the complicated 
relations ot a political state This impor 
Unt change was reluctantly admitted by 
the managers of the compan/s c ucems in 
Fngland. as the advantages ^hich had 
attended the early commerce with India 
made the proprietors of that capital by 
which It was earned on^ view with anxiety 
and alarm a revolution wluch they thou ht 
increased thetr nsk without • prospect of 
adequate retiini tliey consequently de* 
nonneed at every step that prepress 
whidi their agents made to temtoml pow 
er in India andf with a view of cheeking 
this spirit of aggrandisemeiit they at 
last eaUed *for the aid of the legislative 
power of the kli^doni which readily se 
emwted Ihcfir effort and gave the aothonty 
of Jaw to tkeir mdeta. Bat had those 
propsietois^ or the admiaistration of the 
govwiaiiiaiit of England been snore fully 
mlbloiadp er bad thew drown tbehr conchi

principles of general pQli<;y toey might 
perbaM h$ve been more moderate apd 
less dogmatical in their eflbiil to correct 
the system ( and they might have discovered 
that, though they might regnlaie it was a 
vam attempt to endeavour to stop alto 
gethcr the career of a state wlpch was 
Hsing rapidly into greatness nrnkr the 
lufinence of causes that were irresisfi 
ble in their force and which it was hot 
possible to controiiL fhe tnith is, tint 
nrom the day on which the company s troops 
marched one mile from their tactoiies the 
increase of their territories and their 
armies became a principle of self presei 
vation and at the end of every one of 
those numerous contests m which they 
were involved by the jealousy avarice or 
ambition of their neighbours or the rapa 
city and ambition of their own servants 
they were forced to adopt measures for im 
proving their strength which soon appear 
ed to be tlie only mode by wluch they could 
avert the occurrence of similar danger 

Such in a few words is the hi toiy of 
the progress of the East India company to 
power in India 

It IS supposed and argued by the 
author that the policy of the parent 
state has not been suited to the rapid 
progress and success of British influence 
in the East or to wse his own words — 

Ihe British legislature has Inthcuo 
but slowly followed the progic»s of the 
power of the company in India It liad 
icgisiated for factories on a f reign shore 
when tiiat corporation was in the posses lOii 
of provinces and when the laws were 
completed to govern those it had obtained 
kin|,doms lliat the present system ol 
government is inadequate and the iaw 
under which it exists defective and not 
calculated for the greatness of the empir 
every one acquainted with the subject imi t 
acknowledge and the tune probably if 
proaches when some great change mu f 
take place But at all events our interests 
in India have become at this moment an 
object of tlie most serious con idciation 
and whether the present constitnt cn t 
government be confirmed or changed il s 
of importance to examine ell tliose t t 
which can enable us to jneige of its merit 
and defects, as such alone can qualify those 
on whom mat duty must devolve, to foriv 
plans fonts future seem ity and impiotr 
ment 

What appears the most prominent 
error m all the laws and regulatioiis wtucli 
have been passed m England relative to 
the political government of India is tint 
dogmatical principle on which they pro 
eeed in the endeavour to fix that wlti ii 
IS constantly changing. Ibis principle 
perhaps too nalurmi to these by wMiU 
these laws and regulations most be fiamea 
ever to be wboUy crauicstcd It arises 
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ont •f 9 . warm inl^reat In wfc»t imni^Sately 
atfccU tl e mother coontiy, and a feelliig 
wluoh upproaclica to Inainbrcnee toward 
our distant po»ao<aiaw Tina prodnces 
a continual leshe to mould the Utur into 
that ahape and cliaract< r wl ich wUl be t 
suit the fonmi but i nfortuiiatelv an em 
pire IS a ub'j «inrc which cannot be shaped 
and mould d It is bv the laws ot natu e 
mntabte and thi ilaracUr which oiii 
empire in the La t lia 1 1 < onin on wiih all 
emj IKS in tl e woild has liitheito and 
must alvia> (outinuc to dis ippoii t those 
expectations w! ich are formed t liimlii g 
the precise extent of the domi ions or of 
tivin;, the exact power of tlie Biitish go 
vcmmeiit in Asia 

It would stem necessary in the opi 
nion of the author from the inference 
of his prelimimry observations that 
the legislature should entertain laiger 
notions of the importance of Bnlish 
India and should adopt a system of 
government more suitable to the na 
ture of things as they stand insieid 
of persevering in a policy applicable 
to other times and to circumstances 
that have long ceased to exist lo aid 
nnd assist the legislature in the per 
formance of the task — It is the ob 
ject as the author tells us of ius 
work to ailord information to those 
upon whom this important labour 
must devolve and to elucidate (as well 
as be can) the political principles upon 
which the government of British India 
has been conducted since the intro 
duction of Mr Put s bill in 1784 

In the prosecution of his design 
Colonel Malcolm takes a comprehend 
sive view of the successive admiuis 
traiions of tlie government general of 
Indn under the Marquis Cornwallis 
Sir John Snore the Marquis 
and bir George Barlow noticing the 
several political engagements and al 
liances 4i8tituied and interrupted dur 
ing their several and respective govein 
nients— the wars that occurred-— (he 
causes nnd the consequences of them 
It would be beyond our province to 
follow the author in this wide and va 
nous lange which embraces much 
important and most interesting matter 
for reflection , but it certainly is not 
foreign to our limited plan to 
tali a summary nonce of the dcduc 
ticns which he has drawn from the 
events enumerated He has endea 

li 


vQored to shew how succesifully we 
we do not pretend to pronounce from 
the eflfect of the different and contrast 
ed administrations of the several emi 
nent personages named that a neu 
tral system ot policy even with the 
most favourable disposition of gover 
norsto comport themselves according to 
Its principle however fair it may sound 
in theory is not reducible to action 
and that even if it could be acted on 
It is not suited to the state and condi 
tion of surrounding circumstances 
This IS particuhrly inufc-rred from the 
conduct of the Marqnis Cmnwallts 
who 18 we 1 known to have entertained 
a pacific temper towards neighbouring 
states so far as it was prudent or 
indeed practicable to carry it, and 
who yet in despite of this his natural 
disposition and the instructions of his 
constituents could not help involving 
himt>elt in hostilities and adding con 
tiary to the intention of the legislature 
to the dominions of the company 
'Vnd the positions are further enforced 
by the result as it is stated of the go 
\cinment of Sir John S/iore Speak 
ing raoie particulai ly of the neutral 
policy recommended in the legi htive 
dccl iratiou Colonel Malcolm thus ex 
presses himself

The bnsv period and splendid career 
of the Marquis llcsley $ administra 
lion IS put in conti ast with the quiet 
<fnd less eventful scenes presented in 
the view of the goternmetus of Sir 
John Shore and of Sir G Barlow 
and are spoken of in language at once 
expressive of the author s admiration 
fmd his sense of the superiority of the 
former administration in its ^inciple 
and Its effect 

Of the active motive and resulting 
efiect of the noble Marquis s adminis 
tration the author giies the following 
animated description 

The great success which nttended 
X<ord WelleBcys admim tration of British 
India IS an a generd view t leuhitad to 
excite astQnishm nt nor will that be dimi 
nuhed by a nearer contemplation of the 
min fi in which 1 e ruled the Uige empire 
comniitted to htsTiiari^a His great mmd 
pervaded ttic wl ok and a portion of hit 
spint was infused into every agent whom 
he employed hi$ autlonty was as fuUv 
recognized in the remotest part of British 
India as in Foit WlUiam all sought Uii 
praise all dreaded his censure las coftB 
aence in those whom he cigiployod was im 
linutod abd foey were oxied to dxertioo 
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by eveit mrttve that can simulate a good 
or prono mind to action he was as c^airerto 
appiand as he was rehictant to rondemn 
those Whom he heiieved conscientious m 
t*ie discharge of their public duty It was 
the habit of his mind to be slow in council 
but rapid in action and he < xpeeted the 
greatest effo ts from tl ose he n ploj cd in 
the execution of his n easur s wliom he 
always relieved fi oi eve j sji li s ot oxa 
tious conntei action and d lay which could 
arise from th untin tly intiusion t < fiici 1 
forms or tlit uneas nablc prcttnsions of 
Ics or autho itics 

Having examined at some length 
and in several distinct chapters the 
public acts of the separate administra 
tions in the manner he had proposed 
to treat them and having drawn the 
conclusions which the author con 
ceived to flow from such acts he pr > 
ceeds to recommend the policy wl ich 
he considers cilculited t cute the sup 
posed defects of the s}stem of govern 
ment for British India not as it ap 
pears in theory but as it is seen in ac 
tual operation 

The chapter devoted to the latter 
object comprises inflnite matter and 
the most perplexed considerations It 
enters somewhat minutely into the 
constitution of the court of diiectors 
and board of controul of the office of 
governor general and the political prin 
ciples which should govern our inter 
course with the native powers and sub 
jects of India I he examination of 
these several heads would occupy 
more space than our scanty limits allow 
we shall therefore confine what we 
have to offer to a single observation as 
to the result of the whole from the 
impression that the perusal of this part 
of the work has left on our minds ft 
V onld appear that the author has meant 
to argue from the premises he sup 
poses to have established that the sys 
tein laid down for the government of 
India IS too complex and involuted 
committed to too many organs and 
some of these ill adapted to their de 
signed functions , that the contradictory 
powers at least tn the practice of the 
court of directors and board of controul 
counteract one another ^ and both of 
them operate injuriously on the proper 
disebitge of the office of governor 
general , that this should be lest li 


mited in its authority should not be 
exercised in a particular spot but should 
hive a free range of the Indian tern 
(ory in a word that the government 
should be more single tb® power of 
the governor more complete and the 
responsibilit) in consequence more 
direct In all of which results the 
general reader may agree if he assents 
to the premises from which they arc 
drawn but there may be some who 
nny not perchance accompany tie 
author in the full extent of bis fri 
nury pobilions and m the degree of 
their dis enl from them they may be 
1 iduced to question his subsequent con 
elusions 1 bough we ourselves do not 
idmit the entire premises of the author 
we cannot but admire the candour with 
winch they are generally laid down 
and the ingenuity with which they aie 
enfoiced And with this our impres 
Sion of the work we may safely com 
mend it to the perusal and serious con 
suit n non of those who may be soon 
exiled upon to legislate for the future 
government of this vast empire 

1 here are some topics incidentally 
mixed with the leading pait of the 
work which are deserving of peculiar 
notice such as relate to a recom 
mended melioration of the condition of 
the children descended from an Luropeaa 
parent on one side the discouragement 
of a gcneril plan for the introduction 
of the chri tian religion into Indn to 
the allowance of a limited and regu 
lated colonization and to the refonua 
non of the military system both as 
regaids the East India company s offi 
cers and the private classes of which 
the Indnn armies are for the most part 
formed On the latter division of the 
subject the author m^y be regarded ax 
no comoion or mean authority hav 
mg Be rly pissed a life as he informs 
us with those of whose cotiduion he is 
speaking 

But however the latter circum 
stance may qualify the writer to neat 
the subjects at large it mav in certain 
particulars be imagined to influence his 
pen and to take something from the 
credit otherwise due to his recoramen 
datious l*he greater part of the sug 
gested reformation would seem to be 
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rational and desirable but there are 
other portions of it apparently too 
visionary and experimental to be re 
ceived on any single name ]io>^e\cr 
respectable or on any other less auiho 
ri} than concurrent uncortiadic 


tory testimony of the general body of 
officers commanding the lodtan army 
But this IS a test we may be permitted 
to say to which the author bimselt 
would most willingly and cheerfully

jnit these extracts we shill briefly

Ihe ensuing chapter includes all 
that was woithy of note between the 
valley of Doona to Khatmand i the 
capital of Nepaul j the most remark 
able of which is the valley temple 
and town of Noakote the favourite 
residence of the regent Bebadur blisb 
It a^ pears from the description to be 
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a commfinding station and memorable 
ftf military exploits 
Ihere are aUo recounted m this 
chapter some religious customs of the 
people singular and curious to which 
IS addeil bome account of natural pro 
ducttons 

Ihe author m the sixth chapter 
speaksof the valley of Nepaul of which 
he is most particular and happy in the 
description Among other things he 
dwells on its picturesque beauties 
Its cities its towns its temples its 
extent and general properties These 
are brought more present to the eye 
and imagination of the reader by 
several well executed and valuable 
prints

It would be an useless attempt to
